All  of  these  cases  except  two 
are  signed  by  Assi.stant  Secretary  Bus- 
sey, o;ie  of  these  having  no  signature 
and  the  others  his  name  in  tvpcwriiing. 
When  the  .attention  of  ex-Commissioner 
Tanner  was  called  to  the  matter,  he 
stated  very  emphatically  that  he  had 
never  seen  the  alleged  decisions  as  were 
referred  to  and  <|i;oted,  and  they  h.id 
never  been  pronuilgated  from  his  office.

HILL  ON  PEi:SON/iL  LIBERTY. 

An  Able  Tpppch   Delivered  Today  by  the  New 
York  Senator. 

Rom i:,  N.  ^•.,  July  29.  .\t  the  picnic 
of  the  Hop  Growers' association  at  Stl- 
vian  beach  today,  .Senator  Hill  m.ade  an 
ehxiuLiit  address,  his  subject  being  per- 
sonal liberty.  Senator  Hill  spoke  in  prit 
as  follows: 

"Personal  liberty,  as  it  is  generally  un- 
derstood, especially  in  it  ^  best  if  not  its 
bro.adest  sense,  means  t  ic  largest  meas- 
ure ol  liberty  whi(  h  it  is  posiibic  to  con- 
fer upon  the  individual  citizen  not  in- 
jurious to  the  real  or  subjtanti.d  interests 
ol  the  whole  commun  ty.  It  may  be 
:^Hfely  asserted  as  a  general  luie  that  a 
ciliz'.Mi  may  cat, drink  an:l  wear  wiuKcver 
he  ple.ases.  and  that  he  ir  ay  sow  :ind  re;;i> 
in  his  fields  whatexer  tlu  y'will  grow  and 
that  he  may  nianiifaciure  in  Lis  sho]) 
whatever  his  skill  might  invent.  'Pherc 
are  natural  rights  which  iie  possessed  be- 
fore the  governinents  were  founded  01 
constituiirnis  franu-d,  riehts  whi^h  he 
never  sui  rendered  and  ri>;lits  whirl:  (on 
stitutions  and  laws  caiinot  justly  x.ikc 
away. 

"The  al>usc  cf  personal  liboity  I.\  "the 
citizen  is  .ilways  m:i<lc  the  j.I.u'isd.lc 
pretevt  for  its  prohibitioi:  or  restriction, 
\ou  are  familiar  with  tin  old  thrradbaie 
argument:  'Men  iiululgc  their  appetites 
to  excess;  therefore  the  good  of  the  com- 
munity rc'iuires  that  the  manvf.icture 
and  saie  ot  what  they  cat  and  drink 
mint  be  prjv^nted  01  r.^pressed  bv 
stringent  and  offensive  laws.'  The  fallacy 
to  a  large  extent  of  thi-;  argument  is 
apparent  when  it  is  refected  th;\t  the 
abuse  of  any  right  furnishes  no  adeq  late 
reason  for -is  deslniciion.  flov/  many 
absolute  rights  wo:ild  be  perni.ttcd  to 
remain  if  the  reasonable  and  just  exercise 
thereof  at  all  times  was  t^ie  condition  of 
their  existence?  Who  ^vill  assert  that 
the  freedom  of  the  press  is  not  frequently 
abused,  and  yet  who  ij  prepared  to 
declare  that  it  .therefcre  should  be 
abridged.-' 

"  f'neair  is  filled  with  the  noise  of  dis- 
gr.accful  religious  dissensions  upon  ab- 
stract (jueslions  of  orthodox  doclrire, 
and  prec.-rutions  or  tri.'l  for  alleged 
heresy  among  most  respectable  dmomi- 
natior.s  ate  becoming  so  frequent  that  it 
is  iinpi<ssible  for  we  pooj  miseralile  sin- 
ners to  determine  what  : ;  heresy  and 
what  is  not;  yet  a  tol.al  denial  of  the 
liberty  of  conscience  would  scarcely  be 
tolerated  in  this  landof  bnasted  reli^'ious 
freedom, 

"How  often  is  the  writ  of  habeas  cor- 
pus invoked  in  trivial  cases?  The 
guaranty  of  the  right  of  ti  ial  by  jurv  has 
always  been  most  sacrcdi  /  guarded,  yet 
how  many  miscarriages  of  justice  are  be- 
lieved to  occur  tilrough  such  trials. 
We  may  well  conclude  th  it  no  persona! 
right  of  the  cili/en  should  be  al)oli^lud 
or  a.)ri(lgcd  merely  becauic  it  is  liable 
to  abuse.  There  are  those*  whosj  views 
.-ire  so  extreme  tliat  they  v/ou!d  oppose 
the  raising  of  hops  because  such  pro- 
duction facilitates  the  n  anufacture  of 
beer.  They  would  prohiDit  or  restrict 
the  manufacture  of  tola  ceo,  because 
fo<^lish  men  and  silly  toys  sometimes 
oinoke  too  much.  They  would  curtail 
our  innocent  amusements  because  they 
are  oft  limes  carried  to  esccss," 

Referring  to  working  men  who  belong 
to  labor  organizations.  Senator  Hill  said': 
"The  legal  rights  of  such  individuals  un- 
(|uestionat>'.y  rem.iin  the  same,  irrcsjicc- 
tive  of  the  <iuestion  of  suci  niembershij). 
They  always  must  be  deened  to  rcseive 
the  abstract  legal  right  of  repudiating 
^uch  mcnibcrsliip  v.henever  they  so  pre- 
fer, tlieir  withdrawing  only  occasioning 
such  minor  forfeitures  or  penalties  as 
reasonable  laws  might  infi  ct.  They  can- 
not be  compelled  to. act  against  their  will. 
Their  personal  right  cannot  be 
dized. 

"It  dees  not  follow  th.at  the  member- 
ship ol  labor  organizations  cannot  easilv 
be  kept  within  the  law.  Cf  cours2  they 
must  not  violate  contracts  or  disobey 
orders  or  conspire  to  do  inlawful  acts 
or  i:!tiniidatc  tither  workmen  who  desire 
to  work,  but  who  <lo  not  belong  to  their 
l)o<ly.  They  must  beheld  to  a  strict  ac- 
countaljilily  to  the  law,  tlu;  same  as  all 
others.  In  my  opinion,  tiie  citadel  ol 
personal  liberty  in  this  country  is  more 
in  danger  of  being  undemined  by  the 
ill-ronsidercfl  opinions  of  some  of  its 
judges  straining  doubtful  points  and  in- 
voking (juibbles  in  favor  of  corporate 
power  and  creating  legal  questions  to 
cripple  the  efforts  of  honei.t  labor  strug- 
gling against  great  odds  to  assert  its 
dignity,  than  from  all  the  arbitrary 
demonstrations  that  were  ever  made  by 
workingmen, 

"The  mercantile  exchanges  in  your 
great  cities  arc  clamoring  ;or  relief  from 
laws  which  restrict  their  business  in  ac- 
cordance with  old-fashioned  plans  and 
notions.  The  whole  country  is  at  last 
awakening  to  the  impropriety  of  making 
our  money  metals  a  matter  of  merchan- 
dise by  the  government  itself  and  are 
hoping  that  a  patriotic  congress,  soon  to 
convene,  will  faithfullv  respond  with 
promptitude  to  the  demands  of  public 
sentiment  in  that  regard."

Lo.NDD.N,  July  29.-  Ixclcsiastical  and 
other  circles  v/crc  shocked  today  by  the 
news  that  the  wife  of  Rev.  C.inon 
(icorge  Prothero,  a  chapla.n  in  ordinary 
to  the  fjuecn,  has  committed  suicide, 

Mrs,  Prothero,  who  has  been  ill  for 
some  time,  was  at  >Vhippingham 
rectory,  near  Osborne  house,  the 
ijueen's  residence  on  the  Isle 
of  Wight.  Today,  while  tcnqxirarily  in- 
sane, she  escajteHl  the  ob^e'vation  of  her 
nurse  and  leaped  from  01  e  of  the  win- 
dows of  her  room,  which  was  in  the 
upper  part  ol  the  rectory.  She  was  al- 
most instantly  kille<l.

The  fourth  and  last  child  of  the  Hen- 
drikson  fatnily  died  this  nn)rnin^  of 
black  diphtheria  and  there  is  great  fear 
abo  t  town  that  the  disease  may  sprcail. 
Dr.  Keyes.  the  villajje  health  otticer, 
could  not  be  found  at  his  office  this 
nioniiii^  and  on  inquiry  U  was  found 
that  he  w.is  sick  at  his  residence,  t^n 
receivini^  this  information  The  Herald 
repi>rter  immediately  went  to  his  bouse 
to  interview  him  on  the  cause  and  the 
means  taken  for  the  prevention  ot  the 
spread  of  the  iii»ease. 

The  reporter  was  met  at  the  door  by 
the  wite  oi  the  physician  who  stated  that 
the  uoctor  was  slightly  ill  and  thought 
that  he  tiad  better  keep  in  coors  for  a 
few  days.  On  bcin^j  asketl  if  the  doctor 
could  IJe  seen  shj  said  that  it  would  pos- 
sibly be  better  not  to  meet  him.  The 
doctor  then  came  to  the  head  of  the 
stairs  ami  on  b  iinj  asked  if  lie  had  the 
symptoms  ol  diphtheria  replied  that  he 
>:uc>sei!  not.  but  that  he  had  caught  cold 
and  his  throat  was  slightly  sore,  h  roiii 
all  .ippcaram  cs  it  would  seem  that  the 
doctor  has  possibly  contracted  the  dis- 
ease or  that  he  at  least  is  takinj;  every 
precaution  against  it. 

Fred  Filiatrault.  health  inspector,  at 
this  moment  apj'cared  and  was  given 
rii;id  instructions  to  fumigate  the  Hen- 
drickson  hi<use  thoroughly,  burn  all 
clothing'  and  bcilding  usstl  by  the  child- 
ren and  whitewash  tlie  whole  interior  of 
the  structure. 

The  last  report  as  to  the  cause  of  tlie 
outbreak  of  the  disease  is  that  the  family  I 
has  been  iisiui;  the  milk  from  a  diseased  i 
cow.  Neiijhbors  state  that  for  some  time 
this  animal  has  been  so  sick  that  at  times 
it  was  scarcely  able  to  walk,  that  the 
hair  was  fallint:  off  and  there  was  every 
appearance  that  the  cow  was  atilicted 
with  Some  disease.

"He's  a  jolly  dog!" 
Who's  a  jolly  dog.'' 

Why  Captain  Hugh  E.  Maloney  who 
commands  the  city  railway  tug  Lindrup 
which  plys  between  Connors  and  Rices 
Point  connecting  the  electric  lines  of 
Duluth  :uid  Superior.  This  doughty 
mariner  has  for  the  last  forty  years 
followed  the  sea.and  his  long  experience 
has  lell  him  a  jolly  good  naturcd  fellow 
with  a  weather  beaten  couiitcnnnce.  a 
bright  kiiully  eye  and  a  fund  of  remin- 
iscence which  makes  him  the  jolliest  sort 
I'f  com{»aiiy.  As  far  back  as  i8()S  he  was 
mate  Maloney  on  the  side  wheel  steamer 
Ptiil  Sheridan  which  plied  on  the  lower 
Missis,ippi  between  St.  Louis  and  New 
Orleans  and  l.Tter  Hlled  the  sime  posit- 
ion on  the  Diamond  Joe  steamers.  Tidal 
VVave  antl  Arkansas  being  made  captain 
ot  the  latter  in  the  summer  of  1872  when 
slie  was  running  between  St.  Paul, 
Dubu<iuc  and  St.  Louis. 

During  his  service  on  the  ?>Iississippi 
he  was  a  conspicuous  figure  in  earlv 
navigation,  and  his  accounts  of  the 
crude  methods  which  obtained  in  those 
days  ate  interesting  and  thrilling  enough 
to  make  a  capital  book.  He,  however, 
de-ic.'ted  the  South  in  the  spiiiig  of  i.';7^, 
and  made  his  way  north  where  he  w;is 
made  commander  of  the  side  wheeler 
Selkirk,  after  being  her  mate  for  a  short 
time.  The  Selkirk  was  a  freight  and 
[)ass?nger  boat  owned  by  Commodore 
Kittson  and  James  J.  Hill  .ind 
(our.-,ed  the  wild  waters  of  the  I^ed 
River  of  the  North  covering  the  distance 
bttvveen  .Mocrhead  and  Grand  Forks. 
This  part  of  the  country  was  at  that  time 
uiideveloped  and  the  captain  recalls 
with  a  grim  smile  how  not  infrequently 
his  boat  was  tied  up  to  the  bank  at  night 
when  by  the  aid  of  torches  his  men  gath- 
ered fuel  in  the  woods  to  last  the  Selkirk 
the  next  day. 

r'or  six  years  the  boat  did  a  good  busi- 
ness in  freight  and  passenger  traffic  and 
then  Capt.  Maloney  was  given  the  Chey- 
enne, which  was  at  the  time  one  of  the 
best  boats  afloat  in  the  Northwest.  In 
her  he  made  the  round  trip  from  Winni- 
peg to  Moorhead  and  return,  a  distance 
of  .about  500  miles,  often  covering  the 
distance  in  seven  days,  counted  excellent 
t'me  by  steamboat  men.  From  this  duty 
the  captain  went  further  north 
and  for  a  time  commanded 
what  were  called  wild  boats 
which  he  took  up  to  the  various  {)oints 
on  the  Saskatchewan  river.  Rainy  lake 
and  the  Lake  of  the  Wood;.  He  earned 
no  iiitle  reputation  at  this  sort  of  work 
for  his  extreme  care  and  expedition,and 
his  services  were  in  much  demand  until 
1885  when  he  was  selecte  i  to  command 
the  tlag  boat  Alberta  purchased  and  put 
in  commission  by  the  Canadi.an  govern- 
ment during  the  Riel  rebellion. 

Ihe  -Alberta  was  dispatched  bv  the 
authorities  to  take  soldiers  and  supplies 
from  headquarters  to  such  points  as 
Medicine  Hat,  Fort  Edwards  and  Grand 
Rapids,  and  during  the  uprising  she 
brought  the  wounded  away  from  the 
scene  of  the  trouble.  Capt.  Maloney 
tells  how  he  had  his  pilot  house  lined 
with  boiler  plate  to  protect  hims;  If  from 
the  bullets  of  thj  Indians  and  insur- 
gent?. After  taking  this  prtcauiion  he 
describe- how  he  went  himself  to  the 
renr  of  his  boat  and  disch  irged  his  own 
ritle  to  test  he  efficacy  of  his  armour. 
He  never  was  shot. 

At  the  conclu-.ion  of  the  rebellion  lie 
came  to  the  he  td  of  the  lakes,  and  hns 
since  then  sailed  in  all  manner  of  rraft 
on  ttie  lake  and  in  tlu  b.iy,  every  sjxit  o! 
t  li;  lautr  being  like  an  open  book  to 
him. 

One  evening  during  the  week  a  re- 
porter climbed  into  the  pilot  house  of  the 
Lindrup  and  fell  into  conversation  with 
her  jolly  pilot,  who  is  as  genial  and 
pleasant  a  man  as  you  will  meet  in  a 
day's  travel. 

"1  don't  often  leave  the  water  except 
to  go  home  to  my  wife  and  f  'milv,"  he 
said  .IS  he  pulled  the  wheel  hard  to  port, 
•'but  lait  Sunday  I  t.iok  a  little  time  to 
myself  and  with,  my  wife  I  v, sited  the 
I'lg  pav  lion  they've  buiit  on  yonrler  hiil. 
I  till  you  young  man  it's  great.  1  d 
heard  ol  it  one  way  and  another  so  ofttn 
I  thought  I'd  just  take  it  in.  When  we 
got  to  that  iiitline  car  at  the  foot  of  the 
lull  I  felt  a  little  Miueamish  like  and 
watched  to  see  if  the  critter 
would  list  when  steam  was  put 
on.  She  looked  like  one  of 
these  Dutch  galley  vachts  Christopher 
Columbus  used  when  he  came  oier  here 
and  discovered  America.  Pretty  soon 
they  cast  her  off  and  tne  darned  vessel 
startefl  off  at  full  headway.  I  ui.con- 
sciously  gral)bed  the  cabin  rail  an<i 
looked  about  me  for  the  engine  room  be- 
cause I  couldn't  see  an  inch  of  canvas. 

"Soon  as  I  looked  over  her  bow  I  see 
we  were  being  towed  with  a  big  steel 
hawser,  although  I  swear  if  there"  was  a 
lug  ahead  she  was  a  long  way  off.  The 
boat  was  seaworthy  and  she 
weathered  a  grade  that  would  have 
broken  one  of  our  man-of-war's  men  into 
splinters  and  old  iron.  The  first  thng 
you  know  we  signalled  a  boat  which  I 
judge  must  have  been  coming  down  light 
lor  her  bow  was  a  mile  out  ol  water,  .and 
nothing  happens  but  at  the  same  minute 
both  vessels  jnilled  in  to  docks  just  as 
pretty  as  you  wish. 

"The  captain  of  the  other  comes  cut  in 
a  dandy  uniform  and  with  a  c.-;nipjss 
hanging  around  h-s  neck  and  alter  look- 
ing around  gives  the  signal  and  both 
boats  move  they  down  stream  and 
we  up.  After  another  minute  we  hove 
insight  of  a  big  landing  and  wiih  no 
trouble,  made  fast  and  unloaded  our 
passengers.  I  didn't  hear  any  commands 
and  for  the  life  of  n.e  I  couMn't  find  a 
pilot  but  toere  wasn't  no  confusion,  and 
a  whole  ere*-  couldn't  have  taken  better 
care  of  the  passengers  than  they  did 
themselves. 

"Once  more  on  land  we  boarded  a  car 
and  were  whisked  out  a  mile,  I  gues?,  to 
a  little  «etdemi.nt  on  a  prosperous  lock- 
ing plateau  where  what  caught    me   the 


most  was  the  little    lines  of  neat  looking 
dwelling  houses  and  stores, 

".At  the  end  of  the  line  we  found  .n 
trim  built  little  house  with  the  stars  and 
sir, pes  thing  at  the  mast  head  where 
there  was  a  let  of  people.  Vou  can  talk 
as  nnich  as  you  like  of  hard  times  and 
linancial  stringency, and  iiieetin's  of  con- 
gress but  you  won't  believe  me  when  I 
tell  vou  that  a  young  man  told  me  those 
people  were  buying  lots.  Well  1 
shouldn't  be  surprised  for  il  I  had  a  lot 
oi  money  I'd  rather  put  it  in  gnod  jirop- 
ertv  up  there  where  you  can  live  nicely 
in  the  heart  of  the  city  thau  |)ut  it  in  the 
banks  where  totlay  it's  yt)urs  and  tomor- 
row you  haven't  got  it. 

"We  went  over  the  village  and  watched 
the  pretty  lawns  and  flower  beds  and 
they  showed  us  the  big  lire  cisterns,  and 
asked  us  to  c»)me  up  the  next  night  for 
they  were  going  to  have  a  dance  in  the 
little  town  hall.  <  )f  course  we  couldn't, 
so  we  went  back  to  the  pavilion  at  the 
head  of  the  hill  and  listened  to  the  music. 
Look  here,  young  man,  I've  listeneil  to 
the  New  Orleans  City  band  and  for  out 
and  out  good  plaving  tho>-e  fellers  on  the 
Heights  can't  be  beat.  That  little  girl 
that  plays  the  horn— say,  she's  a  corker. 
They  must  pay  her  a  pretty  fat  salary 
for  I  guess  she's  a  big  card. 

"We  came  down  late  m  the  evening 
and  the  boat  on  the  incline  was  loaded 
down  to  the  gunwales,  hut  the  boys 
watched  the  signal  lights  aiul  we  landed 
at  the  lower  landing  witliout  accident.  I 
am  convinced  that  that  is  a  great  place. 
When  I  get  another  little  spare  time  I'm 
going  to  ask  Mr.  Wardell  to  invite  me 
to  go  up  there  again.  Good  bye,  young 
man;  come  again."  This  last  as  the  re- 
porter clambered  onto  the  dock  and 
boarded  a  Gailicid  avenue  car.

ASSAULTED  BY  STRIKERS. 

The  Lumber  Shovers'  Strike  at  Ashland  Be- 
coming Serious. 

MiN.NEAPOLis,  July  29.  An  Ashland, 
Wis.,  special  to  the  Journal  says:  The 
striking  lumber  shovers  caused  trouble 
this  morning  at  Doherty  s  dock  where 
the  propeller  Peerless  is  loading  a  cargo. 

Her  owners  had  telcgr.Tj.lied  the  agent 
here  not  to  r)ay  50  cents  per  hour  for 
loading.  Accordingly  her  crew  was 
pressed  int«)  service.  The  mob  of  strik- 
ers swarmed  down  over  iiic  docks  and 
the  boat,  assaulting  two  u!  the  crew  vio- 
lently. 

The  latter  became  alarmed  and  quit 
work  but  were  afterwards  allowed  to 
proceed.

The  fact  that  the  Southern  lea^'ue  clubs 
for  the  moist  jjiirt  are  wiilinj;  to  sell  tin-  re- 
lea.sesof  their  best  pl.iyei-s  lo  the  nor-thern 
maKiiates  is  not  an  ussuiinj<  signth.it  their 
season's  schedule  of  {,'anies  will  be  played 
out.  That  leaKue  made  a  mistake  iu  not 
letting  well  eiiou»rh  alone  at  the  end  of  hist 
season,  when  their  eij^ht  rneinlH-i-s  finished 
the  nice  witiiout  a  sintcle  disbandrneiit. 
The  leauue  circuit  should  not  Imve  been 
increased  to  I;>  cities.  A  1:.!  club  cii-eiiit  has 
never  worked  so  well  ;is  one  of  ei;<lit  eliilis. 
'liie  inerea.se  in  b.ittin^'  under  the  five 
feet  additional  dist^nie  is  aptly  shown  bv 
the  announcement  that  Thouipson  of  the 
Philadelphias  was  the  (irst  National  league 
player  to  make  KM)  ktse  hits.  This  feat  he 
jieconijilished  during  th*;  wcond  wec-k  in 
.Inly.  Th(- 100  ba.se  hit  mark  heretofore  has 
been  reached  about  the  last  of  August  or 
the  first  of  .September. 

The  inost  disai)p<.iiiied  marl  in  b.-tseball 
today  is  .lohn  .Montgomery  Ward.  Auri- 
anapolis  Constantinople  Anson  is  not  in  it 
with  .John  MontKomery  in  <i  inejuiurement 
of  individual  tj;all  cups.  Uncle  is  used  to 
it.  His  .soul  is  callous  with  years  of  disap- 
pointment and  bl.isted  hopt-s.  But  Ward 
set  out  this  year  under  the  most  proinisinir 
eircnm»tanee«i  of  his  luofession.il  life  to 
win  fame  and  flatieiy  asa  baseball  Kfueral. 
His  failure  has  .so  far  been  of  eoloss.-il  pro- 
jMjrtions.  He  has  not  lacked  for  players, 
but  it  has  been  a  sort  of  Bead  sea  fruit  sea- 
son to  iiim.  He  sings  the  ancient  son«  of 
hard  luck  and  robbery  by  the  umpire,  but 
it  falls  as  Hat,  ou  the  tympanums  of  his 
wouhl  be  worshipei-s  as  those  other  musical 
chestnuts,  "Ta-ra-r-a  liwm"— aud  "Daddy 
Wouldn't  Buy  Me  a  Bowwow." 

I  riH'Utioned  the  fact  a  few  weeks  ago 
that  the  harder  (he  times  in  a  conmiercial 
.sense  the  better  hiut  always  been  the  base- 
ball i)atrouage.  And  now  comes  one  of  the 
most  extensive  theatrical  managers  in  the 
world,  Charles  Frohuian,  and  makes  tho 
same  .stHtement  relative  to  the  jtatronage 
of  the  stage.  Who  can  explain  it?  Js  it 
l)ecau.se  when  men  begin  to  wony  over  bad 
business  they  .seek  solace  and  t-jniporar-y 
forgetfulness  at  the  ball  Kioundo?  Or  is  it 
merely  becau.se  more  people  have  more  tirue 
to  fiive  to  sports  and  aniiisc-inents? 

I  heard  a  phiiosoiihtr  say  l.ist  week  that 
there  are  just  tvvf»  conditions  of  men  now 
who  need  uot  worry.  One  is  i»  Dvern merit, 
cleik,  and  the  other  is  a  gc<ul  baseball 
player.

The  Unit  of  Value. 
The  Entvint:cring  Magazii-.cfor  Augiiit 
contains  an  important  article  l^y  Edward 
Atkinson,  dealing  with  the  unit  of  valu2 
and  the    mechanism  of  banking    cr    ex- 
change.    Mr.  Atkinson    holds  the  view 
which  is  cunimoii    to  all  sound  f.nmcisl 
men.  especially  to   those  who.  likehlir- 
self.  have  been    for  a  great  m.iny  ye.its 
occupied  in  important  undeit;iUtngs.  that 
the  prc-ent    standar.l  or  unit  of  value  m 
the  commerce  of  the  world    is  go'.d;  that 
this  unit  has  liot  become  established  by 
law,  not  by  international  agreement,  not 
by  treaty,  but  througli    a  process  of   n\- 
tur.-il  selection.    Gold  is  the  unit  of  value 
by  which  all  international  sales  and  pur- 
chases are   settled  because    gold    is  the 
onlv  money  metal  that  will  buy  anything 
everywhere.     It    is    more  important    to 
this  country  than  any  other   to  adhere  to 
this  standard,  because  the  sale  cf  the  ex- 
cess of  our    pr.^duct    for  export,    estab- 
lishes the  price  of  the  whole    on   a  gold 

basis. 

On  this  b.isis  Mr.  Atkir;Son  deals  with 
the  mechanism  of    exchange.    He  has 
made  one  very  important  suggestion,  to- 
wit,  the  extenbion  of  the  use  of    ciearir.g 
house  certificates.    He  rightly  crills    at- 
tention  to   the   fact  that  the   securities 
which  are  discounted  and  held  by  banks 
and  bankers  are  notes  and  bills  of    ex- 
change which  are  the  symnol  cf    pro- 
ducts on  the  way  from  the  producer  to 
the   consumer.     Checks    and    notes  are 
likewise    symbols  or  representations  of 
similar  transactions.    All  are   su'oject  to 
redemption.    Redemption   must   bfe   es- 
tablished en  the  unit  of  value.     All  the 
wholesale  work  of  the  country  is  done  in 
this  way.    The  need  of  small  notes  cor- 
responding to  government   silver  notes, 
legal  tender   notes,  bank  bills  and  the 
like,  is  in  the  retail  or  every-day  transac- 
tions of  life. 

Mr.  Atkinson  rightly  asks,  "If  95    per 
cent,  mora  or  less,  of  the  work  of  the  ex- 
change can  be  conducted  by  bills  of  ex- 
change, checks,  drafts  and  the   like,   are 
we  incapable  of  inventing  a  similar  in- 
strument tor  small    transactions?"    His 
solution    is    the    issue  of  clearing  house 
certificates  in  small  sums.    He  proposes 
that  the  banks   associated    in  the   great 
clearing  house  centers  shall  receive  se- 
curity at  75  per  cent  of  their  value,    as 
they    do    now    in  issuing  clearing  house 
ctrtiticates    that  serve  for  transactions 
among   themselves;  but  that  they  shell 
extend,  the    use  of    these  certificates  by 
issuing  them  in  sums  of   >5  and  $10  each 
to  the  banks  making  the  deposit    of  the 
securities;  the  clearing  house  guarantee- 
ing the  redemption  of  these    certificates 
for  a  small  compensation. 

Mr.  Atkinson   remarks  that  this  might 
be  an  ideal  currency  absolutely  redeem- 


in  the  retail  tr.idc  in  which  these  cerli- 
trcatcs  of  small  sums  would  be  mainly 
circulvicd."  Mr.  Atkinson  says:  "H 
such  a  currency  pledged  to  redemption 
in  coin  is  not  safe,  then  no  currency  can 
bemaileKife  except  one  that  is  b.ised 
dollar  for  dollar  on  a  deposit  of  gold  it- 
self."   

Repeal  Will  Pass. 

As  the  date  for  the  opening  of  the  ex- 
tra session  of  congress  approaches,  the 
political  prophets  are  becoming  busier, 
and  numerous  forecasts  are  now  being 
made  .as  to  the  probable  result  ol  the 
vote  o{  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  silver 
purchase  law.  According  to  the  latest 
predictions,  a  close  fight  is  looked  lor, 
and  a  small  margin  for  the  winning  side 
is  anticipated. 

A  \Va5l>.iMgt»>n  ilispatcli  of  yesterday 
said  that  in  the  senate  members  now 
tigure  that  the  repeal  bill  will  pass  by  .•- 
very  close  vote.  In  the  house  .Silver 
Dollar  IMand  practically  admits  that  re- 
peal will  go  through.  Sound  money  men 
are  beginning  to  believe  that  thcie  is  a 
strong  hoi)e  in  the  senate  because  such 
men  as  Stewait  and  others  have  very  re- 
cently admitted  the  repeal  act  probably 
would  go  through. 

Silverites  like  Stewart.  Wolcott  and 
Teller  in  the  W  e^t  h.avc  practically  given 
up  the  hope  of  support  from  Southern 
senators  who  have  leaned  towards  free 
silver  for  years  .and  further  than  this 
have  been  anything  but  friendly  towards 
President  Cleveland.  It  is  not  likely 
that  they  will  cross  swords  with  him  in 
this  kind  of  a  battle.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  it  will  be  necessary  for  advocates  of 
repeal  to  secure  forty-five  votes  in  the 
full  senate  to  win.  It  h.is  been  discov- 
ered that  there  are  some  senators  who 
will  likely  vote  for  repeal  if  a  substitute 
is  oifered  which  will  recogni/e  bimetal- 
ism  in  some  form. 


Certainly  Incongruous. 
The  ghoulish  instinct  which  prompted 
the  News  Tribune  to  cowardly  "ssauli 
the  reputation  of  the  late  general  man- 
ager ot  the  Northern  Pacitic  radroad  i ; 
almost  equalled  by  its  ineffable  gall  iu 
attempting  to  jdace  The  Herald  on  its 
low  level.  That  Admiral  Tryon  com- 
muted a  terrible  blunder  that  resulted 
in  an  awful  disaster  is  known  to  all  and 
was  admitted  byhimsclf  as  his  sh:;j  was 

sinking. 

That  there  is  the  slightest  similarity 
between  that  event  and  the  case  of  Mr. 
Mellen  can  be  appreciated  only  by  the 
superior  inteili^',ence  andvcfmed  feelings 
that  are  found  in  the  News  Tribune 
cellar.

Sc  Says  C.  P.  Maginnis  o{  the  Recent  Land 
Office  Ruling. 
In  regard  to  a  recent  decision  of  the 
general  land  ofuce,  C.  P.  Maginnis  says: 
"The  city  papers,  in  commenting  on  the 
recent  land  decision   in    relation  to    the 

entries  made  in  the  new  township5, 
would  lead  one  to  bt  lieve  tliat  a  radical 
departure  hatl  been  taken  from  the 
course  long  held  by  the  department. 
This  is  not  true  in  any  sense.  Settlers 
have  always  had  and  still  have  the  right 
to  lile  these  pre  emption  declaratory 
statements  bv  mail,  the  tiling  of  which 
has  and  will  take  precedence  of  a  per- 
sona' application.  The  filing  of  a  pre- 
emption declaratory  statenieat,  whether 
by  mail  or  in  person,  has  never  segre- 
gated the  h'.nd.  All  persons  have  ninety 
days  after  the  filing  of  a  plat  to  make 
their  entry  of  whatever  nature  it  may  be, 
and  for  that  reason  no  proof  can  be 
made  inside  of  that  time,  as  the  issuing 
of  a  tinal  receipt  remcives  the  land  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  land  crtice. 

"It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  local 
land  oftice  heretofore  to  allow  proofs  to 
be  advertised  during  the  ninety  days  and 
proof  made  directly  afterward.  This  Las 
been  stopped  by  one  cf  the  coinmis- 
s  oner's  letters,  not  because  it  was  wrong, 
but  for  the  reason  that  there  were  so 
many  conflicting  entries  and  many  re- 
jections of  .applications  to  enter  land 
v.'here  a  homestead  had  been  filed  which, 
whatever  their  rights  may  be,  are  en- 
titled to  the  right  of  appeal  and,  if  set- 
tlement is  alleged,  to  a  hearing.  'i  his 
has  always  been  the  custom  and  is  not 
changed  in  any  particular.  It  gives  no 
riuht  to  timber  entry  on  appiicition  and 
deprives  the  settler  of  no  right.  It 
simply  gives  a  chance  for  all  peisons  in- 
terested to  tile  their  complaints  and  get  a 
hearing."

Chief  llorg;Lii,  in  speaking  of  the  mat- 
ter this  morning,  said:  "There  is  no 
doubt  in  ir,y  imad  l)ut  that  many  labor- 
ing men,  r.na  tcssiblysome  of  ihJse  very 
ones,  are  SA-indied  aiid  viciirnized  by  em- 
ployment agencies.  It  is  ceitaiii  that 
i'win  City  agencies  constantly  auvcrli.-e 
lor  men  and  oliorto  secure  thbm  Vkork  at 
Duiuth,  when  in  fact  there  is  no  work  at 
Duiuth.  It  is  ;;  serious  thing  to  send  a 
laboring  man  twenty  miles  into  the  woods 
this  hot  weatlit^r.  Many  of  them  are 
without  means  and  when  a  man  gets 
hungry  he  for-ets  the  law  and  is  apt  to 
tlo  something  desperate.  Laboring  men 
used  to  come  up  to  this  oflice  frecjuently 
and  make  complaints,  but  as  it  was  be- 
yond our  power  to  do  anything,  those 
visits  have  griiduaily  grown  less  and 
less.  Then  it  is  hard  to  stick  an  einp.oy- 
ment  agency,  even  when  improper  prac- 
tices have  been  employed."

From 
this  on,  if  wisdom  is  shown  a  -d  the  frail- 
tif s  of  human  n  .ture  are  restri.ned.  it 
Will  b;- migiTty  ii.rd  I'.!  f<irc-  the  ;.)lio»v- 
ers  of  organized  l.ibor  in  thii*  cUv  t.>  bit,' 
off  their  noses  to  spite  iheirf.ices.  "L'nitcd 
we  st.tnd,  divided  we  fall"  is  a  truth  that 
has  become  an  accepted  fact  with  the 
bovs  here. 

It  IS  generally  recognized  now  that 
laboring  men  above  all  others,  should 
use  their  right  of  suffrage,  yet  politics, 
municipal  and  state,  is  the  rock  upon 
which  many  a  fine  labor  organization 
has  gone  to  pieces.  In  Duluih  many 
feel  that  political  matters  are  respon- 
sible for  much  of  the  failure  to  advance 
and  for  much  of  such  retrogression  as 
there  his  been.  A  warning  may  well 
bi  taken  trom  occurences  lately  at  the 
Twin   Cities. 

All  will  remember  the  meteor-like 
career  of  Eva  McDonald  in  the  halcyon 
davs  of  the  Farmers'  alliance  movement 
and  then  in  the  Peop'.e's  party  move- 
ment. The  papers  of  the  country  gave 
that  lady  much  attention  and  she  at- 
tained a  prominence  to  be  envied  by 
any  of  her  brethren  of  the  sterner  sex. 
In  time  she  married,  acquired  the  name 
of  \alesh  ami  now  has  her  home  in  St. 
Paul.  She  yet  retains  her  interest  in  the 
reform  movement,  and  articles  from  her 
pen  are  published  far  and  wide.  Among 
other  duties,  she  edits  a  labor  page  in  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune.  Either  her  head 
has  grown  too  large  for  the  shoulders 
originaliy  designed  for  it,  or  else  repre- 
rentatives  of  organized  labor  down  there 
are  jealous  of  h*:--.

Roubaix  and  oti.cr 
cities  m  FuiMCL'.  who  wert:  rent  to  the 
World's  1  iir  b\  thi  ir  respective  org.ini.:a- 
tions.  are  expected  to  arrive  at  an  cariy 
day.  and  the  Central  Labor  Federation 
or  "Xew  Vcrk  is  ni.iking  arrangements  to 
give  ihetn  a  reception.  They  will  also 
confer  with  labor  delegate^  in  this  coun- 
try about  calling  an  international  labor 
congress. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  Chicago  Herald 
contains  an  extended  description  of  the 
new  workingmen's  library  recently  estab- 
lished in  Chic.igo  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Building  Irades  Council.  The  li- 
brary IS  a  success  and  is  much  fre- 
quented. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor  is 
experiencing  a  boom.  Forty  charters 
were  granted  last  month,  among  which 
are  two  to  the  powerful  Pacific  Coast 
.Seamen's  Federation,  and  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Paper  Makers,  with 
lourteen  local  unions. 

The  trial  of  the  case  against  Grand 
Chief  P.  M.  Arthur,  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Locomotive  Engineers,  for  S20o,coo 
damages  lor  alleged  encouragement  of 
the  recent  strike  on  tlie  Ann  Arbor  road, 
at  Toledo,  Ohio,  will  begin  at  Toledo 
Sept.  18. 

In  Paris  there  is  a  trade  union  of  egg 
examiners,  men  who  examine  eggs  and 
guarantee  whether  they  are  fresh. 
fbere  are  also  unions  ot  frog- catchers, 
worm  breeders  (bait  for  fishermen)  and 
rat  hunters.  In  China  there  is  a  union 
of  beggars  with  very  strict  rules. 

An  invention   by    which    many 
sands  of  vv(>rkmen    will    become 
tluous  has  been  recently  made  in 
go.     It  consists  in  a    process    by 
bricks  are  burned  by    electricity, 
away  with  kilns  and  the   people  attend- 
ing them. 

Governor  Flower,  of  New  York,  has 
signed  the  bills  passed  by  die  late  legis- 
lature requiring  automatic  couplers  and 
air  brakes  on  freight  trains.  The  provi- 
sions of  the  bills  are  substantially  the 
same  as  those  of  the  congressional  law, 
except  that  passenger  cars  are  not  in- 
cluded. 

The  members  of  the  Plasterers'  Inter- 
national union  have  secured  eight  hours 
at  Des  Moines,  la;  Cincinnati  and 
Columbus,  Ohio;  Quincy,  111.,    and    Bos- 
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have  been  made  that  she  and  four  other  j  ton,  Mass.,  while  wa^jes  have  been  in- 
creased in  these  cities,  and  also  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  Wilmington,  Del.;  Akron, 
Ohio:  Indianapolis  and  viuncie,  Ind. 

President  Gompers  has  recommended 
to  the  labor  unions  in  Chicago  to  arrange 
a  grand  intc-^national  demonstration  for 
Labor  day.  It  is  to  comprise  a  parade 
of  floats  illustrating  the  achievements  of 
t.ne  labor  movement,  the  misery  of  labor, 
child  and  woman  labor,  accidents  and 
dangers  of  labor,  sweating  shops,  etc., 
and  in  the  evening  a  festival  of  frater- 
nization is  to  take  place. 

For  the  year  iS^p  the  decrease  in  im- 
migration, as  compared  with  i89i,\vas 
only    47,179,   which    left    543.4!^7  as  the 


delegates  from  the  North  Star  Labor 
club  came  into  the  assembly  simplv  to

Mr. Ness  also  denies  that  the  assembly 
has  been  used  for  political  ends,  and  that 
the  only  clique  or  ring  at  present  is  one 
which  has  for  its  prurposc  the  dropping 
from  the  rolls  the  member  who  has 
caused  so  much  disturbance,  as  it  was 
dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the  St.  Paul 
assembly  some  six  weeks  ago  by  a  vote 
of  36  to  6. 

Labor  circles  will  be  slow  to  accept 
anything  tending  to  smirch  the  record  of 
Mrs.  Eva  McDonald-Valesh  as  a  friend 
of  and  worker  in  organized  labor  circles. 
Her  side  of  the  story  will  be  awaited  with 
interest,  as  well  as  her  fate  in  the  Min- 
neapolis assembly,  which  will  be  decided 
Aug   4.

The  blow  Ktruck  at  Richmond  was 
phinneil  and  direetvd  by  less  than  a  de>z- 
on  men  of  whom  it  in  cluirity  tw  say  tht^y 
were  inllueiieevl  by  t.'io  bclit-i'  tLnt  only 
by  "heroic  uiethodn"  could  the  labor 
movement  lio  brought  into  ono  lav^o 
camp.  TliMO  nun  hml  come  to  tJiink 
that  tho  working  jieoplo  were  incapable 
oi  avU  dirtH'tion;  tha4  they  even  could 
not  bo  hnl,  but  niii.st  be  driven.  Their 
successes  in  (loniinating  tJieir  diKtriet 
and  local  assemblies  had  not  onlj-  iiiad« 
theiuof  that  opinion,  but  tl»ey  thought 
that  they  were  especially  qualifled  »s  di- 
reeti>r.s  niid  maot«r8  of  the  wh»)lo  move- 
ment. While  I  aiknit  thai  they  might 
have  been  honest  in  tue-ir  egotistical  and 
arrogant  couvietiou!.  they  were  any- 
tluug  bitt  vipright  iu  their  elTorts  to  Iti'ing 
the  general  asscmhly  to  an  adoption  of 
their  progruuime,  wbieh  inehuled  a  war 
e^f  eun(iuest  and  extermination  upon 
t  Hides  unions.  Their  methoiU  were  those 
of  assassins,  aud  no  man  who  acknowl- 
edged allegiance  to  a  trades  union  or 
who  udvoeated  the  recognition  of  two 
iides  to  tht)  proposed  amalgamation  es- 
i-ajK-d  the  knifo.  They  won,  and  the  ro- 
;ults  are  niattera  of  history.  I  luivo  uo 
disposition  to  recite  iu  detail  the*  strug- 
gks  of  that  geiitral  assembly  or  to  dwell 
upon  what  followed  it.  There  are  ilo;;- 
eud  of  meu  who  can  do  it  as  v.ell  as  I, 
but  prolmbly  they,  liko  myself,  do  not 
see  w!iere  any  beui'fit  would  como  to  th<3 
cause  bv  the  recital  at  this  rime. 


I  have  not  named  those  whom  I  con- 
sider responsible  lor  the  terrible  miht*ko 
made  at  Richmond.  I  have  refrained 
from  doinji  so  for  two  reasons.  Tlie  first 
is  tliat  no  good  would  result  to  the  move- 
ment by  such  publication.  The  sseond 
is  that  I  would  Ix*  misunderstood  »nd 
charged  wi  Ji  holding  animosities  against 
men  wxtli  whom  I  have  been  iu  the  past 
assoeiatciL  Such  a  misconstruction 
would  be  very  unjiist  to  me,  for  I  can 
honestly  say  »liat  I  bear  no  man  iii  the 
labor  movement  ill  will  t.')day,  and  I  will 
stladly  co-operato  with  any  one  for  the 
;>.dvantage  of  organized  labor  upon  any 
feasible  plan.  This  much,  which  is 
largely  personal  and  may  be  m.i«con- 
stru'^d,  id  dne  to  myself  because  of  some 
things  i:i  the  past  and  some  things  which 
it  is  my  intention  to  say  further  on.  I 
will  say,  however,  that  the  men  who 
V "re  jivimai-ily  at  fault  in  tho  Richmond 
blun.ier  have  reaped  their  vrhirhviud 
wid  hiive  been  slain  by  it.  Thej-  are  all 
today  practically  out  of  the  labor  move- 
ment, and  their  names  are  rarely  h«irii 
or  seen.  Others  who  were  misled  by 
them  have  stood  up  to  the  racl:  and 
borne  the  burdens  laid  upon  the  order 
bv  its  fool  friends. 


The  foregoing  is  preliminary  to  what 
I  want  to  say  upon  a  subject  which  has 
been  up  for  discussion  among  laborites 
I'lui  in  the  newspajxTs  for  the  past  sev- 
eral weeks.  I  refer  to  ilr.  Powderly's 
^  uggestion  regarding  a  new  labor  orgim- 
ization.  Ilia  propoiial  is  a  revival  of  the 
ilea  h.eld  by  the  njea  who  were  flu  ired 
.^t  Richmond,  with  the  improvements 
which  seven  years  of  additionsQ  oipe- 
riecce  have  suggested  and  to  .some  ex- 
tent witti  dt  tails  which  ware  then  stran- 
;,icil  iu  iufaiicy.  The  recent  organiza- 
tion of  the  American  Rallwaj-  union  and 
the  promulgation  of  ite  principles  and 
j.rogrammo  linve  to  a  liU*ge  extent  pre 
par.  d  l.nbor  in  iuuustries  outside  of  rail- 
roading for  the  consideration  of  Mr. 
Powderly's  i.roposal.  Thinking  men  in 
the  r.iovement  have  long  boen  Bati:  fied 
that  labor  organization  must  go  for- 
ward, muet  broaden  its  scope,  if  it  hopes 
ever  to  do  more  tb.an  protect  in  a  con- 
;ir.nal  stat?  of  siege  the  small  minority 
(  L  workere  within  its  fold.  Tho  inde- 
pendent coini)arativi>ly  isolated  union  or 
trade  ditstrict  as.som'bly  has  been  all 
right,  is  all  right  now.  so  far  as  it  goes, 
but  it  docs  not  go  far  enough.

A  railroad 
lied  u[)  for  48  hours,  a  rolling  mill  .shut 
down  for  three  months  or  the  itaintiiig 
of  a  cow  shed  indetimlel}-  delayed  makes 
nothing  toward  progress  for  the  wago 
slave,  no  matter  on  whose  banner  victory 
perches  for  tho  time.  It  is  rather  feed- 
ing spoonfuls  of  blood  to  the  lion. 


One  of  the  jiarty  asks  the  banker  if  he 
reallv  thinks  the  workingmen  have  any 
grievaiues.    His  answer  is  full  of 
meat:

Hut  we  will  suppose,  for  tli«  bake  of  ar- 
t;uuu'iU,  that  tJieir  day  i^  too  lou^;  and  tlieir 
pay  is  ti'o  slum.  Ill, w- do  they  Ko;ibuutit!o 
better  tLuniselve>?  Tliey  strike.  Well,  a  stiLlie 
is  a  iii:ht,  and  In  a  (U:lit  i;owadays  it  ii  fihvays 
skill  and  money  thiii  win.  The  worklntfineu 
c.'Wi'l  stop  tiil  thi'V  have  put  theuiiselvesoutsldo 
of  the  puUUc  syuipathy,  wfticUtho  ncwsiiaiH-Ts 
tiiiy  U  :-o  potent  in  their  behalf.  I  never  saw 
that  it  did  tlieru  the  least  gnnyd.  They  bejjln  by 
boyuatlini;  and  brcukinK  the  beads  of  the  inea 
who  want  to  work.  Tliey  de.stroy  projjerly, 
and  they  luterterv  with  bufciueks— tho  two  ab- 
solutely sacreil  iliin^  in  the  America«  rdi- 
i;lon.  Th«u  w«  (':\11  out  tho  militia  aua  slioot  a 
few  of  tJieiu,  luul  tJio  leAdersdi-clare  the  strike 
otT.    It  is  i>«rfecily  simple. 

Wliile  thc'ije  are  the  utterances  of  a 
chiiracter  in  fiction,  they  are  full  of  facts 
and  truth.'*,  and  Mr.  Howells,  who 
through  the  banker  in  his  story  un- 
doubtedly expresses  his  own  convictions, 
has  frequ(»ntly  shown  during  recent 
years  that  he  is  a  close  student  of  social 
and  economic  subjects. 


Mr.  Powderly,  in  a  recent  interview 
brought  about  by  tho  publication  of  his 
newer  views  iu  Tho  Journal  of  tho 
Knights  of  Labor,  said  iu  answer  to  a 
question  by  the  reporter: 

I  mean  tliat  no  organization  of  labor  in  this 
day  and  generation  ciui  be  uonpolitical  and  bo 
clTectlve.  Tho  nonpolitlcal  oru«nizations  aro 
no  Kood.  They  aro  liehlnd  tlio  times.  Our 
strikes  and  boycotts  aro  failures  today,  and 
why?  livoftuac  i-ipital  has  elected  tho  jud^ces 
nnd  rules  the  courts.  Capital  piacos  a  judge  iu 
the  chair  lo  do  its  biddiutj,  oud  year  after  year 
tho  v.orkinKmen  fooli*>lily  voto  for  tlio  caudi- 
datea  of  the  capitalists. 

'"Do  you  luean  by  that  that  r.ll  tho  strikes  and 
boycotts  liave  Ixeu  failures?" 

No,  I  won't  say  that  they  wcfo  failurca  in  tlie 
paiit,  but  it  is  quest  ionp.ble  if  they  did  «ot  often 
cojt  more  thi\n  Uiey  were  wT>ith.  In  tho  fu- 
ture, if  capital  is  detcmiined  lo  fight,  I  don't 
sec  Iwjw  strikes  niul  boycott*?  can  cnccx'cd.  The 
only  thing  for  11^  to  do  now  1;^  to  take  the  jki- 
lilical  power  into  our  own  hands,  aud  we  can 
do  it  if  we  stand  tnj;ether.  In  this  country  the 
majority  rulwfj,  and  c«rtainly  the  eapitalisla 
fj-e  not  the  majoviiy. 


With  an  amalgamation  of  all  the  labor 
organizations,  each  beiii^^  left  to  manage 
its  own  trade  atTairs,  with  the  Farmers' 
Alliance  and  '.lie  American  Railway 
union  united  in  this  anjalgamation,  there 
would  be  iiossible  sueh  political  reforms 
and  change.-*  in  our  economic  system  as 
would  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  work- 
ingman.  By  broadening  the  iilatfonn 
labor  organizations  can  draw  into  the  field 
the  greater  part  of  that  army  ck  the  un- 
orgtmized  and  disorganized  whieli  is  fully 
four-fifths  of  the  wageworkiiig  force  of 
the  country.  With  an  organization 
founded  upon  the  principles  that  all  those 
who  labor  are  kimtred  in  intK-rests;  that 
union  of  men  means  united  effort  to 
achieve  the  f  nil  rights  of  labor;  that  tho.se 
who  labor  must  control  the  conditions  of 
their  labor  through  the  intelligent  use  of 
the  ballot;  Hiat  to  vote  right  is  as  essen- 
tial as  to  strike  right — with  .'^uch  an  or- 
ganization, working  under  an  Ironclad 
rule  defining  the  act  of  sowing  the  seeds 
of  discord  as  treason,  labor  can  emanci- 
nato  its-olf  in  this  countrj-  in  20  years. 


I  would  not  say  one  word  that  could 
bo  fairlj'  construed  as  disparaging  tho 
work  performed  by  the  uint>ns  and  as- 
semblias  of  labor.  I  have  never  wavere<l 
in  my  fidelity  to  the  union  of  v/hich  I  am 
a  meiuber,  but  I  elnii-i  the  right  of  free 
ir>OGch.  to  smh  nw  brDt.brr  iminTiiRts  in 
consider  tl>3  advir cLility  of  trying  to  do 
something  feusible  uiui  !Liul.i.>tuntial  for 
themMelve:;  nvA  for  those  who  will  como 
after  them.  I  ;ini  not  goiiig  off  aftei 
new  gods.  For  years  I  have  been  advo- 
ciiting  what  lid;;  letter  aiipoals  for.  I 
am  with  Mr.  Powderly's  vi-ws  now  be- 
caus(>  he  ban  come  otit  upon  lines  which 
I  Rupport-^d  in  D-'nver  nine  years  ago 
and  in  Chicagtt  five  years  nrjo.  My 
greatest  regret  is  that  ho  w.isncTt  as  feav- 
le.sfi  in  e.\])vef-sing  at  Ri(  !imond  seven 
years  ago  the  vi(  \vs  he  .now  gives  out. 
But  while'  time  h.as  been  lost  by  the 
Knights  of  Labor  the  e.vperieme  of  tb.e 
past  t^even  years  has  been  valuable — if 
tho  order  will  f)nly  follow  tho  counsel 
of  its  master  workman  now. 


Wow  is  tho  time  to"  take  up  the  cry  ot 
complete  unification  of  labor.  This  ii> 
the  ••off  year"'  in  polities,  and  the  move- 
iiient  will  nut  fall  a  prey  to  politicians 
and  self  seekers.  It  cannot  bo  shelved  by 
campaign  howlers.  Kotoulyis  the  time 
opportune — tho  siluatiou  is  imminent. 
There  are  dark  days  ahea<l  of  us,  and  the 
diggers  and  builders  must  get  ready  to 
meet  them.  Many  labor  organisuit ions, 
national  and  local,  h.'iT(!  this  year  adoiit- 
e<l  n'solutioiis  embracing  progressive 
prineiplew.  Now  let  them  takeastep  to- 
wanl  the  ])rae,lical  enforec-ment  uf  those 
principles.  Many  national  conventions 
of  labor  organizations  will  bo  held  be- 
tween 1U)\,-  ainl  Christmas.  Each  and 
every  one  should  show  its  hand  ch^ariy 
on  tho  Bub.iect  of  complete  anuilgama- 
titni  a'.ul  iirogre.sbive  iiolitical  action. 
Will  they  do  it?       Jos.  R.  Buchanan. 


If  Pre.sident  Gompers  of  the  Am-^ncan 
Federation  of  Labor  is  correctly  rei;or,l- 
ed,  he  opposes  the  idrii  of  a  thorough 
amalgamation  of  labor  npon  the  new 
lines  proposed.  I  am  sorry  to  note  this. 
Mr.  Gompers  has  been  and  is  still  of 
great  service  to  the  union  lalx)r  move- 
ment, btithe  weakens  his  usefulness  wlK>n 
he  opposes  (jfilihnd  a  proposition  wliieh 
looks  to  a  more  compact  combination  of 
the  country's  producers.  I  know  that  he 
has  an  unwaveriai^  faith  in  the  i  ffieiency 
of  the  American  Federaiion  of  Ijiibor, 
and  ho  deserve.-?  gr<  at  cn-dit  for  tlu'  part 
he  has  taken  in  bringing  that  organiza- 
tion up  k>  the  pofcilrion  it  holds.  It  does 
not  follow%  however,  that  Mr.  Gompers 
must  stand  still.  It  ia  not  to  his  credit 
that  he  is  reported  as  being  satisfied  with 
what  laljor  is  accoiniilishing  "for  itfelf. 
There  are  more  liills  to  climb,  and  Sam 
Gompers  should  be  in  the  front  rank. 
It  is  not  ruoiigh  to  say  that  (Tompers 
must  ojtpose  the  idea  because  Powderly 
supports  it.  There  are  thousands  of  men 
in  labor'a  ranks  just  as  able  us  <'iiher 
Gompers  or  Powderly,  and  there  arc 
hundred.T  who  have  .in.st  as  fully  earned 
the  right  to  think  and  speak  for  labor. 
The  time  has  como  to  bury  hatchets  or  to 
bury  tlie  men  who  will  per.ist  in  wiebl- 
ingtiiem  in  the  facj  of  labor's  host  eager 
to  mar(;U  on. 


t'orei^fii  Coiitruct  I.»l>i>r. 

Prouiiiieut  labor  men  in  New  York  are 
just  nov/  s'uov.-ing  eonsiderablo  interest 
in  theuubjeet  of  foreign  contract  labor. 
I'resident  Gompers  of  tin,' American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  has  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  seni.te  conimittei'  on  inuuigration.  of 
wuieh  .Senator  Hill  isehairnian.  In  this 
Ijtter  attention  is  called  to  indisputable 
evidwuee  showing  that  tlie  Inw  forbidding 
the  itnpurtuti(jn  of  labor  as  under  con- 
tract is  regularly  and  extensively  vio- 
lated. The  chief  complaint  is  against 
the  Italian  "bankers"  of  New  York. 
Mr.  Goni4)ers  claims  that  the.so  "baiik- 
ers,"  to  whom  the  immigrants  are  sup- 
posfd  to  bring  letters  of  credit  and  in- 
troduction, are  either  themselves  labor 
agents  or  co-operate  with  labcjr  agents 
for  the  inu'pose  of  evading  the  law. 

Accorv.iing  to  tlte  camplaints  made  by 
representatives  of  labor  organizations, 
couti;act  labor  immigration  is  almost  as 
common  today  as  it  was  before  tlie  pas- 
sj'.ge  of  the  restriction  law,  and  speOiffic 
gast«  are  cited  and  will  be  laid  before 
the  senate  committee  at  its  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Gompers  recommends  the  appoint- 
ing of  special  agents  wliose  duty  it  sliall 
be  to  take  i)assage  at  foreign  ports  upon 
vessels  carrj'ing  immigrants,  and  to,  by 
minglijig  witli  the  immigrants,  ascertain 
if  any  of  them  are  under  contract  to 
work  in  the  country.  It  is  also  sug- 
gested by  some  of  tho  labor  men  that 
immigration  from  Italy  bo  suspended  for 
a  lu-riod  of  two  years,  as  that  country  is 
furnishing  a  greater  pvuvi  of  the  objec- 
tionable immigrants. 


Worth  Cousidcring^.

ai-c  fctroug  cuougb  to  dict.'.ic  terms  to  their  eiu- 
ploycrv. 

I5ut  a  strike  inur>t  fjiil  If  tlic  cmiiloyer  liiisa 
large  rw»*ervo  of  idle  men  ready  to  work  r.iion 
vvhieh  he  can  draw  in  time  of  n^cd.  T^ii.s  hu- 
rxiau  surplus  is  now  the  sure  tlcpendcnce  of  tlic 
employer  class.  It  i3  always  ready,  always 
needy  and  always  chrap.  It  is  ever  wiUint:  to 
■work  for  less  than  tiic  othe**  man  and  for  a 
tiuve  at  Ivast  is  docile  aiui  u«.aniH?o«fcle.  2Ceco6- 
pity  is  a  Rreat  promoter  of  hinnlllf  y. 

It  isthiFS  fact  whieli  workingmen  persistently 
ignore.  They  rush  into  strikes  which  are  plain 
invitation.?  to  certain  defeat.  They  cannot  hir>c 
for  any  other  result  until  Hicy  elTect  a  chaiii^c 
in  tlie  existing  rcenoaiic  conditions.  'J'hcy 
rdiould  direct  their  studies  not  to  the  euro  hut 
to  the  prevention  of  labor  troubles.

The  New  Missabe  Ore  Dock  Must  Be  Visited 

Before  its  Immensity  Can  Be 

Appreciated. 


Oyer  Nine   Million   Feet  of  Timber   Used  in 

Its  Construction  Some  Interesting 

Dvitails. 


No*  Only  Is  if  the  Largest  Dock  in  the  World 

But    the    Most    Peifectly 

Equipped. 


.\llhoagh  on  last  Satur.:!ay,  in  the 
presence  of  a  few  of  the  most  interested, 
ore  was  dumped  from  ten  Duiuth,  Mis- 
sabe (S:  Northern  cars  onto  the  mammoth 
ore  docKs  at  the  West  End,  it  was  not 
until  today  that  this,  the  largest  structure 
of  the  kind,  was  brought  into  use  in  the 
ftdl  stn.-e.  It  is  indeed  a  mammoth 
structure  -a  regular  mastodon  among 
docks— and  'he  figures,  big  as  they  are, 
fail  to  "ivt  an  adequate  idea  of  the  mon- 
ster. To  appreciate  it  one  must  see  tlie 
half  mile  cf  solid  woodwoik  stretching 
into  the  bay  and  looming  above  the 
water  and  compare  it  with  other  slruc- 
lurcs. 

When  it  was  made  known  that  the 
Duiuth  lV  Winnipeg  would  cross  to  .Su- 
perior and  haul  its  ore  fori-h'[)ment  from 
a  dock  on  Allouez  bay  lov:al  pride  re- 
ceived a  wound.  But  it  was  a  mere 
scratch  and  soon  forgotten  when  the 
Metritis  came  forward  with  the  propo- 
sition for  their  dock,  eclipsing  almost 
totally  as  it  did  the  Wisconsin  shipper. 
Plans  were  scarcely  formulated  in  the 
rough  before  execution  had  begun;  in 
six  months  practical  resultsare  achieved, 
and  well  within  sixty  days  of  full  con- 
Mimmation  now  stands  one  of  the  great- 
est industrial  and  engineering  works  ex- 
tant— a  pacemaker  even  in  this  rattling 
age  of  progress.  The  railroad  company, 
desiring  to  complete  the  work 
as  early  as  possible  decided 
to  build  the  dock  itself  by  day  labor,  G. 
j.  Anderson,  the  well-known  contractor 
who  never  failed  in  an  undertaking  in 
his  life  and  never  will,  was  selected  as 
superintendent  of  construction.  Jan.  26 
the  tirst  pile  was  driven  by  Palmer  c^c 
Son  and  the  work  was  quickly  well  under 
way. 

1  ne  dock  is  2304  feet  in  length  from 
the  water's  edjje.  A  little  better  idea  of 
its  iii-.e  may  be  had  when  it  is  stated  that 
a  pers.m  walking  v)Ut  to  the  end  and 
fiack  will  have  traversed  only  700  feet 
1 'ts  than  a  mile.  The  width' is  50  feet 
anil  height  above  the  water  52  feet  8 '^ 
inches.  On  each  s;de  of  the  dock  are 
ir;2  pockets,  or  a  total  of  ■384  eacli  with 
a  capacity  of  175  tons;,  'giving  a  total  clock 
( ;<patity  of  67,200  tons.  As  the  Duiuth, 
.Missabe  &  Northern  cars— the  largest 
t.iadc,  bec:ause  of  the  nature  of  the  ore — 
hold  twenty-live  tons  each,  it  will  take 
seven  cars  to  till  a  pocket,  or  268H  to  load 
the  dock.  l"ach  pocket  has  a  frontage 
of  12  feet  on  ViC  water,  extends  back  in 
the  dock  21  feet  and  is  22  feet  deep.  The 
bottom  of  the  pocket  inclines  at  an  angle 
cf  45  degrees  toward  •  the  water  and 
(  omme'ncing  at  a  point  about  8  feet  from 
the  L<nt'>m  the  sides  are  made  to  slooe 
toward  the  center,  thus  forming  a  hup- 
pjr  about  3J<  feet  wide.  This  tormation 
causes  the  ore  to  run  freely  into  the 
spouts  when  the  door  tf)  the  pocket  is 
swung. 

Besides  being  the  largest  dock  in  the 
world,  the  Missabe's  will  Uc  the  most 
{lerfectly  etiuippcd.  The  improved 
Denton  h.oist,  made  by  Pettibone  eV 
Miliigan,  of  Chicago,  is  being  used. 
When  in  perfect  working  orJer  one  man 
can  lower  and  iilace  a  spout  easily.  By 
means  ot  a  counter  balance  the  spout 
v/hcii  relieved  ot  the  weight  of  the  ore 
will  rise  lo  a  position  out  of  the  way 
without  even  the  assistance  of  the  man. 
The  s|>outs  have  a  lateral  swing  of  3  feet 
each  way  which  enables  the  boats  lo  be 
trmtm.cd  as  they  are  loaded  without 
putting  men  into  the  hold,  a  great  sav- 
ing of  tune  an<l  expense,  ine  si)outs 
are  of  ■/$  inch  soft  steel,  semi-circuiar  in 
t;;rm,  27  feet  long,  7  feet  in  diameter  and 
manufactured  by  the  Am.=  rican  Steel 
Bar^;e  works. 

In  the  dock  proper  g.coc.ooo  feet  of 
timber  were  used,  rtquiring  to  transport 
it  1 100  cars;  30  cars  of  steel  and  looo 
larsof  piling.  The  lumber  came  from 
all  parts  of  tne  country,  3.tX/0,ooo  feet  of 
liie  heavier  timbers  being  brought  from 
the  Pacific  coast.  It  is  of  course  nearly 
all  pine,  but  some  maple  is  used  in  the 
bottom  of  the  pockets,  and  there  is  a 
•strip  of  oak  running  the  whole  leiijjth  of 
the  dock  to  make  a  securer  hf)Id  for 
hinges.  The  doors  are  also  of  oak. 
Most  of  the  time  400  men  were  employed 
on  the  work  and  never  much  less  tuan 
200. 

Un  each  side  of  the  dock  are  two  inde- 
ficndent  tracks.  The  inside  raiU,  how- 
ever, aie  plactil  just  standard  guage 
apart,  which  gives  really  three  tracks  on 
«.ach  side  or  six  on  the  dork.  These 
tracks  enable  the  pockets  to  be  trimmed 
easily. 

A  leature  in  this  dock  of  interest  to 
ore  handlers  is  the  angle  of  45  degrees 
toward  the  water  at  which  the  bottoms 
cf  the  pockets  are  placed.  Heretofore  a 
much  less  an)^le  has  been  used,  but  the 
soft  natu»^e  ot  the  ore  led  the  engineers 
to  try  45  degrees,  and  they  are  well  sat- 
isfied with  the  result.  The  Allouez  pock- 
ets were  placed  at  an  angle  of  38  to  40 
degree.^,  but  ifi  the  new  pockets  being 
put  in  the  engineers  have  adopted  the 
same  so,  e  used  on  the  .Missabe.  .Speak- 
ing of  the  Allouc;^  while  it  is  a  pretty 
good-sized  dock,  the  one  at  the  West 
Imd  has  a  capacity  six  an<l  a  half  times 
as  great. 

.Sixty  pockets  of  the  new  dock  are  now 
reauy  to  use,  and  v.ork  is  being  pushed 
rapidly  on  the  balance,  £0  that  it  is 
thought  ail  will  be  comoleted  by  Sept.  t. 

Ouite  a  piece  of  A\f)rk  in  itself  is  the 
apprfach  or  viaduct  ot  piling,  ruanmg 
4,000  feet  from  the  dock  to  the  hill,  and 
two  and  .a  half  million  leetof  lumber  was 
Ustd  fn  its  to  istruriion.  '"or  this  ap- 
proii  h  and  tor  7'j  miles  b:4ck  from  the 
bay  d.utile  tracks  are  laid  wiih  80  pound 
steel  lailr.  The  rai  s  fmai  there  on  aie 
of  t)i^  pound  steel. 

hi.i«idiiig  on  the  bay  fr-mt  .uid  looking

The  maximum  grade 
against  the  load --that  is,  coming 
from  the  mines-is  only  one-half  cf 
I  per  cent,  or  26  f^ct  to  the  mile, 
which  is  very  light.  Going  the  other 
way,  for  5'i  miles  from  the  dock  the 
):rade  is  2  per  cent  or  105  6  feet  to  the  mile. 
The  Iron  Range  road,  considered  a 
model  iron  road  in  ih.^  matter  of  ^;radc!, 
his  a  in.ixinum  of  0<>  fc  t  to  tlie  mile 
ag;ii:ist  the  loail  and  on  the  return  or 
lijiht  haul  a  maximum  itf  130  fett  for  13 
iiiiUs,  The  maxmiuni  curvatme  on  the 
Mis.;abe  is  very  light,  onlv  4  percent. 

The  eutir..'  work  of  conMruciing  dock, 
viaduct  and  riiltoad  has  l)een  under  the 
charge  and  diiection  of  C.  H.  Martz, 
chef  eni^inecr  of  the  Duiuth,  Missabe 
\  Northern.  H.  L.  Dresser  was  the 
assist.un  eiifjincer  in  immediate  charge 
of  the  dock  construciion  .uid  Ouincy  A. 
Thomas  of  the  extension  or  10  id  to  the 
do  k.  The  »'xt.'nsi.-n  wa;  built  and  the 
nils  laid  by  Wolf  iS:  King,  the  viaduct 
orappioachby  A.  &•  D.  Sang.  The  cost  of 
the  lire  dork  alone  when  completed  will 
be  nearly  half  a  million  dollars. 

Heretoiore  the  ra.lroad's  nearest  point 
to  Duiuth  was  Stony  Brook,  over  twenty 
miles  distant,  where  a  connection  was 
made  with  the  Duiuth  cS:  Winnipeg, 
whose  liacks  were  used  into  the  city. 
The  extendi. >ii  i  1st  completed  is  from  a 
point  five  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Stony 
r.r.,ok,  twenty-nine  miles  in  to  the  dock. 
The  point  of  connection  iietwcen  the  old 
and  new  line  is  called  Columbia  on  the 
map.  but  there  is  no  to.vn  there  and 
probably  never  will  be. 

The  connection  with  the  I  nion  depot 
is  a  pretty  piece  of  engineering  work. 
Starting  at  Michigan  street,  twenty  live 
feet  above  ground,  the  line  leaves  the 
viaduct  on  a  ten  degree  curve  at  a  i  'j 
per  cent  grade,  connecting  with  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duiuth  track  at  Twenty-seventh 
avenue  west  and  thence  running  into  the 
Union  station.  From  Twenty-seventh  to 
Thirtieth  avenues  are  the  transfer  yards 
with  the  St.  Paul  &  Duiuth.  The  Mis- 
sabe's  main  yards  will  be  un  the  brow  of 
the  hill.  Passenger  trains  will  begin 
running  over  the  new  line  .Monday.

THE  GROWING  COKE  INDUSTRY. 

It  Has  Given  an  Enormous  Impulse  to  the  Pro- 
duction of  Pig  Iron. 

The  output  of  pig  iion  from  the  blast 
furnaces  in  the  Imited  States  has  in- 
creased to  a  surprising  extent  since  1880. 
'I  he  Engineering  Magazine  publishes  an 
article  on  the  coke  industry,  by  William 
Glydc  Wilkins,  a  Pittsburg  engineer, 
who  says  that  while  the  irlluence  of  im- 
proved forms  of  turnacis,  hot  blast 
stoves  and  blowim;  engines  is  to  be  con- 
sidered, it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  a 
very  large  share  of  the  increase  is  due 
to  the  iubsfituiion  of  coke  for  coal  as 
fuel.  In  1875  .Mr.  John  Fulton,  in  a  re- 
port of  the  Pennsylvania  state  geolog- 
ical survey,  wrote:  "It  is  nlsa  manifest 
that  coke  is  destined  to  become  the  lead- 
ing fuel  for  blast  furnaces,  ;uid  to  retain 
this  position  from  its  almost  inexhaust- 
ible source  of  supply,  its  calorific  intens- 
ity, and  its  continued  economy." 

The  results  in  present  biast-furnace 
practice  have  more  than  justified  his 
prophecy.  Previous  to  the  year  last 
i;amed  the  amount  of  a;)thracite  coal 
used  lo  produce  one  ton  of  pig  iron  was 
1.85  tons.  Now,  in  the  Piii,-,l)urg  distric', 
where  there  are  tweiity-tiiree  blast  fur- 
n.aces,  the  yield  of  pig  injn  is  one  ton  to 
one  ton  of  coke,  while  f  irnacc  "F"  at  ihe 
Fdgar  Thomson  Steel  works  has  used  as 
low  as  1,845  pounds  ol  coke  to  produce 
one  ton  of  iron.  Siimuated  by  the  de- 
inanils  of  the  furnace  men,  the  manu- 
f  icture  of  c.ke  in  the  I'nited  Stages  has 
increased  to  a  very  large  extent.  In  i8qi 
the  coke  industry  was  in  progress  in  no 
less  than  twenty  states,  recpiiring  40.245 
ovens.  The  output  of  coke  for  that  year, 
acct»rding  to  the  Iniicd  States  census, 
was  10,352,688  tons. 

The  manufacture  o;  coke  on  a  large 
!-calc  in  the  United  St  ites  was  lirs-t 
started  in  the  Connellsville  reijion,  tn 
Pennsylvania,  and  this  stitc  still  hold^ 
the  lead  in  the  number  of  ovens  and  ex- 
tent of  output.  It  is  conceded  by  blast 
furnace  operators  that  ttic  Connellsville 
produ'.t  gives  better  reiults  than  any 
ether  coke  made  in  the  L'nited  .States, 
and  it  is  shipped  to  all  parts  of  thj 
country  to  which  freight  rales  are  not  so 
hit;!!  as  to  prohibit  its  use.  The  Con- 
nellsville practice  has  beccmie  the  stan- 
dard both  for  melhcd  of  construction  of 
plants  and  manner  «)l  operation,  and 
hardly  a  day  j)asses  tnat  persons  inter- 
ested ill  the  manufacture  of  coke  in  other 
parts  of  the  Union  do  not  visit  this  region 
lor  puiDoses  of  iavestigilion. 

The  Connellsville  coke  region  lakes  its 
name  from  the  town  of  Connellsville, 
near  which  the  manula:lure  of  coke  was 
begun.  A  history  of  the  region  would  be 
practically  a  history  of  the  H.  C.  Frick 
Coke  company,  who  own  and  control 
f)0</>  ot  the  17,315  ovens  in  the  basin,  or 
considerably  more  than  half  the  entire 
namber.  'Ihc  lirat  coke  made  in  this 
region  was  made  in  1841,  byMcCormick, 
Campbell,  and  Taylor,  in  two  ovens, 
built  near  the  mouth  of  Hickman  run. 
These  two  ovens  vcrc  built  from  a  de- 
scription given  them  bv  an  Knglihhm.'n 
of  the  ovens  in  Durham  Knjj- 
land.  The  makers  had  hard 
work  to  dispose  of  their  product 
a?  8  cents  per  bu-hel,  and  retired  from 
fhe  business  in  di-gust.  However,  James 
Cochran  and  others  ^aw  an  opportunity 
in  the  business,  an<l  leastfl  the  plant, 
and  in  1812  they  iold  in  Cincinnati  13,000 
bushels  at  7  cents.  James  Cochran  con- 
tinued in  the  bu-incss  and  is  today  part 
owner  in  three  plants,  of  750  ovens. 
Trom  this  small  bei^inniiig  has  grown  a 
business  that  in  189I  amounted  to  an 
outimt  of  nearly  5,000,000  tons,  or  nearly 
one-half  the  product  of  the  United  States, 
giving  direct  employment  to  about  18,000 
men.

A  Plate  Glass  Company  Causes  the  Arrest  of 
Strikers. 

PiTTsnuRG,  July  2g. — The  manage- 
ment cf  the  Pennsylvania  Plate  Glass 
company,  who  are  attempting  to  operate 
their  works  at  Irwin  station  with  non- 
union men,  have  entered  a  number  of 
suits  against  the  strikers.  Fifteen  men 
were  arrested  on  charges  of  conspiracy 
and  intimidation  and  three  were  arrested 
on  charges  of  assault  and  battery  and 
surety  cf  the  peace. 

The  conspiracy  alleged  lies  in  the 
sticcersful  intetcepticn  of  non-union 
workmen  who  go  to  Irwin  for  employ- 
mtiit  by  the  strikers.  Secretary  Woods, 
of  the  Plate  Glass  Workers'  association, 
says  that  no  non-union  men  have  or  will 
be  assaulted  by  the  strikers.  He  said 
they  were  opposed  to  violence  and 
favor  moral  suasion  in  preventing  the 
operation  of  the  works  until  the  associa- 
tion is  recognixed.

Now  that  this  exhibit  is  nearing  the 
end  of  Its  commencement  trials,  and  no 
man  can  foretell  what  will  befall  its 
ending,  I  will  continue  the  record  of  its 
placing  and  render  some  account  of  its 
expenses.  Finding  myself  too  early  with 
my  duster,  hammer  ami  gilt  headed 
nails,  1  coiilined  them  to  the  private 
desk  of  the  superintendent  of  the  build- 
ing. Three  weeks  later,  when  my  new 
assiiant  took  the  place  of  the  discharged 
decorators,  and  began  the  work  after  6 
o'clock,  I  spent  an  hour  with  him  plan- 
ning and  cutting,  and  arranging  the  6o 
inch  wide 'lurkii^h  toweling  that  covers 
the  bathroom  walls  ahove  the  tiling. 
.Surprised  was  1,  the  next  day,  on  scan- 
ning the  booth  to  find  not  an  inch  of 
toweling  on  the  wall.  I  climbed  to  the 
gallery  to  question  mv  man  and  learned 
that  no  gilt  hc.ided  nails  could  be  found, 
some  one  else  had  adapted  them  to  needs. 
That  meant  twenty-four  hours  delay,  ard 
another  trip  to  the  "ends  of  the  earth" 
of  Chicago's  business  streets,  .after  fancy 
nails,  and  all  the  lirms  I  sought  that  hot 
d-iy  were  jubt  out  of  what  I  needed,  so  1 
chan>,ed  my  needs.  It  is  well  that  woman 
can  have,  as  has  besn  with  no  com- 
plimentary intention,  charged  to  her,  as 
many  minds  as  the  hour  has  minutes. 

The  idea  of  the  toweling  came  to  me 
through  J\lr.  Haynie,  of  tue  Duluth  dry 
goods  house,  he  having  seen  it  in  some 
lurnishing  magazine.  I  'ike  to  "render 
unto  Casar  the  things  that  are  Cicjar's," 
but  that  is  as  far  back  as  1  can  now  ren- 
der. 

After  I  had  bought  the  toweling  at  a 
cost  of  §12  (which  1  paid),  Mr.  Haynie, 
at  Mrs.  I'rescott's  (ot  West  Duiuth)  sug- 
gestion, agreed  to  donate  the  toweling 
for  the  bathroom,  as  he  had  done  the  two 
satincs  covering  the  sun-bath  room'.

The  American  public  endeavors  to  de- 
velop the  sense  of  touch  beyond  all 
others,  and  as  the  often-applied  touch  of 
the  frequenters  of  the  immense  "hot 
room"  of  Chicago— which  we  do  not 
name  "hot  room,  "  but  Jackson  Park — is 
rather  to  be  deprecated  than  encour- 
aged, our  Turkish  toweling  will  pass  on 
to  its  donor  perhaps  disguised  till  it  can 
be  taken  for  a  time-honored  "prayer- 
rug,"  .and  as  dirty.  I  cannot  understand

I 
amused  myself  and  a  Philadclphian 
by  consideiing  that  I  belonged  in 
the  class  with  the  "unwelcome  gue.>t" 
thit  years  agj  was  a  character  of  Phila- 
delphia. An  old  map,  in  the  costume  of 
the  days  of  Washington  knee-breeches, 
silver  buckles,  ihrtc-cornereel  hat,  quite 
an  imposing  appearance  in  those  dimin- 
ished dress  days,  was  easily  recognized 
as  the  (iLl)lor's  dread.  His  method, 
original  ar.ii  effective,  was  to  take  his 
seat  on  the  marble  steps  of  any  debtor's 
house,  early  in  the  rnoming,  all  day, 
many  days,  until  the  debt  was  paid.  He 
sometimes  appe.ircd  .at  parties  given  by 
dclin<iucnts,  an  inibiddcn,  unexpected, 
unwclcomcd  arid  uiiriddable  guest  until 
satisfaction  for  the  debt  induced  his  easy 
removal.  H.aving  made  four  visits  on 
the  Duluth  house,  when  1  was  there  in 
lulv,  three  of  which  were  before  closed 
oftice  doors,  ami  tiiidir.g  my  evader  was 
in  Chicago  1  adopted  the  simple  method 
of  my  I'tiiladelphi  I  model  and  visited 
the  Chicago  olfure  til!  they  appeased  my 
easily  satisfied  netfls. 

I  became  known  among  the  frequent- 
ers of  the  building  as  the  poor  creature 
who  had  to  crawl  every  ineh  of  her  way 
to  completion.

All 
this  minutia-  is  called  "red  tape,"  but 
.such  an  immense  piece  ol  machinery,  as 
this  exposition,  dci^^iands  a  rigid  exact- 
ness in  the  littini;s,  which  may  not  be 
relished  but  should  be  appreciated. 

lUit  when  my  radi.Ttors  took  form  and 
substaiftc  before  my  tired  and  hcatc<l 
vision,  another  misciy  took  form  to 
mind's  discomfort.  I  had  been  promised 
a  double  sized  rpdiator  for  the  hot-room, 
which  should  he  encased  111  tirc-brirk,  as 
a  suggestion.  IJiit  no  lire-brick  dis- 
guised" from  admiration  the  very  prettily 
colored  r.Tdiator.  .'\gain,  1  "held  my  soul 
in  patience, '  as  one  is  often  forced  to  do. 
Lately,  a  man  c.illed  who  w.Tiited  ex- 
plicit reniieriiig  of  the  ideas  of  the  home 
Turkish  bath.  So  many  want  the  A,  I'., 
C  of  it  written  out,  that  next  week  will 
be  somewhat  of  a  resume  of  the  way  to 
fit  and  use  such  an  idea.  This  visitor 
was  in  pr.actical  earnest.  He  wants  to 
build  some  model  homes.  I  toM  him 
that  my  exhibit  was  to  show  that  any 
home  already  built  could  take    any  spot 


it  chose,  and  the  only  expense  would  be 
concentrated    heat,    but    that  a   newly- 
built  home  could    make  it  as    expensive 
as    their    ability.    That    a    model    "hot 
room"      would       be       entirely         fire- 
brick for        walls        and         floors, 
giving      the      most      enduring        ma- 
terial and    also   the  radiating  heat  from 
every  |>oint,  as  does  our   exemplar,  the 
sun.      That   tire-brirk    walls  and   floors 
could  only  be  used  whe»e  strong  founda- 
tions couhl  uphold  their  weight.    I  ended 
by  advising  that   he  read  two  books  by 
Allsoj),   an    linglish   architect  of  public 
Turki.sh  baths,  of  date  of  1892.    Wlien  in 
Philadeljihia,    my   old   and  dear    home, 
last  spring,  I  found  many  sanitarians  who 
encouraged  my  idea  as  it  was  shaping  in 
my  mind,  and  being   handed   over  from 
one   to  another,  1  was  at  last  sent  to  the 
Hlackiston    iV    Co.     publishing     house. 
There  I  was  given  free  readingof  foreign 
expensive   books,   and  allowed,   free  of 
chaige,  to  carry  home  a  couple  of  works 
that  put  my  feet  on  firm   foundation,  be- 
cause they  touched   the  minds  and    ex- 
periences of  to-day  as  very  lew  works  do. 
When  1  began  the    kitchen    papers  a 
few  months  back,    a  Duluth      architect 
who  generously  helped  to  hunt  for  latter 
day  helps,  testified  that  there  was  plenty 
for  the  drawing-room,  but  dearth  tor  that 
key-note  of  home  life,  the  kitt  hen.     So  1 
found  my  greatest  helps  on   the    moral, 
not     the    building,   view    of    the    bath- 
room-lhc  hightcst  view  we  can  take,  and 
we  ought  to  take  the  highest  that  can  be 
suggested-came    from  old,    and    rarely 
of)ened,  except  by  antiquarians,  writings. 
We      are    all      chasing    the      newest 
buttcrdy      but      not     considering     the 
lesson       of       its       several      forms.     If 
this  form  of  tl^  most  ancient  of  baths   is 
adopted    by     the    homes     that     need 
It,  it  will  have  to  be    studied,    and   grow 
again  by  the  searchlight  of  today  turned 
back  on  its  path  through  the   ages   from 
which  we  are  continually  exhuming    the 
grandest  growths  or  precious  gems    that 
this  age  is  encouraging,  developing    and 
burnishing  anew.     What    are    we,    our- 
selves, but  the  accretions    of    the    past, 
new  and  bright  as  we  may  feel  ourselves 
to  be.    *rhe  stamp    of  the    past    of    our 
eternity  marks    even    the    most    recent 
giant  among  us. 

Not  yet  has  the  pretty  table,  needed 
for  the  corner  adornment,  arrived.  Not 
>ethasthe  goneastray  check  for  the 
I  hot  room  chair  been  lassoei  by  sender, 
receiver  or  dcsirer.  Not  yet  has  the 
Minncscta  plumber  been  found  who 
would  donate,  or  the  Chicago  manufac- 
turer who  would  rent,  the  suggestions 
1  want  to  garner  for  help  for 
the  unenlightened,  in  latest  plumbing 
improvements.  But  we  have  a  bright 
lining  often  to  our  clouds,  and  I  am  re- 
joicedly  amused  when  occasionally  some 
frank  visitor  takes  a  chair — no,  since 
15radstreet  and  Thurber's  fire  revoked 
the-ir  promise  of  settee  and  chair  with 
fancy  cushions, we  have  not  such  a  thing 
as  our  own  chair — takes  our  pretty  wicker 
((ttoman  and  settles  himself  determinedly 
to  take  manfully  his  full  dose  of  instruc- 
tion; or,  afler  a  lung  harangue  on 
primeval  doctrines,  I  discover  that  the 
French  gentleman  with  bright,  eager 
eyes  has  delivered  a  lecture,  which  he 
v.ill  bring  me,  on  this  topic  before  a 
Chicago  medical  college,  and  presum- 
ably knows  more  than  I  do  and  did  not 
need  ray  primary  lessons.

The  king  himself  never  comes 
into  their  presence  without  making 
humble  obeisance. 

Wealthy  Siamese  arc  usuallv  favorable 
to  progress.  They  send  their  bovs  to 
Europe  to  be  educated.  As  yet  there  is'little 
chance  for  a  poor  man  to  rise  in  .Siam. 
Here  and  there,  however,  are  examples 
of  what  extraordinary  talent  will  do  even 
for  a  humble  peasant.  One  of  the  rich- 
Cit  men  in  Bangkok  was  formerly  a 
boatman.  He  developed  remarkable 
business  acuteness,  grew  rich  m  trade, 
and  his  genius  finally  put  him  in  the  rank 
of  high  noblemen,  lie  is  now  attached 
to  the  foreign  office.  One  of  his  sons  has 
been  -r.iduatedat  Oxford  and  has  passed 
the  1  ii^^iish  bar. 

Siam  is  1200  miles  long  and  400  miles 
wide  and  has  a  population  of  about  six 
million  peojiie.

Secretary   Carlisle  Takes  a  Hand  in   the 

Chinese  Situalion  Which   Has 

Caused  Snch  Friction. 


A  Letter  to  Collector  Hendricks  In  Which  He 

Dissents  F.-^oni  the  Views  of  the 

Collector. 

Authenticating  the  Certificates  of  the  Chi- 
nese Consul  By  (lie  Co!l;3Cior's  Sig- 
nature Cannot  be  Resumed. 


\\  AS!iiNc;Tt>N,  July  31.  Secretary  Car- 
lisle has  taken  a  hand  in  the  Chinese 
situation  at  New  York  which  has  been 
the  occasion  of  such  friction  l.itely.  In 
a  letter  to  the  coilector,  Sscretary  Car- 
lisle refers  to  the  request  made  by  Mr. 
Hendricks  that  the  treasury  department 
shouUl  modify  its  instructions  and  per- 
mit th-j  New  York  customs  officers  to 
authenticate  Chinese  certificates  as  liere- 

tofore,  and  mentions  thit  they  are  ob.soletc 
laws  upp-n  which  thccollcctor  apparently 
based  his  sujy.c^csuons  and  called  his  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  these  acts  wore 
siuitified  by  the  supreme  court  decision 
v.x  i8')i,  which  prevented  the  irgrcss  of 
Chinese  laborers  or  the  is-juance  10  tliem 
of  certificates  bv  which  ihey  could  re- 
enter the  United  Stales. 

Afttr  review  in;^  other  regulations 
poverninL;  the  vctur;i  to  this  coun'.ry  of 
Chinese  persons  after  a  temporary  ab- 
serice,  tlu  secretary  says: 

"The  department  cannot  concur  in 
your  view  that  the  unauthorized  prac- 
tice of  authenticating^  the  certificTtes  of 
the  Chinese  consul  at  New  York  by  the 
sifiiiature  and  seal  of  the  coli-fctor 
should  be  resumed.  Evidence  is  before 
the  department  in  one  case  where 
a  Chinese  person  rei)rcs:nted  liim- 
seif  to  be  a  member  of 
a  lirTU  <<f  Chinese  merchants  in  Nciv 
Voric  anel  was  so  certified  by  the  Cliin- 
ese  consul  at  New  York,  which  certifi- 
cate was  duly  authcntirai.cd  by  the  seal 
of  the  custom  house  and  the  si'^natnre  of 
oiie  Pi  your  deputies,  wi-,cn  in  point  of 
fact  ihe  Chinese  person  who  presented 
liimself  wa';  another  and  entirely  differ- 
ent person  from  the  one  named  in  the 
certifirate. 

"Th:s  man  ajjplied  for  admission  at 
one  of  -the  frontier  custom  houses 
upon  the  ccrf.ncate  mentioned,  which, 
.iccorciin^  to  your  theory,  would  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  h'.s  right  to  enter, 
inasmuch  as  the  photoj^raph  was  that  fif 
the  pe:v-on  who  presented  himself,  but  it 
was  not  that  of  the  per?on  named,  who 
was  a  real  personage  formerly  residing 
in  New  York  nnd  tvho  w.i=,  stHl  hi  Chita. 
Manv  cases  of  this  kind  hsve  occurred, 
and  the  department  sees  no  j^ood  reason 
for  the  continuance  of  a  pr.ictice  which, 
in  instances  like  that  mentioned,  onlv 
serves  as  an  aid  to  those  engaged  in 
violating  the  law. 

"It  is  an  ascertained  fdCt  that  many 
hundreds  of  Chinese  laborers  have  come 
into  the  country  within  the  past  year  un- 
der the  guise  of  merchants,  students 
actors  or  other  persons  of  the  exempt 
class,  aided  in  most  cases  by  customs 
officers  who  were  either  corrupt  or  in- 
different to  their  duty  in  the  premises. 
It  is  mv  duty,  as  it  is  my  purpose,  to  em- 
ploy all  the  means  under  my  command 
to  enforce  the  law  in  good  faith,  and  to 
that  end  I  shall  expect  the  cordial  co- 
operati(m  of  all  officers  of  the  custonas."

ToiEivA,  Kas.,  July  31.— The  stream 
of  idle  workmen  from  Colorado  continues 
to  pour  into  Kansas.

LoNuoN,  July  31. — A  Bangkok  dispatch 
says.  While  the  government  of  Siani 
accepted  without  reservations  France's 
ultimatum,  it  received  previously  the  as- 
surance that  the  kingdom  would  not  be 
dismembered  until  alter  the  considera- 
tion by  all  powers  concerned  of  France's 
demand  for  the  territory  between  the 
eighteenth  aiul  twenty-third  iiarallels.

CHOLERA  ON  THE  INCREASE. 


The  Ravages  of  the   Deadly  Disease  Spreading 
in  Russia. 

St.  PETKUsnuRG,  Tuly  31. — Official  re- 
turns that  have  just  been  issued  show  a 
marked  increase  in  the  ravages  of  cholera 
where    the    disease   is  epidemic.      The 

figures  show  that  from  July  9  to  22  there 
were  in  the  government  of  Podolia  1165 
cases  and  of  500  deaths  against  599  cases 
and  222  deaths  during  the  week 
preceding.  From  July  16  to  22  there 
were  234  cases  and  91  deaths  as  against 
148  cases  and  52  deaths  during  the 
previrus  week.

']'}  cases  and  19  eleaths  from  July  16  to 
July  22.  In  th'i  preceding  week  there 
were  only  31  cases  and  8  deaths.  In 
Moscow  from  July  16  to  July  22  there 
were  72  cases  and  21  deaths.

London,  July  31.— The  regatta  of  the 
Royal  London  yacht  club  took  place  to- 
day. The  race  was  from  Wcsi  Cowes, 
Isle  of  Wight,  eastward  to  and  around 
the  Warner  lightship,  then  v.'estward  to 
the  buoy  m.nrking  the  cast  Leep  shoal, 
passing  north  of  Norman  Fort.  The 
course  was  sailed  over  twice.  The 
weather  was  beautiful  and  the  Solent 
was  filled  with  pleasure  crafts  of  every 
(lescription.  There  was  a  fair  breeze 
from  the  north  northwest,  and  the  yachts 
got  away  in  capita!  style. 

Tlie  boats  that  took  part  in  the  r.ace 
were:  Royal  I'helns  Carroll's  Navahoe; 
Lord  Dnnraven's  \'alkvrie;  J.  Jameson's 
Ivcrna;  the  prince  of  Wales'  Britannia; 
A.  D.  Clarke's  Satanita  anei  Mr.  Donald- 
son's Calluna.  The  starting  gun  v/as 
fired  at  10  o'clock  and  under  full  sail  the 
yachts  made  for  the  line,  The  Valkyrie 
with  Lord  Dunraven  on  board,  was 
first  ncross;  the  Iverna,  Britannia,  with 
the  prince  of  Wales  en  board;  Satanita, 
Navahoe  and  Calluna  following  in  the 
order  named. 

Great  interest  was  manifested  in  the 
Navahoe,  which  is  the  American  challen- 
ger lor  the  Royal  Victoria  Yacht  clubs 
gold  cup,  the  Bi\'nton  Reef  cup  and  the 
Cape  May  cup.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
race,  the  \  alkyrie  drew  away  sharply 
from  the  other  boats  and  the  Navahoe 
seemed  to  lose  slightly.

Washington",  July  31.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]  -There  is  no  longer  any 
doubt  that  a  1  irge  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  tne  present  house  f.ivor  the  re- 
peal of  the  Sherman  law.  This  improved 
by  the  opinion  of  members  publiciv  ex- 
pressed. Ot  course,  many  of  them  hope 
to  secure  a  subs'.itute  of  some  kind  but 
still  they  will  vote  for  unconditional  re- 
peal if  the  subject  comes  up  in  that 
shape.  The  IcUirih  of  lime  before  a  vote 
is  reached  will  depend  entirely  upon  the 
rules  the  new  hou?e  will  adopt  and  the 
skill  with  which  the  measure  is  managed 
bv  those  in  charge  of  i'. 

liiless  the  house  adopts  rules  which 
will  prevent  the  silver  men  from  tillibus- 
tenng.  they  wiii  beable  tocontrol  enough 
votes  to  prohibit  the  m.ijonty  doinj;  any- 
thing not  consonant  to  the  wishes  of  the 
minority.  From  hints  dropped  by  lead- 
ing DeiniKrais  it  is  very  probable  that 
rules  will  be  adopted  which  will  effectu- 
ally check  ti!libu,tering.  It  such  is  the 
case  everything  will  depend  upon  the 
shrewdness  and  intelligence  ot  the  mem- 
bers in  charge  of  the  repeal  measure. 

A  prominent  Democrat  today,  in 
spe.ikmg  of  the  repeal  bill,  s:\id  that  it 
should  be  confined  to  the  first  section  of 
the  Shernun  act.  When  that  was  out  of 
the  way,  the  purchase  ot  silver  would  be 
stopped  and  silver  dollars  would  then  be 
coined  only  when  it  was  necessary  to  Re- 
deem treasury  notes.  This  idea  seems 
to  meet  with  mu.  h  favor,  if  a  substitute 
for  the  first  section  of  the  Sherman  act 
should  be  attached,  long  debate  would 
ensue  and  a  great  deal  of  time  would  be 
needlessly  consumed  to  no  purpose. 

The  proposition  tha'  seems  to  meet 
with  the  most  tavor  is  to  simply  repeal 
the  section  which  has  done  so  n.uch 
harm,  and  when  t'v.t  is  done  the  subject 
of  tue  miintc".^uce  of  silver  coinage  can 
be  considered.  It  will  be  time  enough  to 
consider  methods  of  repair  when  the 
caa>e  which  is  producing  the  damage  has 
been  uprooted.

The    Fishing    Steamer    Alexander   Carried 

Forty-Five  Men  and  Guns,  Shells 

and  Small  Arms, 


This  Vessel  Could  Shell  the  City  of  Honolulu 
Until  It  Was  Ready  to  Capitu- 
late. 


Nkw  York,  July  31. — The  following  is 
from  an  article  m  the  San  Francisco  Call 
and  was  telegraphed  to  the  World  this 
morning:  Afier  intimating  that  a  cer- 
tain Hawaiian  known  as  "Lycurgus,  the 
Creek"  is  engaged  in  systematically 
smuggling  arms  into  Honolulu,  the  Call 
adds:  "Rirtes  and  cartndges  have  been 
shipped  to  Honolulu.  This  the  Call 
knows.  No  seizure  has  been  made  of 
any  such  goods  on  the  Hawaiian  islands. 
.So  does  not  ever>  thing  point  to  a  ciever 
plot  on  the  part  of  the  royalists  in  Hon- 
olulu? Wlien  the  false  report  was  sent 
out  Irom  Port  Townsend  that  the  Mohi- 
can had  been  lireil  int*'  by  the  fishing 
steamer  Alexander  everybody  incjuircd 
regarding  the  latter  vessel.  Sunday 
morning  the  Call  told  of  her  curious  make. 
She  sailed  from  here  on  a  hunting  and 
fishing  cruise.  She  is  of  295  tons  burden 
and  carried  a  crew  of  foiiy-rive  men. 
She  sailed  under  the  Hawaiian  fiag  and 
was  booked  as  the  property  of  Ela  of 
Honolulu. 

"  I  he  Alexander  carried  the  following 
articles  of  warfare:  Two  o-pouiidcr 
rapid-fire  Hotchktss  guns,  2  4  pounder 
rapid-fire  Hotchkiss  guns,  100  Winches- 
ter rifles,  5000  rounds  of  rille  ammunition, 
500  6-pound  shells,  4  adjustable  gun-car- 
riages, 3  torpedos  and  a  large  quantity 
of  cutlasses  and  small  arms.  It  is  posi- 
tively known  that  this  boat  sailed  Irom 
here  rigged  for  a  fight  in  this  manner. 
The  Alexander  is  fitted  for  close  in-shore 
lighting.  Her  draught  is  just  light 
enough  to  allow  her  to  run  into  port  at 
Waikiki.    Then  what  would  follow? 

"The  two  Hotchkiss  guns  would  be 
transferred  in  a  couple  of  hours.  The 
forty-five  men  on  board,  reinforced  by 
rovalists  and  armed  with  rifles  on  the 
Alexander  alone,  could  take  Honolulu. 
I  he  provisional  government  has  oniy  an 
army  of  350  men  and  four  rapid-liring 
guns.  Sam  Parder  could  get  500  men 
to  do  his  bidding  at  a  moment's  notice. 
Among  those  are  200  who  Delong  to  the 
old  Hawaiian  army,  and  they  are  crac'ic 
shots. 

"Agam,  the  Alexander  might  be  off 
the  town  of  Honolulu  and  ^heil  the  city 
until  it  capiuiated.  Under  th^*  insttuct- 
10ns  of  Mi.'ister  niount,  the  Bos;on  and 
the  Adams  could  not  iiiferfere.  Iiut  the 
probability  is  th  :t  n  shore  attack  v.  ould 
be  made  and  even  now  the  difficult  load- 
way  from  Honolulu  10  Waikiki  may  be 
the  scene  of  carnage.

The  DuliJth  oarsmen  did  n->t  wi.i  any 
r.ices  in  the  Lake  Minnetonka  regatta, 
but  considering  the  disadvantages  under 
which  they  labored  they  made  an  excel- 
lent showing.  AU  the  Twin  City  papers 
speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  game 
races  th.it  they  rowed.  They  were  not 
3S  well  boated  as  their  conipelitcrs  and 
tbev  had  not  the  advantage  of  as  goad 
training,  and  yet  they  ir.ade  an  excelicrt 
showing,  giving  every  indication  that 
they  possess  the  stuffoutof  which  speedy 
oarsmen  are  made. 

The  junior    fcur-oared    crew    secured 
third  place,  deleating  the  Winnipegs, and 
but  for  an  unfortunate  mistake  near   the 
tinish  would  have  come    in    second.     In 
the      junior       singles,       the       Duluth 
representative      was       defeated       but 
he       rowed       a       race       that       won 
the  admiration  of  the  spectators.      The 
Minneapolis  Tribune  savs:  "A  mar.  who 
deserves  special    mention   in   any    just 
account  of    the   race    is  the   Duluth  iad, 
who  rowed    such  a  noble   race  in  junior 
sculls.    A  younirster,  iq  years  old,  poorly 
boated   and  poorly    rigged,  D.  F.  Mac- 
Donald    rov.ed  as    game  a  race   as  one 
may  ever  hope  to  see.     He  showed  him- 
self the  possessor  of  that  indispensable 
quality  in  a  beat  race,    pluck,  and  with 
proper  training   should    m.ike  a  winner 
for  next  year.     He  had  the   sympathy  in 
his  unequal  contest    of   every  speclator 
who  was  an  admirer  of  'sand.' " 

These  facts  should  encourage  the  Du- 
luth oarsmen  to  make  proper  prepara- 
tion for  next  ycar*s  regatta.  There  is 
plenty  of  good  material  in  Dululh  to 
furnish  winning  crews,  and  The  Herald 
trusts  that  the  Duluth  Boat  club  will 
wake  up  to  the  opportunities  that  are 
presented.  At  present  the  club  appears 
to  be  lifeless,  so  far  as  interest  in  boat 
racing  is  concerned.  From  this  time 
forward  there  should  be  a  change.  A 
competent  trainer  should  be  obtained 
and  the  best  boats  purchased,  so  that 
those  who  are  willing  to  represent  Du- 
luth in  the  annual  regattas  may  have  all 
the  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  crcv/s  in 
the  other  cities.  There  is  some  doubt 
whether  Winnipeg  desires  the  rcgit'a  on 
the  Red  river  next  season,  owing  to 
financial  reasons.  Why  docs  not  the  Du- 
luth lioat  club  make  a  bid  for  it? 


The  National  Banks. 

There  is  an  ixaj;ger.ited  idea  j.>rova- 
Iciu  regarding  the  number  of  banks  that 
have  been  forced  to  close  their  doors 
during  the  hnancial  ilurry,  and  a  state- 
ment made  by  Comptroller  Eckels  on 
Saturday  furnishes  an  effective  answer 
t,T  those  who  have  ])ecn  saying  tliat  two 
or  three  hunired  banks  have  suspendovl, 
and  that  many  more  will  probably  follow 
suit. 

Accordin.t  to  Mr.  l!cke!s,  there  have 
been  but  105  banks  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  ctimptioller  of  the  currency  since 
the  recent  rtnancial  ilurry  began.  Four- 
teen of  these  have  already  rcsmncd 
untler  favorable  conditions  with  the  cor- 
tidence  of  the  communities  in  which  they 
are  located.  Several  more  will  rcstime  in 
a  week  and  prior  to  .'^ept.  1  about  an 
e.jual  number  will  open.  Out  ot 
105  cK>sed  only  47  h.ive  gone  into  the 
h.-^nds  of  receivers.  Oi  the  suspended 
banks  the  greater  number  are  small 
banks,  with  $ioo,oco  to  $150,000  capilaii- 
.ration;  live  had  $i.coo,ooo  capital  each, 
six  bad  $500,000  and  the  others  are  be- 
lov.  The  suspensions  are  mostly  in  the 
Western  and  Southern  states,  only  two 
being  in  New  England,  two  in  the  East- 
ern states,  fifteen  in  the  Middle  states 
and  Mississippi  valley,  in  the  Nortiiw^rst 
six,  in  t^e  Western  states  hiiy-tive,  and 
in  the  Southern  stales  twenty  five.  In 
view  cf  tho  fact  that  there  are  3,78; 
national  banks  the  suspension  of  105  is 
really  a  very  small  matter  considering 
the  general  depression. 

It  13  worthy  of  special  notice  that  in 
twenty-one  states,  among  which  is  Minne- 
sota, rot  a  single  natioital  bank  has  failed. 
No  national  banks  have  failed  in  r.oston. 
Hrooklvn,  Ph:!.adclphi:t.  Pittsburg,  I3.-ilti- 
more.  Wa.shington,  Buffalo,  Cint:innati. 
St.  Louis,  New  Orleans,  San  Francisco, 
Mtnneapolis,  St.  Paul,  Duluth  and  a  num- 
ber of  other  great  ctmimercial  centers; 
but  one  closed  in  New  York,  two  in 
Chicago,  and  one  in  Mdwaukee.  Tiie 
failures  in  New  York  and  Chicago  were 
due,  Mr.  Eckels  says,  largely  to  mis- 
management, as  wereanumbarof  others. 
Local  scares  have  caused  many  of 
late  to  suspend.  Nine  cf,  the  failed 
banks  were  robbed  by  officials  who  are 
now  under  arrest. 

In  this  connection  the  report  of  the 
coraptroUcr  giving  the  condition  of  the 
national  banks  ot  ?dinnecota  (outtide  of 
St.  Paul  and  ?iIinneapolisj  is  interesting. 
His  statement  makes  the  following 
showing.  '

This  summary  shovvs  that  the  Minne- 
sota national  banks  are  much  soandtr 
than  they  were  in  May  and  are  practi- 
cally guaranteed  against  suspension.  In 
comparison  with  the  other  national  bat.ks 
in  the  state,  the  Duhnli  banks  are  among 
the  soundest.  When  the  tide  has  fully 
turned  and  prosperity  agam  smiles  upon 
the  country,  the  manner  in  which  Du- 
luth's  solidity  has  been  exemplified  in 
these  troublous  times  v/ill  redound  to  the 
lasting  benefit  of  this  city.  Wh^n  the 
money  market  becomes  easy  again,  Du- 
luth will  be  able  to  get  anything  she 
wants  in  the  financial  world.

Leavenworth  Standard:  In  more  than 
half  of  the  mornini:  i>;iiiers  nowadaysare 
word  for  word  reprints  of  the  evening 
papers  of  iV.e  d.iy  before. 

Times  have  changed  tnighlily  the  last 
decade  in  the  nev. -spaper  world.  It  is 
the  evening  p  iper  now  that  is  the  home 
liaper;  the  morning  papers  are  mo^:tIy 
lor  the  small  outside  towns  tbnt  cannot 
be  reached  on  tiie  d:iy  of  puhlication  by 
the  evening  newspapers. 

The  morning  paper  is  glanced  over 
hurriedly  ,it  bfc.ikfa.st;  the  Liuav  man,  the 
laboriii;^  man,  thi'  housewife  and  the 
matron  have  no  lime  for  the  morning 
paper,  nor  have  the  children  in  their 
teens,  whn  must  cet  ready  for  school. 

When  the  d.iv's  work  is  done,  when 
h(^usehold  duties  are  comiilclod,  the 
school  day  linished,  the  evening  nev.s- 
pa[icr  is  eagerly  srnight  and  thoroughiv 
read,  for  with  the  r-ipid  news  service  of

coupletl  with  whit  few  tlnngs  have 
h.Tppeiied  during  the  night. 

In  this  state,  which  used  to  boast  ni 
more  than  a  do/en  morning  newspapers, 
the  list  has  dwindled  to  four.  Evening 
newspapers  have  supplanted  the  othei 
eight  or  ten,  and  this  has  been  the  record 
in  other  it.ites. 

It  Ciinno:  be  gainsaid  that  the  evening 
newspapirr  is  coming  more  and  more  in 
f.-wor,  v.zr  that  it  has  already  supplanted 
the  morning  paper  in  the  home  circle 
and  ni  the  judgment  of  shrewdest  adver- 
tisers. The  evening  newspapers  have 
developed  and  improved  wonderfully 
within  the  last  ten  years,  v.hile  the  morn- 
ing papers  have  virtually  remained 
stationary.

Lack  of  Homogeneity. 
The  great  trouble  with  American  mun- 
icipal government,  writes  iiarr  Ftrree, in 
the  Engineering  M.agazine,  is  the  lack  of 
homogeneity  in  the  growth  of  great  cities. 
Each  city  starts  out  independently  and 
on  a  Inciter  plan  than  any  ocber,  and  yet 
with  very  little  thought  of  proiiting  f>y 
the  experiences  of  older  ones.  Ameri- 
can politicians  are  apt  to  plume  them- 
selves on  the  advances  they  have  made 
in  their  own  departments,  and  some 
even  go  so  far  as  to  point  with  pride  to 
the  growth  of  their  particular  city. 

Yet  with  all  our  boasted  progress,   the 
fact     remains   that    the    best    governed 
cities,  the  most  ably  developed  and  thor- 
oughly broadened  municip^-lities  are  the 
old  cities  of  the  new  v.orld,  in  which  the 
necessity  for  new    growth   and  complete 
change  from  the  old  have  been  so  wliolly 
recognized  as  to  compel  the  introduction 
of  a  new  order  of  affairs.    Nodiing  of  the 
sort  is  to  be  seen  in  even  the  most  active 
communities    in    America.     New     York 
cannot    annex    other    districts    because 
local    politicians      interpose    objections 
which  have  no  foundation  save  their  own 
selfishness.    Bostwn  is  heraiued  in   with 
so-called  rival    municipalities   that    hng 
their  civil    privileges  and   imagined   in- 
dependence with  absurd  pretensions    of 
might  and    power.     Philadelphia  has,  in 
truth,  added  vastly    to  her  territory  and 


Norway  and  Sweden. 
A  recent  reference  by  The  Herald  to 
the  trouble  between  Norway  and  Sweden 
over  the  consular  system,  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  "home  rule  for  Norway"  was 
advanced  an  important  step  recently  by 
the  passage  by  the  storthing  of  a  bill 
providing  that  the  plain  Norwegian  flag, 
without  any  emblem  of  the  union  with 
Sweden,  shall  be  used  on  Norwegian  ves- 
sels and  public  buildings,  has  been  criti- 
cized by  some  Scandinavian  residents  of 
Duluth.  They  claim  that  Norway  is  not 
seeking  home  rule. 

If  this  be  true,  then  the  state  of  aff;>irs 
in  Norway  is  difticidt  to  understand.    All 
the    advices    which    have     come    from 
Sweden    and    Norway   of   late  indic.itc 
that  the  two  countries  are  drifting  apart. 
New  causes  for  strife  arc  constantly  aris- 
ing, and  with  the  chasm  widening  every 
day  it  is  problematical  how  long  the  two 
countries  can  hang  together.     A  Scandi- 
navian writer  for  American   papers  said 
a  lew  dciys  ago:     "The  news  that  Nor- 
way had    formally   withdrawn  from  the 
union  would  not  surpris.;  very  many  peo- 
ple who    keep  posted  on  Scandinavian 
events.    The    Norwegian    storthing  has 
cut  down  the  king's  salary  and  might  as 
well  have  refused  to  contribute  anything 
to   his   support.     At  least  one  town  gov- 
ernment  in  Norway,  Kkersund,  has  dis- 
carded  the   present   Norwegian  flag,  in 
which   the  union  symbol  of  Sweden  and 
Norway    is      placed      in      tme    corner, 
for  the  'pure'  Norwegian   (lag.

A  Sensational  Yarn  Coming  From  Boston   In 
Regard  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Ele- 
vator Company. 


It  Was  AilegeJ  Seventy-Three  Eastern  Banks 

Had  Been  Victimized  By  Forged 

Wheat  Certificates. 


The  Story  Untrue,  as  Interviews  With   Man- 
ager Cardin,  George  Spencer  and  ZZZ 
Col.  Graves  Show. 


The  New  \  ork  World  yesterday  pub- 
lished a  story  from  Boston,  professint;  to 
fjive  the  details  of  a  consyiiracy  whereby 
seventy-three  banks  anil  baiikini;  insti- 
tutions in  New  Knghxnd  were  victimized. 
The  story  is  to  the  effect  that  certain 
employes  of  the  N\irthcrii  Pacific  Ele- 
vator Company  cf  Minnesota  issued 
$i.-;o3,oco  worth  of  fori^ed  duplicate  cer- 
tificates for  grain  in  storage  in  the  coun- 
try elevators  owned  by  the  concern, 
where  the  inspection  is  not  so  strict  as  at 
the  tormin-il  elevators. 

These  forced  certitic.ites,  it  was  al- 
letjed.  were  depo-sited  with  Eastern  hanks 
as  collateral.  About  ;?Soo,i>oo  was  se- 
cured in  New  Knijland  and  the  balance 
in  New  \  ork.  Tiie  stockholders  of  the 
elevator  company  were  dumbfounded 
when  the  tacts  came  to  their  notice  and 
offers  of  settlement  with  the  banks  were 
at  once  made  and  terms  of  a  compromise 
offered.  The  company  was  then  re- 
organi.ed  as  the  Lake  Superior  Idevator 
company,  with  Geortje  Cooksey.  of  the 
David  Dow's  company,  New  York,  as 
president.  The  terms  offered  to  the 
banks  were  60  per  cent  cash,  the  re- 
maituler  to  be  paid  in  live  annual  pay- 
ments. 

M.  J.  Forbes,  receiver  of  the  Northern 
Pacinc  Elevator  company,  is  now  in  Ta- 
toma  luokinu'  after  the  company's  busi- 
ness at  that  eiid  of  the  line,  and  his  dc- 
nia'  of  this  absurd  story  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, deor^e  Spencer  and  Col.  C.  H  . 
Graves,  who  are  both  in  a  position  to 
know  ail  the  facts  connected  with  the 
Northern  Pacific  company's  business  em- 
phatically deny  the  World's  story. 
"There  have  been  no  forj^ed  or  duplicate 
rereipts  issued,"  said  Col.  Graves.  "The 
only  true  part  of  the  story  is  that  the 
Northern  Pacific  Elevator  comp my  has 
failed  and  that  the  Lake  Superior  com- 
pany, owning  a  considerable  p  )rtion  of 
its  stock,  has  made  prnpos  tions  for  the 
pavuicnt  of  the  creditors." 

George  Spencer,  pr,  sident  of  the  Lake 
Superior  company,  said:  "There  have 
not  been  anv  duplicate  v.he it  certificates 
i'iS'ied.

ranged. Frank  B  Kellogg,  of  St.  Paul, 
the  comp.inv's  attf>rnev,  returned  on 
Saturday  from  'he  East,  where  he  has 
been  perfecting  the  det:liI^  of  the  plan  of 
org  mization.  There  were  same  differ- 
en  es  as  to  the  basis  on  whi  h  the  par'- 
ies  putting  in  more  money  should  come 
into  the  company.  I'.verything  is  now 
settled,  and  the  company's  reorganiz- 
ation is  a  certpinty.  There  is  not  a  word 
of  tru'h  in  this  Boston  storv." 

A  Minneapolis  dispatch  to  The  Herald 
says:  T.  L.  Cardin,  manager  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Elevator  company,  was 
asked  ;is  to  the  truth  of  the  story  thit  a 
gigantic:  swindle  had  been  perpetrated, 
and  aid  that  it  was  notably  unfortunate 
that  it  should  be  published  at  this  tmie, 
as  everything  was  progresiing  satisfac- 
torily f'lf  a  s.'tt'ement  of  the  tronb'es  in- 
to which  the  company  had  been  plunged, 
but  that  It  was  widely  exaggerated.  He 
said  that  there  v*as  held  by  banks  in  the 
i'.ast.  scattered  from  Dan  to  Beershebn. 
.about  Si. 000,000  of  the  company's  paper, 
for  which  the  banks  held  about  60  per 
cent  collateral  in  the  way  of  warehouse 
receipts.     He  said: 

"Does  th's  look  as  if  the  b-.nks  were 
likely  to  lose  any  money?  Would  thev 
loan  a  dollar  on  60  cents  of  collateral, 
uiilefs  thev  were  secured  in  seme  other 
wav?  The  fact  is  that  the  paper  b?ars 
the  indorsement  of  the  Lake  Superior 
Elevator  company,  which  owns  a  million 
dollar  plant  j-t  Dululh  and  whose  stock- 
holders are  liable  for  a  miliion  more  and 
are  able  to  pay  it.  The  Eastern  banks 
are  not  only  amply  protected,  but  are 
satisfied  with  the  situation. 

"Now  let  me  say  that  at  the  time  these 
warehouse  certificates  were  issued  there 
was  a  bushel  of  wheat  in  the  country  be- 
hind every  bushel  called  for  by  the  cer- 
tificates, but  the  Duluth  managers  of  the 
elevator  company  lost  ^250,000  in  mar- 
gining wheat  in  Chicago  when  it  ad- 
vanced 12  cents  on  them,  and  in  order  to 
protect  themselves  from  loss  they  sold 
on  the  Duluth  board  of  trade  ^iS.ooo 
liushels  of  the  actual  whe.at  which  had 
been  shipped  them  to  Duluth.  credited 
the  money  up  on  the  books  and  squared 
the  Chicago  losses. 

"It  was  these  losses  that  forced  the 
company  into  a  receiver's  hands, precipi- 
tated by  attachments  of  Canadian  banks 
which  learned  of  the  los=,  but  which 
were,  as  are  the  Eastern  banks,  protected 
by  the  indorsements  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior Elevator  company,  which  owned 
51  per  cent  <*f  the  stock  of  the  Northern 
P.aciuc  elevator  company.  These  banks 
later  waived  the  attachments. 

"After  selbng  518,000  bushels,  the  Du- 
luth riian;ig.  rs  of  the  elevator  com- 
pany had  1,000,000  bushels  left  whirh 
they  turned  over  to  the  rceivcr. 
Tne  ri  (irtjani/ation  of  the  cntnpany  was 
al)Out  completed  whtii  this  story  was 
publish. d.      Fhe  s'ory,  howv^ver,  is  inac- 


I  urati-  in  saying  that  it  was  to  be  reor- 
ganized under  the  name  of  the  Lake  Su- 
p»  rior  E.evator  comp  tny.  A  new  name 
was  to  have  been  chosen.  The  fact  that 
the  company  was  an  indor.-.er  on  the  pa- 
per of  the  Northern  Pacific  was  prob- 
ably what  led  to  this  misstatement.  The 
f>lan  of  reorganization  includes  the  tak- 
ing of  stock  in  the  reorgani/eil  company 
by  the  Lake  Superior  com[)any,  the  same 
as  befiuc,  and  the  as-uming  of  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  Northern  Pacific  com- 
pany by  the  new  company,  by  whatever

At  the  Bivvabik  Mine  the  Cost  of  Stripping  a 

Ton    of   Ore    Is    Eight 

Cents. 


One  Shovel  Can  Easily  load  One  Thousand 

Tons  Per  Day,  Some  Claim  Two 

Thousand. 


Shortly  after  the  Mesaba  range  was 
discoveied  and  the  character  of  the  ore 
determined  a  few  progressive  individuals 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  many  in- 
stances the  deposits  could  be  more 
cheaply  removed  by  steam  shovels  than 
by  following  the  older  processes.  Im- 
mediately there  was  a  hue  and  cry  raised 
by  a  number  of  miners  and  some  news- 
paper critics  that  the  new  plan  would 
prove  a  failure. 

The  steam  shovel,  however,  has  proven 
successful.  Even  at  the  Biw.abik,  where 
the  surface  is  heavier  than  at  any  other 
place  where  the  plan  has  been  attempted, 
it  is  an  unqualified  success.  A  few- 
figures,  given  by  the  Mesaba  Range,  will 
suifice  to  convince  anybody  without  i)re- 
judice.  At  the  Biwabik  it  is  kn(>wn  that 
there  are  20.000,000  tons  of  ore  in  sight. 
It  is  known  that  every  yard  of  earth  re- 
moved will  uncover  five  tons  of  ore.  It 
is  known  that  this  stripping  can  be  re- 
moved for  less  than  50  cents  per  yard  - 
say  40  cents  on  an  average.  This  cost 
diviaed  makes  a  cost  of  8  cents  for  strip- 
ping a  ton  of  ore. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  as  soon 
as  the  system  is  perlected  one  shovel 
can  easily  load  1000  tons  per  day  some 
claim  as  high  as  2000  tons.  A  steam 
shovel  recjuires  an  average  of  thirty  men 
to  operate  it  ami  keep  it  111  cars.  Make 
due  allowances  for  costs  of  mistakes,  for 
incidental  expenses,  for  accidents  — for 
extravagance  if  yoa  will— and  still;' the 
cost  will  figure  up  less  than  half  the  cost 
ol  the  cheapest  old-method  mining.

And  to  the  credit  of  the 
company  be  it  said  that  they  have  un- 
falteringly upticld  Mr.  Jones  in  his  ideas 
and  are  now  in  a  position  to  share  the 
credit  for  his  success.

homes,  6;  incorrigible,  5;  imbecile,  7. 

Animals:  Beating,  iX;  overloading, 
::S;  ovcrwoiking,  14;  working  when  lame, 
29;  deprived  of  food  nr  shelter,  22; 
general  cruelty,  9;  abandoning  animals 
to  die,  5. 

Cases  reported  during  the  vear,  53; 
remedied  without  pro-eeution,  12; 
warned,  05;  preset  iitcd,  S;  convicted,  6; 
animals  taken  from  work,  72;  animals 
killed.  ;. 

Duiing  the  year,  the  report  continues, 
3000  children  have  been  enrolled  as 
membersof  the  band  of  mercy.  Scarcely 
an  act  of  cruelty  h  is  been  committed 
without  coming  under  the  eye  of  one  or 
more  children.  Agent  Haskins  and  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  have  ilelivcred  seventy- 
four  addresses  in  the  public  schools  on 
humane  subiects.  A  good  deal  that  can- 
not be  reported  has  beiMi  done  in  the  way 
of  visiting  the  homts  of  the  destitute  and 
a  great  eleul  of  clothing  and  provisions 
have  been  distributed. 

The  report  extends  ])raiseto  the  mayor 
and  chief  of  police  and  the  i)olice officers 
lor  pams  taken  in  extending  aid  to  the 
agent  and  the  socieiy.  The  press  is 
spoken  of  as  ".dways  a  true  friend  to  tlie 
socieiy  and  never  has  refused  to  aid  us 
with  us  intluencc."

New  York,  Aug^.  i.— The  Sun's  cable 
from  London  says:  Inciuiries  after  mid- 
night at  the  I5ritish  admira.lty  brought  a 
response  from  the  official  in  charge  that 
ontirmation  had  been  received  from 
B  -.ngkuk  of  the  report  that  the  French 
admiral  bad  given  notice  of  a  fresh 
blockade  to  begin  Wedne-:day.  It  was 
avidcd  that  "there  is  no  question  of 
British  gunboats  leaving  Bangkok  in  re- 
sponse to  French  or  any  other  de- 
mands." 

The  assurance  that  the  fullest  recog- 
nition would  be  given  to  British  rights 
in  the  disputed  territory  above  the 
eii;liteenlh  parallel,  which  was  received 
from  France  last  night  in  answer  to  Lord 
DufTerin's  protest  against  the  French 
occupation,  was  believed  by  the  Brili-h 
government  to  have  secured  a  peaceful 
solution  of  the  difficulty.  This  confidence 
is  no  longer  felt. 

UNEf.SISiESS  AT  BANGKOK. 

Fcr.rcd  That  an  Attack  Will  be  Made  Upon  the 
City. 

P.\Ris,  Aug.  I. — Advices  from  Bang- 
kok show  that  no  understanding  has  been 
reached  in  regard  to  the  delimitation  cf 
the  territory  claimed  bv  the  French,  or 
at  least  that  no  knowledge  to  that  effect 
has  reached  the  Siamese  capital.  Neither 
is  it  known  at  Bangkok  that  the  blockade 
is  to  be  at  once  raised. 

On  the  contrary,  the  dispatches  from 
liangkok  fully  su[)port  the  reports  cur- 
rent last  night.  ?Nluch  uneasiness  as  to 
the  final  outcome  of  the  trouble  is  felt,  in 
Bangkok  and  the  anxiety  is  increasing 
daily.  It  is  feared  that  an  attack  will 
shortly  be  made  upon  Bangkok,  unless 
I  he  French  government  send  orders  to 
Vice  Admiral  Humann  not  tu  attack  the 
city.

torily, and  that  it  has  been  agreed  that 
the  I- renc'n  blockade  of  the  Siamese 
cnast  shall  be  laised  immediately. 

Reports  of  a  similar  purport  appear 
today  in  the  Times  'and  Post.  A  dis- 
patch from  Paris  to  t!ie  Daily  News  savs: 
There  are  signs  of  the  government  Derid- 
ing somewhat  before  the  blast  that  is 
blowing  from  thtj  boulevards.  It  is  no-.v 
explained  that  France  has  not  actually 
accepted  Siam's  submission  to  the  full 
demands  of  the  French  ultimatum. 

Nothing  final  will  be  done  until  M. 
Lemyre  de  Villiers,  the  French  plenioo- 
tentiary,  who  is  now  on  his  way  to  Siam, 
has  accomplished  his  mission  to  Bang- 
kok. His  instructions,  as  Siam's  sub- 
miss'on  to  the  terms  of  the  ultimatum 
was  expected,  were  to  exact  mr»terial 
guarantees  against  a  renewal  of  the 
Siamese  attacks  upon  the  French  and  to 
ask  for  special  advantages  on  behalf  t,i 
the  French  in  which  the  financial  world 
is  understood  to  be  interested. 

The  Daily  News  makes  a  special  fea- 
ture of  the  Bangkok  dispatch  to  the  Cen- 
tral News,  which  was  sent  to  Anicrica 
last  evening  by  the  London  representa- 
tive of  the  United  Press.  This  "dispatch 
referred  to  the  uneasiness  there,  the 
arrival  of  more  French  gun-boats,  the 
issue  of  a  second  blockade  notice  and 
other  unfavorable  features  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

Eight  Chinese  Cremated. 
CoM<>,  Colo.,  .Vug.  I — Two  cabins  oc- 
cUjMcd  by  Chinese  miners  in  the  Taryall 
guj  :h  were  burned  by  white  miners 
early  this  morning.  Eight  Chinese  are 
mi?sing  and  are  believed  to  have 
perished  in  the  flames.  About  seventy- 
five  Chinese  are  employed  in  the  Taryall 
placers  and  have  beea  working  for  less 
wages  than  the  white  miners.  This 
caused  the  trouble.  The  Chinese  are 
greatly  frightened. 

A  Receiver  Appointed.

Francy  was  appointeii  receiver  of  the 
Toronto  Banking  compnny  thii  morning 
on  a  suit  entered  by  I.  McCiavic, cashier, 
against  Jefferson  .Saltsrtian,  president, 
and  lohn  Logan,  partner  in  the  concern. 
The  cause  ot  the  failure  is  given  as 
stringency  in  the  money  market  and  in- 
ability to  rcaiiic  on  assets.

HAS  FAILED  FINANCIALLY. 

The  Receipts  at  the  World's  Fair  Much  Less 
Than  Expected. 

World's  Fair  Grolnus,  Chicago, 
.•\ug.  I.— With  the  closing  of  the  gates 
last  night  the  first  half  of  the  Columbian 
exhibition  has  passed  into  history.  The 
number  of  paid  admissions  during  the 
month  was  2,759.971,  and  the  largest 
number  of  paid  admissions  was  regis- 
tered July  4  when  283,273  peojjle  deposi- 
ted the  admission  fee  with  the  ticket 
sellers. 

The  smallest  number  was  on  Sunday 
last,  when  only  18,637  piid  admissions 
were  recorded.  The  paid  attendance  for 
May  was  1,050,037,  while  that  of  June 
more  than  doubled  this  figure,  reaching 
a  total  of  2,675,113.  Officials  of 
the  fair  are  greatly  pleased  with  the 
artistic  success  of  the  greit  exposition 
but  this  much  cannot  he  said  of  the 
financial  end  of  the  enterprise.  The  at- 
tendance has  failed  largely  to  reach  the 
mark  it  was  expected  to  attain  during 
the  first  half  of  the  fair  ai;d  especially 
during  the  month  of  July. 

For  this  the  railroads  are  it\  the  main 
held  responsible  and  the  officials  do  not 
hesitate  to  criticise  the ir  stubbornness 
and  meanness  in  refusing  to  make  a  one- 
fare  n;und  trip  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fair.  The  present  hard  times  have  had 
much  to  do  with  the  poor  attendance, 
but  the  management  thinks  the  people 
would  have  attended  largely  had  the  rail- 
road fares  been  reduced. 

There  must  necessarily  be  a  large  at- 
tendance during  the  remaining  period 
of  the  fair  if  the  management  expects  to 
pay  its  debts,  and  this  is  all  they  now 
hone  to  do.  It  is  a  foregone  conclusion 
that  the  stockholders  of  the  fair  will  get 
nothing  on  their  investment,  nor  will 
their  subscriptions  be  returned,  as  the 
money  for  which  the  exposition  is  legally 
liable  amounts  to  so  much  that  it  will 
take  a  tremendous  daily  average  of  paid 
admissions  to  ease  the  obligation. 

President  Higinbotham  is  as  hopeful 
as  any  of  the  officials  in  the  matter  of 
finance.  He  said  today:  "I  have  only 
one  fault  to  find  with  the  first  half  of  the 
expoiiiion.  The  attendance  has  not  been 
what  it  ought  to  have  been.  In  all  other 
respects  the  exposition  has  been  a  suc- 
cess, as  no  on  can  reasonably  deny,  hut 
in  that  respect  the  first  half  is  by  no 
meai;s  the  better  half.  I  believe  that 
the  attendance  from  now  on  will  steadily 
increase." 

The  retrenchment  policy  will  be  re- 
newed at  once  with  increased  vigor.  One 
of  the  first  effects  of  economy  is  felt  in 
the  elimination  of  one "spt^cial"  night  per 
week.  Heretofore  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday  were  designated  as 
"special"  nights  and  were  rendered  at- 
tractive by  band  concerts,  fireworks,  etc. 
This  feature  lias  been  a'uridged  to  two 
nights  and  Wednesday  and  Saturday 
will  hereafter  be  known  as  "special" 
nijjhts. 

There  will  be  no  music  at  night  except 
on  those  days  and  the  hours  for  the  day 
concerts  h.ave  been  chaiued  so  as  to  di- 
vide the  music  equ3livf)c:we°n  the  morn- 
ing and  afternoon.  Th;  free  orchestral 
concerts  v.'ill  be  g'ven  as  usual,  when  the 
orchestra  is  not  engaged  in  rehearsing 
for  an  afternoon  program, at  least  for  the 
present.  The  new  arrangement  will 
work  a  saving  of  a  fe>v  hundred  dollars 
dailv.

THE  RAILROAD  LANDS. 


The  Question  of  Their  Taxation  Being  Tested 
in  Aitkin. 
Brainf.ki),  Mini;.,  Aug.  i.— The  case 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota  on  the  relation 
of  J.  N.  Marr  against  the  auditor  of 
Aitkin  county,  involving  the   question  of 

the  taxation  of  the  St.  Paul  ^^c  Dulu'h 
railroad  lands,  has  been  continued  for 
one  week  by  stipulation  between  Judge 
Merrill,  of  Aitkin,  attorney  for  relator, 
and  Lush,  Burns  &  Hadley,  attorneys 
for  the  St.  Paul  c\:  Duluth  railroad,  who 
appear  for  the  auditor  and  will  contest 
tht'!  matter  in  the  interest  of  the  road. 

By  order  of  the  stijiulation  entered  into 
between  the  attorneys,  the  facts  involved 
in  the  case  are  agreed  upon  so  that  upon 
tlie  hearing  of  the  matter  by  Hon.  G.  W. 
Holland,  the  only  matter  to  he  passed 
'jpon  will  be  the  question  of  Jaw  involved 
in  the  case.  There  are  those  points  in 
the  case  wliich  arc  relied  upon  by  the 
relator  to  establish  the  right  to  tax  these 
lands. 

First — That  the  act  of  Feb.  23,  1S65, 
and  the  act  of  March  3,  1865,  so  far  ss 
they  related  to  the  taxation  of  the  lands 
of  said  company  arc  unconstitutional. 

Second — That  the  act  of  March  3, 
1S65,  is  a  special  law  applying  to  the 
Lake  .Superior  &  Mississippi  Road  com- 
pany alone  and  in  no  way  affects  the  .St. 
Paul  &  Duluth,  which  is  the  successor 
of  the  Lake  Superior  iv  Mississippi  rail- 
road. (While  it  luay  be  true  that  the  St. 
Paul  i5v:  Duluth  r.'iilroad  succeeded  to  all 
the  rights,  franchises,  etc.,  of  the  Lake 
Superior  i*v;  Mississippi  railroad,  the  re- 
lator claims  that  this  law  is  not  a  fran- 
chise and  conscfiaently  did  not  pass  to 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroad.) 

Third-  The  r.ct  cf  February  23,  1S65, 
cortains  this  provision,  referring  to  the 
lands  owned  by  said  company:  "Provid- 
ed, further,  th.tt  said  railroad  lands  shall 
be  taxed  as  other  lands  in  the  sta'e  in 
five  years  after  the  said  companv  shall 
berome  entitled  to  said  Innds."  The  act 
of  March  3,  1865,  contains  the  provision: 
"And  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts 
in  relation  to  the  taxation  of  the  lands  of 
said  Companv,  so  far  .'s  the  mode  of  tax- 
ing such  lands  conilicts  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed."  It  is  contended  on 
the  part  of  the  relator  that  the  five-year 
clause  in  the  act  of  February  23  is  not 
repeale.l  by  the  last  clause  above  quoted. 

These  three  points    are   the    principal 
ones  relied  upon  by  the  relator    to    esta- 
blish his  claims    that    the    lands    in  the 
hands  of  the  St.  Paul  v^;  Duluth  railroad 
arc    not    exempt    froi:i     taxation.    The 
case  will    be    vigorously    prosecuted  by 
Judge  Merrill,  and  according  to  the  stipu- 
lation of  the  attorneys,  it  is   now    cxpec-  . 
ted  that  the  case  will  be  brought   on    for  I 
a  final  iiearing  at  the    Uctober    term    of  I 
the  supreme  court,    as  it   is  a    foregone 
conclusion  that  any  decision    to  be    ren- 
dered by  the  district  court  would    be  un- 
satisfactory to  the  defeated    party    and 
would  necessitate  an    appeal.

Ni:\v  Yd  rk,  Aug.  i.— The  World  this 
morning  publishes  a  special  cable  dis- 
patch from  Rome  containing  a  transla- 
tion of  Pope  Leo's  forthcoming  encycli- 
cal upon  the  labor  question,  of  which  the 
following  is  an  abstract: 

Constitutions  and  laws  have  their  foun- 
dation in  the  character  and  traditions  of 
nations  and  peoples.  They  are  the  work 
of  God  through  the  centuries,  as  the  his- 
tory of  every  country  shows.  But  no 
law  which  wanders  from  religion  or  tends 
to  subvert  it  can  be  otherwise  th.an 
defective  and  in  time  must  come  to 
naught.  ■  Society  is  not  a  human  inven- 
tion but  a  divine  inspiration,  tor  the  real 
social  contract  is  not  merely  a  right 
between  man  and  God.  Where  the  man 
fulfills  his  duty  to  God,  he  cannot  fail 
to  perform  his  duty  to  society.  Property 
is  an  essential  element  to  social  order 
for  the  preservation  and  development  of 
human  life,  and  the  divine  law  has  de- 
clared property  sacred  and  inviolable— 
"cursed  be  he  who  removeth  his  neigh- 
bor's landmark."  But  the  poor  have 
nevertheless  a  right  to  be  assisted  by  the 
rich;  not  by  indiscriminate  alms  giving, 
but  by  preparing  such  employment  for 
them  as  will  be  useful.  "If  a  man  will 
not  work,  neither  shall  he  eat."  But  if 
he  has  no  work,  it  is  plainly  the  duty  of 
those  who  can  do  so  to  provide  it  for 
him.  This  legitimatizes  property.  No 
so-called  right  has  any  sanction  if  not 
sanctioned  by  God,  and  no  usurpation  of 
others'  rights  can  expect  the  blessing  of 
heaven. 

Atheism  and  departure  from  the 
Christian  faith  are  the  great  aids  and 
stimulants  of  anarchy  and  socialism,  so 
the  Christian  faith  alone  is  the  bulwark 
of  social  order.  This  moment  Europe 
is  in  the  throes  of  an  immense  upheaval 
of  iicciety,  in  which  one  violent  struggle 
succeeds  another  unceasingly.  In  many 
cases  the  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  legislation  has  not  been  duly 
enacted,  for  every  person  should  have 
his  legitimate  part  in  the  benefits  of 
sociiity  according  to  the  order  of  Provid- 
ence. 

This  state  of  unrest  is  not  confined  to 
the  working  classes,  properly  so  called. 
It  has  t?ken  root  and  is  bearing  nefarious 
fruit  in  the  more  cultivated  part  of 
society.  The  masses  who  do  nut  per- 
ceive the  niceties  of  light  and  shide, 
seeing  there  moving  in  a  superior  condi- 
tion of  life  adherents  of  the  people  of 
socitty,  allow  themselves  to  be  blinded 
by  the  agitators  who  have  no  interest  in 
the  cau^e  they  so  loudly  uphold,  beyond 
a  selfish  one.  And  this  is  why  strikers 
are  so  unproductive  of  beneficial  results. 
Placed  on  a  basis  more  social  than 
economic;  being  more  of  a  struggle  than 
a  pacification;  more  of  aggression 
than  defense,  the  strike  loses  its 
natural  aspect  and  hides  its  essence. 

A  strike  can  be  justified  only  as  a 
means  of  defense  when  an  individual's 
interest  is  attacked.  Never  can  it  be 
justified  as  a  collective  arm  of  aggres- 
sion. When  his  labor  is  neither  produc- 
tive nor  remunerative,  he  has  a  right  to 
refuse  to  continue  it,  but  an  individual 
right  cannot  be  transferred  into  a  collec- 
tive right,  nor  can  an  arm  of  defense  be 
changed  into  an  arm  of  aggression  to 
cause  a  means  of  good  to  degenerate 
into  a  source  of  barm.  An  aggressive 
strike  is  not  reciprocal  between  operator 
and  operative,  but  an  instrument  of  at- 
tack upon  the  proprietor  and  property. 
The  operative  on  strike  is  a  passive  and 
dominated  instrument,  not  an  intelligent 
being.  While  his  action  lessens  the 
capital  of  the  employer,  it  puts  no  money 
into  his  own  pocket. 

The  right  of  protecting  the  operative, 
whether  in  the  factory  or  in  the  field, 
should  be  admitted.  And  for  this  pur- 
|)0sc  the  maximum  of  labor  as  well  as 
the  maximum  of  sa.'ary  should  be  fixed. 
The  hours  of  labor  should  be  arranged, 
giving  due  attention  to  days  of  rest  and 
abstention  from  labor.

WHY  HE  DID  NOT  TAKE  PART. 


Many  of  the  Loans  Carried  By  the  Bank  Are 

Worthless  to  a   Large 

Degree. 


Individual  Stockholders  Permitted  to  Borrow 

Many  Times  More  Than  the  Legal 

Ten  Per  Cent. 


Chicago,  Aug.  i.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Indianapolis  says:  It  was 
learned  here  last  night  that  there  will 
likely  bj  a  numb  *r  of  arrests  as  a  result 
of  the  Indianapolis  National  bank  fail- 
ure. Evidence  made  public  yesterday 
shows  the  defunct  concern  was  grossly 
mismanaged  and  that  the  $1,100,000  of 
deposits  were  strewn  ab.mt  with  lavish 
hands.  It  has  been  given  out  already 
tbai  the  $1,500,000  ol  loans  carried  by 
thi.'  bank  are  wo  thW ss  to  such  a  degree 
that  depr.sitors  m.iy  not  realize  over  25 
cents  on  the  dollar. 

The  most  serous  charge,  however,  is 
thit  individual  stucktiolders  were  per- 
mitted to  borrow  m  my  tr.nes  over  what 
is  allowed  by  the  10  per  cent  rule.  Theo- 
dore P.  Haughev,  the  prcsi  ent,  is 
charged  with  having  borrowed  $100,000 
from  the  bank,  and  a  large  manufactur- 
ing concern  here  in  which  he  is  inter- 
ested is  said  to  have  secured  over  S200,- 
000.  Two  concerns  operated  by  sons  of 
President  Haughey  are  also  said  to  have 
been  kept  up  by  generous  loans  from  the 
bank. 

On  the  day  prior  to  the  failure  the 
clearing  house  committee  was  able  to 
pick  on Iv  $50,000  ot  sate  securities  out 
of  Si, 500,000  in  the  bank's  pusse-sion. 
These  events  have  brought  about  steady 
runs  on  the  other  banks  which  are  being 
kept  up,  and  those  well  informed  speak 
of  the  situation  here  as  decidedly  threat- 
ening. 

A  SCHOOL  DIFFICULTY. 


Halifax  School  Board  and  an  Archbishop  Are 
Quarreling. 

Halifax,  N.  S.,  Aug.  i.— The  diffi- 
culty between  the  Halifax  school  board 
and  Archbishop  O  brien  over  the  ques- 
tion of  the  ownership  of  schools  forCath- 
alic  children,  has  assumed  a  new   phase. 

Hitherto  the  school  buildings  attended 
by  Catholics  have  been  owned  by  the 
archbishop,  ^^..,w  the  board  proposes  to 
erect  a  new  school  for  the  Catholic  child- 
ren of  the  North  End  and  asserts  the 
principle  of  the  city  owning  all  its  own 
school  buildings. 

The  parents  of  the  children  for  whom 
the  school  is  to  be  erected  have  signed  a 
document  indorsing  the  policy  and  acticn 
of  Archbishop  O'Briea  and  pled^ing 
themselves  not  to  send  their  c>  ildren  to 
the  new  school.  The  board  will  erect  an 
expensive  building  for  which  there  will 
be  no  pupils. 


Censorship  Removed. 

Washington,  Aug.  i.— The  censor- 
ship over  cypher  telegrams  sent  from 
Brazil  to  the  United  States  has  been  re- 
moved. Information  to  this  effect  has 
been  received  at  thj  state  department 
from  Minister  Conger.  It  is  understood 
that  the  conscript  did  not  apply  to  mess- 
ages in  cvpher  sent  by  foreign  rrpre- 
sentatives  to  their  home  governments, 
but  only  to  messages  of  a  private  char- 
acter. 

The  Canadian  Fisheries. 

Ottawa,  Ont,  Aug.  i.— Statistics  just 
prepared  show  the  value  of  the  lishery 
yield  of  Canada  for  the  past  year  to  be 
$18,941,171,  a  decrease  of  $36,907,  ascom- 
pared  with  the  previous  year.  la  con 
nection  with  the  modus  vivendi  108  li- 
censes were  issued  last  year  as  com- 
pared with  36  in  188S.  The  yield  of  the 
fisheries  in  1892  was  more  than  four 
times  greater  tnan  in  1869. 

The  Canadian  Canal. 
Ottawa,    Aug.    i.— The    minister    of 
railways  and   canals    expects    that    the 
Canadian  Sault  Ste.   Mane  canal  will  bo 
ready  for  traffic  by  May  i  next  year.

Italian  Officers. 

MoNTRicAi.,  Aug  I.— Maj.  Dfsj.^r- 
dines,  in  explanation  of  his  refus.'l  to 
take  part  in  the  reception  to  the  otViccrs 
of  the  halia.i  warship,  writci  to  the  Ijcal 
press  ai  follows:  "For  the  past  twenty- 
rive  ycari  I  have  taken  pait  with  liie 
Catholic  population  of  Montreil  in  all 
movements  which  have  st  irtvd  to  defend 
or  vindicate  tne  right  <.f  the  pope  to  his 
temporal  duiinins  against  the  Italian 
government.  1  have  applauded  .md  en- 
couiaged,  by  every  means  within  my 
power,  my  fellow  Catholics,  and  cs- 
pecialiy  that  group  of  young  men  who 
wcrt  to  deS.i:d  by  force  ol  arms  the 
ri<,hts  of  the  sovereign  pcntiff  to  these 
properlies  which  we  con^idcr  as  the 
ctinmon  inhtntance  of  the  head,  and  if 
all  nicmbcis  of  the  great  Citholic  family. 
Vou  may  easily  utidcr.-.tand  therefore 
why  even,  while  la\ing  a^ide  all  other 
«Jue^tlons^,  I  could  hardly  consi.Ier  my- 
self as  [lersdn  i  grata  in  the  wclccme  of 
the  distinguished  visitors  when  that  step 
must  nfces^arlly  be  considered  as  inten- 
ded for  the  government  which  they  le- 
present.

FEELING  OF  CONFIDENCE. 


Withdrawals    From    the   New  York    Savings 
Banks   Were    Light. 

Ne:\v  York,  Aug.  1.     With   yesterday 

morning  the  savings  banks  of  this  city, 

as  a  rule,  began  to  take  advantage  of  the 

sixty  day  time  clause.  That  is,  the  banks 

officials  made  use  of  the  prerogative  m 
cases  where  large  amounts  were  con- 
cerned, or  where  such  action  was  dcemtd 
necessary  to  rheck  the  withdrawal  oT 
money  for  hoarding  or  in  senseless 
frijjht. 

But  while  nearly  all  the  banks  claimed 
the  privilege  of  using  the  clause,  in  com- 
paratively tew  instances  was  it  applied. 
A  visit  to  the  principal  savings  banks  of 
the  city  disclosed  the  fact  that  about  the 
usual  amount  of  business  was  being 
done.  Perhaps  a  trifle  more  than  the 
average  number  of  depositors  were 
awaiting  their  turn  to  withdraw  money, 
but  at  most  of  the  barks  there  are  many 
persons  anxious  to  deposit  monev.  The 
general  impression  seemed  to  be  one  ot 
confidence.

Buffum  recites  the  story  of  her  married 
life,  the  events  that  transpired  while  she 
was  an  inmate  of  the  Buffum  home  in 
the  East  End,  Pittsburg,  and  conckides 
with  a  demand  for  trial  bv  jury.

Cattle  Men  Started  Their  Cattle  on  a  Dead 

Run,  Causing  !he  Earth  to

While  the  Flames  Were  at   Their  Height,  A 

Cyclone  Also  Swept  From  the 

Northwest. 


Chicago,  Aug.  i.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Heniiessy,  O.  T..  says  the 
I'nited  States  cavalry  is  reported  to 
have  fired  the  Cherokee  strip  and  it  is 
now  a  vast  conflagration  destined  to 
create  great  loss.  The  burning  prairies 
make  a  thrilling  scene.  Cattle  men 
started  their  cattle  on  a  dead  run, 
causing  the  earth  fairly  to  tremble  as 
they  flew  before  the  rapidly  approach- 
ini{  flimts. 

Boomers'  wagons  with  horses  on  the 
gallop  and  men  with  pale  faces  watched 
the  impending  danger  as  it  nearedthem. 
Coyotes  by  the  hundreds,  j  ••.ck  rabbits 
innumerable,  prairie  dogs  bv  the  thou- 
sands made  all  haste,  driven  by  the 
flames  to  find  a  place  of  safety. 

This  will  be  a  blow  to  the  boomers 
who  have  intended  to  take  claims  in  the 
strip,  as  it  will  destroy  the  last  vestige  of 
forage  for  their  animals.  Farmers  on 
the  edge  of  the  strip  are  battling  against 
the  flames  to  prevent  them,  if  possible, 
from  destroying  their  vast  stacks  of 
wheat  and  their  homes. 

While  the  flames  were  at  their  height 
another  demon  of  destruction,  the  cy- 
clone, was  sweeping  down  from  the 
northwest,  carrying  with  it  the  fire  and 
spreading  it  for  miles  around. 

AS  HOKE  SEES  US. 


The  Secretary  of  the  interior  Sizes  Up  the 
the  Northwest. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
Aug.  I. — Secretary  of  the  Interior  Hoke 
Smith,  who  is  now  at  the  fair,  says  of  the 
Northwest,    which  he  ,has    just  visited. 

"It  was  my  first  trip  to  the  Northwest 
and  I  am  greatly  pleased  with  what  I 
have  seen.  Although  some  of  the  busi- 
ness men  are  just  now  exciti  d  on  account 
of  the  closing  ot  silver  mines,  I  think  the 
section  is  prosperous.  They  realize,  1 
think,  that  their  great  development  is 
due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  sale  of 
their  securities  in  the  European  mr.ncy 
markets,  and  that,  to  keep  si:ch  securit- 
ies in  the  market  in  an  equitable  compe- 
tition, we  must  plant  ourselves  on  a  sound 
currency.  They  cannot  expect  the  gov- 
ernment to  call  less  than  a  dollar  a  dol- 
lar. Among  the  more  quiet  business 
men  there  is  a  strong  undercurrent  in 
favor  of  the  best  money. 

"Th-j  great  West  impressed  me  as  be- 
ing truly  wonderful.  Men  in  the  East 
who  have  never  been  there  know  com- 
paratively little  about  it.  Not  only  is 
the  section  rich  in  agriculture  and  miner- 
als, but  the  character  of  the  people  s'.ruck 
me  as  being  most  excellent.  Never  have 
I  seen  better  public  schools  than  in  Du- 
luth  and  Helena.

Countjf  Abstract  Books. 

Ttie  people  who  tiave  been  urjjing  the 
county  commissioners  to  purchase  ab- 
stract books  to  be  kept  by  the  county 
ate  still  endeavorinjj  to  attain  their  ob- 
ject, despite  the  fact  that  public  senti- 
ment is  largely  opposed  to  the  idea. 
The  Herald  has  in  previous  articles 
stated  its  reasons  very  fully  for  opposing 
the  purchase  of  the  Marvin  tract  index 
or  any  other  abstract  books  by  the 
county,  being  convinced  that  there  is  no 
urgent  necessity  for  such  a  set  of  books 
beinjj  kept  by  the  county;  that  the  ben- 
efit which  the  public  would  derive  there- 
from would  be  very  sm.ill;  th?.t  it  would 
be  a  S3urce  of  constant  large  expense  to 
the  county. 

The  experience  of  larger  and  oklir 
cities  is  directly  opposed  to  the  idea  of 
the  county  going  into  the  abstract  busi- 
ness. This  is  shown  by  the  rep'.ies  to 
letters  of  inquiry  sent  to  the  leading 
cities  of  the  country.  No  official  abstract 
books  are  kept  in  New  York  city,  where 
the  amount  of  land  transfer  is  very 
heavy.  The  same  is  true  of  Boston, 
Columbus,  O.,  Milwaukee,  Washington, 
Cleveland,  Kansas  City,  Peoria,  111.,  In- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati,  Springfield,  111., 
Detroit,  Mich.,  St.  Louis  and  other  l.irge 
cities. 

The  register  of  deeds  at  Detroit  writes: 
"From  my  three  years' experience  in  this 
office  I  certainly  would  advise  you  or 
your  commissioners  to  leave  the  making 
of  abstracts  to  private  parties,  as  I  do  not 
think  making  abstracts  in  a  public  office 
would  be  a  profitable  busip.css,  because 
no  one  would  want  to  accept  an  abstract 
unless  he  had  either  a  very  great  confi- 
dence in  the  abstractor,  or  a  guarantee, 
and  the  county  would  certainly  be  very 
foolish  to  give  any  guarantee." 

W.  A.  Hobbs,  the  recorder  of  deeds  at 
St.  Louis,  writes:  "If  you  wish  my  pri- 
vate opinion  in  regard  to  any  municipal- 
ity making  abstracts  of  titles,  or  any 
business  of  that  character,  I  mutt  an- 
swer that  I  most  decidedly  think  that  it 
should  not  be  done  under  any  consider- 
ation. This  I  hold  for  various  reasons 
which,  if  you  desire,  I  will  take  pleasure 
in  entering  more  fully  at  your  plea- 
sure." 

The  recorder  of  deeds  at  Chicago  re- 
ports that  under  a  state  law  he  keeps  a 
complete  set  <.f  tract  indexes  to  all  real 
estate  located  in  the  county, 
but  that  his  office  is  turning  out  only 
about  one  fourth  of  the  abstracts  made. 
This  shows  that  the  people  of  Chicago' 
do  not  regard  the  official  abstracts  as 
any  more  reliable  than  those  furnished  by 
private  firms  or  corporations  and  thit 
the  large  majority  prefer  to  deal  with 
the  latter. 

In  view  of  th^se  statements,  it  would 
appe:ir  to  be  the  height  of  absurdity  for 
St.  Louis  county  to  enter  upon  the 
abstract  business.  It  would  simply  be 
adding  an  additional  expense  to  the 
county,  with  no  [adequate  benefit  to  the 
people.

The  Clouds  Breaking. 

Although  small  failures  continue  to  be 
reported  in  various  scattered  sections  of 
the  country,  there  are  several  indications 
that  the  financial  Hurry  is  well  nigh  over 
and  that  the  tide  has  turned  in  the 
direction  of  an  easier  money  market  and 
renewed  progress  all  along  the  line. 
Although  there  is  no  conspicuous  im- 
provement in  the  general  money  situ- 
ation, the  feeling  is  becoming  more 
widespread  that  the  worst  has  been 
passed.  This  feeling  cannot  but  have  a 
powerful  effect  in  hastening  the  rtturn 
of  better  times,  because  after  all  it  is 
only  a  (juestifjn  of  confidence.  When 
complete  confidence  has  been 
restored,  prospeiity  will  be  found  to  have 
returned  at  the  same  time. 

Henry  Clews,  the  New  York  I  anker, 
notes  that  certain  results   of   the   crisis 


are  now  beginning  to  bring  remedial 
tendencies  into  plav.  The  fall  in  prices 
of  products  is  opening  foreign  markets 
to  a  larger  supply  of  our  exports,  and 
the  decline  in  stocks  and  bonds  has 
brought  out  such  exceptional  tempta- 
tions to  foreign  investors  as  to  produce 
a  material  change  in  the  foreign  ex- 
changes, and  the  current  symptoms  con- 
sequently indicate  a  probability  of  con- 
siderable imports  of  gold.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  fact,  it  is  fortunate  that 
London  appears  to  construe  favorably 
the  chances  of  congress  repeal- 
ing the  silver  purchase  clause  oi  the 
Sherman  act.  This  expectation  must  be 
regarded  as  explaining  the  recent  steady 
buying  on  London  account.  It  is  in 
every  way  reasonable  to  anticipate  that, 
in  the  event  of  congress  taking  that 
action,  there  will  be  an  immense  foreign 
demand  for  our  stocks  and  bonds  that 
will  put  a  new  aspect  upon  financial 
affairs  on  this  side  the  Atlantic  ar.tl  pro- 
duce a  general  recovery  in  prices.  For- 
tunately both  the  I>ank  of  England  and 
th;;  Bank  ot  France  have  now  a  surplus 
of  gold  that  would  predispose  them 
rather  to  encourage  than  discourage  such 
a  movement. 

Rumors  have  been  current  that,  on 
the  strength  of  the  probabilities  of  such 
legislation,  negotiations  have  been  set 
afoot  for  borrowing  a  consider.ible 
amount  in  London  and  Paris  upon  our 
securities  at  their  current  low  prices, 
with  a  view  to  bringing  hither  an  amount 
of  gold  sufficient  to  dissipate  the  prevail- 
ing demoralization.  Mr.  Clews  says  he 
has  reason  to  believe  that  such  a  plan 
has  been  seriously  deliberated  in  high 
quarters;  but  no  positive  action  seems 
yet  to  have  been  taken;  but  if  such  a 
scheme  is  not  made  operative  the  de- 
sired result  will  surely  come  about  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  foreign  exchanges. 

At  the  present  moment  much  depends 
upon  whether  the  extreme  scarcity  of 
money  among  the  banks  of  the  interior 
has  reached  its  climax.  When  that  point 
is  passed,  little  would  remain  to  obstruct 
the  process  of  recovery.  The  st.ngc  of 
recovery  will  be  coincident  with  the  re- 
turn of  money  from  hoard  to  the  banks; 
.ind  the  strength  and  firm  endurance  of 
the  banks  under  such  an  extraordinary 
drain  suggests  a  probability  that  the 
timid  will  soon  conclude  that  their  friebt 
has  largely  exceeded  any  real  occasion 
and  will  return  their  hoards  to  the  banks. 
Indeed  there  was  evidence  during  the 
past  week  that  some  of  the  hoarders 
have  regained  their  courage.  Ths  low 
prices  at  which  first-class  stocks  and 
bonds  are  selling  proved  a  templalion 
that  they  could  not  resist,  and  many  pur- 
chases by  investors  who  have  had  their 
money  locked  up  in  vaults  are  reported. 
When  this  feeling  becomes  more  gen- 
eral, the  recovery  from  the  financial 
stringency  will  be  very  rapid. 


The  Low  Wheat  Prices. 

The  remarkably  low  price  at  which 
wheat  is  selling  at  present,  and  the  large 
stocks  of  grain  in  store,  are  naturally 
arousing  considerable  interest.  The 
question  whether  the  coming  crop  will 
onlv  bring  the  low  prices  now.  ruling  is 
one  of  great  importance  to  the  farmers 
of  the  Northwest.  During  last  week 
wheat  declined  over  5  cents  a 
bushel  bo'.h  in  Duluth  and  Chicago,  this 
heavy  falling  oft  in  values  being  directly 
due  to  the  dumping  of  large  (juantilies 
of  wheat  on  the  Chicago  market,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  banks  calling  in  their  loans  to 
heavy  wheat  carriers,  and  the  probabil- 
ity is  that  further  declines  for  the  same 
reason  may  be  expected. 

The  grain  men  at  Chicago  are  still 
carrying  nearly  20,030.000  bushels  of 
wheat  in  store  and  it  has  become  a 
heavy  load.  While  Duluth  grain  men 
have  been  shipping  out  their  wheat  for 
export  at  the  ruling  prices,  the  Chicago 
operators  have  held  tightly  to  their 
wheat,  unwilling  to  sell  at  such  low 
prices  but  paying  heavy  storage  charges. 
Now,  when  pinched  by  the  banks  which 
cannot  afford  to  carry  them  much  longer 
they  are  glad  to  get  any  price  that  is 
offered,  and  t'ne  result  is  a  succession  of 
breaks  in  the  market.  Had  the  Chicago 
men  pursueil  the  policy  that  was  adopt- 
ted  at  Duluth,  the  trade  would  be  in  a 
better  condition  tcd.ay.  The  Chicago 
price  for  cash  contract  wheat 
is  now  below  the  average 
farm  price  in  December  last  year,  which 
was  63  cents,  or  the  lowest  farm  price  in 
December  of  any  previous  year,  which 
was  64^'^  cents,  gnd  the  September  op- 
tion ig  cents  below  the  average  farm 
price  in  December  for  fifteen  yc::rs  pait, 
which  has  been  nearly  84  cents. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  those  who 
claim  that  the  prospects  are  good  for  an 
early  and  niateiial  advance  in  prices, 
and  the  wisdom  of  Chicago  grain  m;n  in 
carrying  so  much  wheat  will  be  appar- 
ent. It  is  asserted  that  in  some  locali- 
ties in  the  central  wheat  halt  they  arc  not 
throsiiing  out  over  one-third  an  aver.nge 
yield,  or  securing  at  present  prices  more 
than  one-fifth  as  much  money  as  triey 
<lid  last  season.  It  is  also  claimed 
that  one-half  the  spring  wheat  belt  will 
not  grow  over  half  a  crop;  that  hot 
weather  is  the  main  cause  with  harv  est 
storms  yet  to  hear  from;  that  lac  North- 
west will  likely  be  forced  to  buy  wheat 
from  central  points  to  run  their  mills, 
and  that  Chicago  has  now  a  large  and 
daily  increasing  number  of  orders  to  ship 
good  milling  wheat  to  near  by  milling 
points  than  for  many  years.  This  view 
is  quite  general  in  Chicago,  and  many 
good  grain  mercb.ants  predict  ninety  cent 
wheat  before  Christmas  and  an  unusual 
good  demand  for  cash  wheat.  They 
claim  the  Chicago  stock  is  the  beit 
quality  and  that  it  only  needs  to  be  tested 


by  millers  to  make  the  fdeinand  soon 
equal  the  supply,  and  that  shipping  con- 
ditions will  soon  ilevelop  that  will  pre- 
vent any  material  increase  m  the  visible 
at  the  time  the  movement  is  largest,  and 
the  visible  ordinarily  increases  rapidly, 
or  say  the  coming  sixty  da>s. 

The  London  Corn  Trade  List  (P»eer- 
bohen's)  has  made  estimates  of  the  wheat 
crop  throughout  the  world,  and  here  are 
the  figures  compared  with  those  of  last 
year:

To  put  it  shortly,  therefore,  the  pros- 
pect is  for  19.000,000  quarters  less  being 
produced  in  the  above-named  countries 
than  last  y^^ir.  against  which  has  to  be 
put  the  fact  that  America  is  carrying  a 
stock  of  about  6,000,000  quarters  more 
than  last  year.  In  other  countries,  tak- 
irg  the  aggregate,  stocks  are  no  larger 
than  last  year. 

"It  cannot  of  course  be  claimed  that 
the  above  figures  arc  at  all  final,"  says 
the  Corn  Trade  List,  "but  they  indicate 
the  present  outlook;  and  in  this  time  of 
despondency  they  are  worth  examina- 
tion, for  they  point  to  the  view  that  there 
is  room  in  the  season  of  1893-91  for  a  vast 
improv.'mep.t  on  the  profitless  and  un- 
satisfactory trading  of  1892-93.  It  is 
evident,  in  fact,  that  Europe  will  want 
much  more,  while  America  will  have 
much  less  wheat  to  spare  than  in  the 
past  season,  which  is  in  itself  a 
very  healthy  circumstance.  What 
the  trade  now  chiefly  lacks  is  a 
more  satisfactory  condition  in  monetary 
affairs  in  America,  and  «iore  confidence 
in  Europe,  which  would  in  that  case  be 
sure  to  follow.  If  one  were  arguing  from 
a  40s.  level,  the  case  might  be  different, 
for  there  is  plenty  of  wheat  in  sight,  at 
least;  but  a  2^s.  10303.  level  is  surely 
fictitious  and  abnormal,  and  not  likely  to 
be  an  abiding  one." 

Consequently  it  would  appear  that  the 
prcient  low  wheat  prices  cannot  con- 
tinue, but  that  as  soon  as  the  financial 
troubles  are    ended    wheat  will    rapidly 

advance.

The  ttiplc-scrcw  commerce  c'estroycr, 
Columbia,  is  built  cf  steel  and,  besides 
liaving  her  engines,  boiler.-;,  magazines, 
e-.c,  protected  by  a  heavy  steel  deck  and 
many  feet  of  coal,  has  a  wall  fif  patent 
fuel  i'n'c  feet  thiijk  extending  along  the 
sides  ill  the  region  of  the  water  line  and 
throughout  the  locality  cf  the  vitals,  pro 
tects  the  machinery,  etc  ,  from  inacbiiie- 
gini  lire,  and  at  the  same  time  forming  a 
reserve  supply  in  case  of  the  exhaustion 
cf  the  regular  coil  allowat  cc. 

Her  power  is  distributed  through  three 
shafts -one  placed  amidsliips  and  two 
others  placed  further  forward,  one  on 
each  side.

Employment  /tgencics. 
To  the  Ediiui  ..i  ihc  lleraUl: 

Saturday's  issue  of  the  Herald  con- 
tains an  article  in  relation  to  an  em- 
ployment a^^ent  of  this  city  which  casts 
an  unple.iaant  odor  on  other  agencies. 
The  public  are  given  the  impression  that 
the  employment  business  is  simply-  to 
use  a  slang  phrase  -a  "skin  game."  To 
denionstriite  the  position  of  the  employ- 
ment bureau  is  the  object  of   this  article. 

Agencies  of  this  kind  in  this  state  are 
crciitd  thus:  Appiihcation  is  made  to 
thecity  council  ot  f:e  city  in  which  the 
business  is  to  be  opci.itcd.  Accompany- 
ing thi^  apphcution  is  a  bond  running  Xo 
tiic  state  ol  Aliiiiits'jla  for  the  enormous 
sum  cf  ;^io,ooo.  The  conditions  of  this 
bond  are  such  that  if  any  misrepresenta- 
tions are  made  by  the  ngent  to  the  men 
he  liircs,  such  agent  shall  be  responsible 
lor  llie  iiinour.i  of  dau'agcs  suffered.  If 
an  agent  sends  a  man  to  an  employer 
without  authority  and  the  employer  fails 
to  get  work  as  bargained,  such  agent  is 
responsible  for  all  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  in  the  transaction. 

Too  freiiuemly  employers  orderagents 
to  hire  a  number  of  men  for  them  at 
specified  waL'es,  and  b.^fore  the  agent's 
men  reach  tlu-irdestinationiOther  menare 
hired  to  fill  their  nlaces.  This  is  where 
the  employer  fails  in  his  <laly,  he  should 
notify  the  agent  wiihouL  ilcl.iy  to  cancel 
his  order.  I'hose  men  comj  liack  to  the 
employment  ;)gent  and  wiili  threats  and 
eiiitbets  winch  only  a  giant  can  en- 
counter, demand  thj  "world"  for  the  in- 
jury done  them.  If  they  are  not  given 
immediate  saiis.^ai  tion  they  -.vr  them- 
selves to  ioine  police  olfiocr,  and  finally 
their  case  wiiHis  up  in  the  columns  of 
the  daily  pppers. 

The  employment  bureau  serves  a  good 
purpose.  When  an  order  is  received  the 
agent  displays  it  on  his  bulletin  boards 
in  a  in.anner  ai  attractive  as  his  skill  as  a 
printer  will  permit.  As  a  result  ot  this 
display  large  numbers  of  all  grades  of 
laborers  congregate  there  to  make  a 
thousand  inquiries.  Especially  is  this 
the  case  with  strangets  and  these  of  a 
loreign  nationality.  Where  is  the  office 
of  the  railroad  company  or  contractor 
that  would  allow  such  an  assemblage  of 
humanity  to  "bore"  them  wiih  their 
varied  questions.  If  there  is  any  doubt 
in  anyone's  mind  as  to  the  annoyance 
created  by  such  an  assemblage,  jist  step 
inU)  an  eiiip'oyment  office  and  remain 
about  half  :ir  iiour. 

As  a  rule  laborers  .nre  "broke."  L'lider 
these  circumstances  they  must  be  given 
free  tr:insportaticn.  Employers  autho- 
rize agents  to  secure  transportation  for 
their  men.  A  stranger  iu  this  region  or 
a  fureij:;ner  who  cannot  speak  English 
nor  even  think  in  English,  finds  it  great- 
ly to  his  advantage  to  bo  able  to  secure 
work  as  soon  as  he  lands  here  for  the 
moderate  .sum  of  one  dollar,  while  if 
there  were  no  employment  offices  he 
would  probably  spend  ten  times  that 
amount,  or  l)ecome  a  county  boarder 
befoJ^e  he  could  find  out  where  the  work 
is.  Ten  cbaiices  to  one  hft  would  never 
find  it.  Oftentimes  have  we  seen  cases 
where  that  ur.clesirable  population  found 
in  the  police  court  every  morning  come 
into  our  office  to  be  shipped  out  of  town 
to  some  public  work,  where  they  olten 
turn  out  to  be  the  best  workers  when 
tiey  are  away  frv)m  the  temptations  of 
the  saloon. 

Those  who  doubt  the  integrity  of  the 
employment  a-^'ent  wou'd  do  well  to  in- 
vestigate their  tcsi'.ion  before  condemn- 
ing them  as  "blood  thirsty  sharks."  We 
have  no  words  if  comment  on  the  case 
reported  in  your  paper  last  Saturday 
except  that  the  responsibility  should 
be  laid  on  the  shoulders  of  the  guilty 
party  and  not  on  employment  agents  in 
general.

City  Attorney  Cr«  ene    Wants  the  Supreme 
Court  to  Pass  on  the  Street  Rail- 
way Franchise, 


If  it  is  Invalid  the  City  Will  Be  in  a   Bet- 
ter  Posit'on  to  Fcrce 
Matters. 


A  Shortage  of  Over   Six   Hundred   Dollars 

Reported  in  Ex-City  C!eri<  Burke's 

Accounts. 


The  Duluih  Gas  and  Water  company 
was  taken  from  the  cross  last  evening; 
and  in  its  place  the  city  fathers  railed 
up  the  Du'uth  Street  Rniiway  company 
and  then  jabbed  it  with  sharp  sticks.*The 
ibw^  was  started  by  the  communication 
from  the  Trades  and  Labor  asscmbiy,  in 
■which  protests  were  made  against  the 
abolishing  of  the  transfer  system;  objec- 
tions made  to  a  move  that  compels  many 
laboring  men  to  pay   ftom  15  to  20    per 

cent  of  their  wa.sjes  f»>r  transportation, 
after  having  b^en  induced  to  buy  homes 
up  on  Duluih  Heights.  The  late  action 
ot  the  company  was  spoken  of  as  a  dis- 
grace to  the  city  and  the  citv  fathers 
asked  to  extend  help  to  the  victims  of 
"this  giant  monopoly." 

That  communication  had  hardly  been 
referred  to  the  proper  com:nittee  until 
an  opinion  by  City  Attorney  Greene,  em- 
brac-.ng  five  pages  of  closely  type  written 
matter,  was  read.  It  was  exhaustive 
plain  and  certain  in  its  sound.  It  con- 
t.^tned  both  local  and  editorial  comments. 
After  a  little  introductory  Mr.  Greene 
said: 

"The  franchise  of  the  Duluth  Street 
Raihvav  company  is  contained  in  an  act 
of  the  leaislalurc  of  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota, approved  November  17,  iSSi.  On 
the  eighth  of  November  preceding  the 
passa^^e  of  this  act,  a  constitutional 
amendment  was  adopted  bv  .1  vote  of 
the  people  of  this  state  m  the  following 
languaije: 

•'■rhe  legislature  is  prohibited  from  en- 
acting any  special  or  private  laws  m  the 
following  cases:  Seventh:  For  granfing 
corporate  powers  or  privileges,  except 
to  cities.' 

"If  this  is  to  be  considered  in  force 
when  the  act  incorporating  the  Duluth 
Street  Railway  rompanv  was  passed, 
that  act  was  void. 

"Whether  the  act  is  void  or  not  de- 
pends on  the  question  whether  the  con- 
stitutional amendment  which  I  have  just 
recited  went  into  effect  on  November  8, 
the  day  when  it  was  adopted,  or  whether 
it  went  into  effect  when  it  was  announced 
tfiat  the  vote  bad  been  counted  and  that 
the  majority  of  the  voters  were  in  its 
favor. 

"This  is  a  close  question  never  passed 
upon  by  the  supreme  court.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  city  take  such  action 
as  may  be  prope"-  in  the  premises  to  test 
the  validity  of  the  frAncbisa  before  the 
supreme  court  of  this  state,  in  view  cf 
the  doubt  that  surrountis  the  question 
and  the  importance  to  us  of  a  aecision. 
I  think  it  is  cf  t'.u  utmost  importance  tcJ 
the  city  that  ad;cisionot  the  question 
should  be  procured  of  the  supreme  court 
on  this  subject,  and  that,  if  pojsible,  this 
franchise  should  be  declared  invalid." 

Mr.  Greene  then  goes  on  to  say  that  he 
is  not  hostile  at  all  to  this  company  but 
yet  feels  if  the  franchise  were  found  in- 
valid, the  city  could  secure  fair  treatment 
from  it.  Tne  opinion  is  also  expressed 
that  the  abolishment  of  transfers  is  an 
act  of  oppression  to  a  large  number  of 
Duhith's  citizens,  which  could  be  pre- 
venttd  if  dealing  with  thestrcet  railway 
company  on  an  equal  footing. 
Con>iderable  space  is  also  devoted 
to  a  quotation  fr  -ni  the  franchise  as  to 
the  rcipeclive  powers  of  the  street  rail- 
way and  city  to  designate  the  rate  of  fare, 
the  luiinth  of  tra:k(n-er  which  ihc  one 
fare  shall  be  sufticient,  t^e  iocaticn  of 
the  stated  three  miles  ando.her  points  in 
the  same  direction  which  are  matters  of 
record  and  easily  found  by  anvone  inter- 
e;tCo.  The  company,  Mr.  Greene  ad- 
mits, IS  in  a  position  to  re:aliate,  r-o  mat- 
ter wliit  coercion  might  be  attemptea. 

"I  tlunk,  therefore,"  continues  the  c.ty 
attorney  in  his  report,  'ibat  what  we 
want  to  do  is  to  get  r:d  of  ihe  franchise 
if  possible,  and  I  would  recommend  the 
passage  of  a  resolution  to  test  matters. 
erh;r  by  pushing  s".ill  further  the  case  of 
Persis  W.Norton  vs.  the  Duluth  Strctt 
Rail  way  company  or  byjjettingthe  attor- 
ney general  to  bring  quo  warranto  pro- 
ceedings. 

'•  Ihis  charter,  and  also  that  of  the 
Lakeside  Street  Railway  company  is 
drawn  with  great  injjenuity  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  company.  P'or  in- 
stance, in  the  I,"keside  Railway  com- 
paiivs  charter  is  contained  the  following 
clause:  'Provided  further  that  the  pay- 
ment cf  such  fare,  5  Cents,  shall  entitle  a 
passenger  to  one  continuous  ride  from 
any  ptiint  on  the  said  company's  line  in 
the  said  city  of  Lakeside  to  any  point  on 
the  iaid  -ompany's  line  in  the  city  ot 
Duluth  or  vice  versi.  Pas^encrers  from 
a.-.y  point  in  said  city  of  Lakeside  to  any 
point  m  said  city  of  Duluth  and  vice 
versa  s'aail  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
any  system  of  transfer  that  shall  be 
adri[»ted  for  the  tran-fer  of  pa-^scngers 
the  city  of  Duluth,  by  agreement  between 
the  said  railway  company  and  the  Du- 
luth Street  Railway  company.' 

"Tlje  council  will  observe  that  this 
7)rovi5ion  gives  the  right  to  ride  from  any 
point  in  Lakeside  to  any  point  on  the 
Lakeside  Railway  company'^  lines  within 
the  city  of  Duluth.  Hs  the  lines  cf  the 
last  named  company  do  not  extend  to 
any  inhabited  portion  of  the  rity  of  Du- 
luth, this  provision  is  not  of  the  slightest 
service  to  any  citizen  of  Lakeside  riding 
on  the  company's  lines. 

"The  enactment  of  the  act  of  18K1,  and 


ev.rvthing  in  connection  with  the  enact- 
ment, bears  on  iti  face  the  marks  of  a 
mcasuie  to  pro  note  private  at  the  ex- 
pense of  public  interest.  :xv.d  if,  with  the 
assistance  ot  the  si:nri:iie  c  nirt, it  can  be 
ponen  rid  of,  it  wilt  gjeatly  promote  the 
welfare  of  this  ciiv  and  its  citizens.  It 
certainly  never  should  have  passed  the 
Ugislaturc  after  the  v  itizviis  of  this  state 
had,  by  their  vote,  declared  that  all  pro- 
visions ot  this  kind  were  objeciionabic." 

No  iooner  had  the  clerk  tiuiihed  read- 
ing the  opinion  than  .Alderman  .Myers 
jumped  to  his  feet  and  said:  "Mr. 
President  I  move  that  the  opinion  of  City 
.Attorney  (ireene  b.:  received  and  ac- 
cepted and  that  he  be  instructed  lo  test 
the  questiim  in  the  supreme  court." 

A  second  was  promptly  piovided  and 
the  motion  prevailed  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  Aldermen  Howard  and  bortnsen 
being  .absent  at  that  time. 

A  committee  composed  of  .Aldermen 
Helm,  Myers  and  Hugo  made  a  report 
that  caused  a  decided  sensation.  It  was 
to  the  effect  that  ex  City  Cletk  Frank 
Purke  isS6o6.q.:  behind  in  his  accounts 
with  the  city  clerk's  oftice.  The  commit- 
tee also  stated  that  the  rep<>rt  was  made 
without  any  recommendation  to  the 
council  in  the  matter.  The  last  thing 
befi're  the  council  adjourned  President 
Spencer  in  his.  most  severe  and  deter- 
mined tones  asked  the  councilmen  what 
they  intended  doing  in  the  matter. 
As  for  himself  he  felt  that 
some  action  ought  to  be  taken  at  once. 
Mr.  Helm  informed  President  Spencer 
that  the  city  attorney  and  the  mavor  had 
notified  ex-City  Clerk  Purke  that  unless 
he  cashed  up  by  Aug.  7  proceedings 
against  him  will  be  commenced.  A 
Herald  reporter  was  informed  alter  the 
meeting  that  Mr.  Purke  has  notified  the 
proper  authorities  that  he  will  make  good 
aiiv  existing  deficiency  this  week. 

The  new  fire  hall  has  not  lost  its  power 
to  stir  up  discord  and  discussion  in  the 
council.  When  the  report  of  the  board 
of  public  works,  as  published  in  last 
evening's  Herald,  bad  been  reatl,  Alder- 
m.in  .Myers  moved  that  the  ref)ort  be  re- 
ceived and  that  RadcIilTe  cS:  Willough- 
bys  plans  be  accepted  on  condition  tnat 
they  submit  details  satisfactory  to  t!ie 
board  of  public  works  and  give  a  satis- 
factory bond  that  the  proposed  structure 
wi.l  not  cost  more  than  ;?r<:;,ooo. 

Alderman  Wilson  at  once  moved  to 
refer  the  matter  to  the  finance  commit- 
tee. That  caused  an  explosion  from 
Alderman  Dingwall.  Alderman  Quinhy 
wanted  to  know  if  there  was  money  to 
meet  the  expense  of  this  work.  Alder- 
man Wilson  said  that  was  his  idea  ex- 
actly when  making  his  motion.  He 
wanted  the  finance  committee  to  find 
out  if  there  were  available  funds  to 
carry  out  this  improvement. 

Alderman  Myers  made  a  speech  to 
the  effect  that  fire  protection  now  is  ina- 
dequate.|the  business  men  demand  some- 
thing better  and  while  lie  was  loth  to 
spend  a  dollar  unnecessarily,  the  new 
engine  house  was  far  more  necessary 
now  than  four  monilis  ai,'o,  despite  the 
money   sttirgency. 

.Alderman  Thomas  said  that  insurance 
men  had  frequently  promised  to  lower 
r.ates  if  the  fire  protection  was  increased 
but  as  near  as  he  could  determine  rates 
are  higher  than  several  years  ago.  He 
asserted  that  there  was  not  a  city  in 
Minnesota  as  well  supplied  with  fire 
fighting  apparatus  as  Duluth.  In  view 
of  all  that  he  thought  it  well  to  look 
around  a  little.  The  building  will  be 
needed  in  time  but  the  city  can  get  along, 
without  it  for  the  present. 

Mr.  Thomas  then  moved  to  amend  by 
su'omitting  ail  plans  to  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works  and  the  fire  commissioners. 
That  failed  however,  and  Alderman 
Mycr's  motion  prevailed. 

The  mayor  submitted  the  name  of 
John  D.  Campbell  as  his  choice  of  a  suc- 
cessor to  Nils  Nilson  on  tie  board  of  pub- 
lic works.  The  co.mmunication  was  re- 
ferred to  Alderman  Cox's  committee. 

City  Comp'roIUr  Ten  Prook's  sched- 
ule for  the  division  of  assessments  was 
presented  dnd  adopted.  Robert  Ran- 
kin, chairman  of  the  citizens'  committee 
on  Duluth  Heights,  made  a  demand  for 
all  engine,  horses,  hose  and  men  as  afire 
puttction  up  there. 

The  pay  rolls  for  July  were  passed  and 
the  appoiiitrncnt  of  D.  R.  Reed  as  city 
en'^iiicer  \\as  cot  iirtned.  S=ver»!  ne>v 
ordinances  were  irtroduccd.  The  one 
apparently  the  moat  important  pr:»vides 
,'or  the  issue  of  temporary  coupon  loan 
certificates,  running  thrte  years  as  6  per 
cent,  to  the  amount  of  ?;  178,000.

The  money  (juestion  was  talked  over 
for  nearly  two  hours  at  the  chamber  of 
commerce  meeting  this  morning  and 
when  an  adjournment  was  taken  the 
members  were  still  a  long  way  from  an 
agreement.  The  attendance  was  not 
very  large,  but  there  was  some  good  ora- 
torical ability  on  haml  and  the  meeting 
was  interesting  while  it  lasted.  Vice 
President  Johnson  called  the  meeting  to 
order. 

The  resolution  introduced  by  E.  C. 
GrliUey  at  the  last  meeting  deckiring  the 
chamber  in  favor  of  bimetallism  was  read. 
For  the  purpose  of  getting  the  quesiion 
before  the  meeting  A.  llirsch  moved  that 
the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table  and 
.■\.  T.  Cro>sley  seconded  this. 

Mr.  Ciiidley  then  began  the  di-rcussion. 
He  maintaiiitd  that  the  resolution 
formerly  adopted  by  the  chamber  de- 
claring '  Itself  in  favor  of  the 
repeal  of  the  purchasing  clause 
of  the  Sherm.an  act,  pr.icticallv 
committed  it  to  the  single  gold  standard. 
He  said  that  he  hinise!t  was  not  much  of 
a  crank  on  silver,  bat  he  appreciated  the 
delicate  condition  cf  America  at  present; 
he  appreciated  the  fact  that  a  set  of  men 
are  banded  together  to  secure  the  single 
gold  standard.  It  takes  only  a  casual 
observer  of  finance  to  see  that  if  silver 
is  struck  down  it  must  result  in  dividing 
values  by  two  so  far  as  it  extends. 

Charles  Canning  spoke  of  the  injury 
which  will  be  worked  to  the  debtor  class 
by  the  adoption  of  the  gold  standard. 
Three  quarters  of  the  people  want  silver, 
he  said,  and  will  have  it;  it  is  only  a  mat- 
ter of  time. 

C.  A.  Towne  w^s  then  called  for  and 
made  a  very  clear  argument,  lie  spoke 
of  the  monetary  question  as  the  most  diffi- 
cult of  all  economic  questions,  one  which 
the  most  acute  minds  have  (lis::u£sed  and 
failed  to  settle.  A  few  principles,  how- 
ever, have  ot  en  established.  Good  cur- 
rency should  vary  as  little  as  possible; 
it  should  be  elastic.  The  per  capita 
basis  for  a  circulating  medium  is  no 
basis  at  all;  the  volume  of  business 
must  fix  the  amount.  Good  money  will 
support  an  enormous  amount  of  credit. 
Mr.  Towne  argued  tbat  there  cannot  be 
a  double  standard.  The  cheaper 
will  drive  the  other  out. 
He  declared  himself  in  favor  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  parity  between  gold  and 
silver  by  international  agreement  and 
the  assurance  by  the  government  of  gold 
bearing  bo'ds. 

Charles  Canning,  C.  E.  Lovet^  N.  J. 
Upham,  E.  C.  Gridley,  A.  T.  Crossley 
and  others  continued  the  discussion  but 
it  was  finally  asjreed  to  adjourn  until  to- 
morrow evening  and  continue  the  dis- 
cussion.

Decision  Filed  Today  in  the  Hawkes  vs.  North- 
ern Paciric  Case. 

The  decision  on  orderof  Judge  Ensign 
was  filed  today  in  State  ot  Minnesota  ex 
rel.,  T.  B.  Hawkes  &  Cc.  relators, 
against  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
company.  March  18,  1892,  the  relators 
asked  an  alternative  writ  of  mandamus 
requiring  the  railroad  compinv  to  de- 
liver a  certain  car  of  flour  to  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  railroid  to  be  set  on  the  side- 
track ot  the  relators.  The  order  just 
filed  dismisses  the  writ  and  denies  the 
application  for  a  peremptory  writ. 

The  case  was  a  test  one  to  determine 
the  rights  of  the  Lake  Superior  Car 
Service  association  in  the  matter  of 
switching  charp^cs.  The  decision  v/ould 
not  seem  to  affect  the  priaciple  involved 
as  Judge  r.n.sign  says  in  a  memorandum 
that  tt;e  peremptory  writ  is  denied 
"solely  upon  the  ground  that  it  appears 
from  the  evidence  that  after  the  service 
of  relators'  demand  to  have  the  car 
placed  on  the  track  at  its  warehouse,  the 
respondent  offered  to  place  the  car  on 
the  dock  track  near  its  warehouse  where 
cars  are  usually  placed  for  handling, 
and  the  relator  m  response  thereto  an- 
swered 'all  right'  or  'yes'  and  the  re- 
spondent so  placed  the  car."

liiC  convention.  As  soon  as  Chairman 
Thurman  cailtd  the  bouy  to  order  this 
niorniiijj  l)elcj.'.itc  Dou;;hcrty,  of  Texas, 
in  a   voice    that  could    bo  heard    to  the 

roof,  moved  that  the  roll  of  states  be 
called  lor  the  appointnient  of  a  cimimit- 
t:<j  to  devise  a  pian  and  ccjiisidcr  ways 
;'.:id  means  for  ir.ipresiin.i:  upon  conji[rt'SS 
the  ruin  and  peril  now  thrcatciiio);  .ill 
our  tnaterinl  intcrcsti  by  the  demoneti- 
zr.tion  of  silver. 

Heclainu:d  that  the  proceedings  of 
the  convention  were  not  bcin'ij  fully  re- 
ported to  the  country  and  need  c::isted 
for  immediate  resolution.  Several  ob- 
jections were  made  on  technical  grounds, 
and  Gen.  Warner  announced  that  the 
committee  on  resolutions  would  fully 
cover  the  subject.  Then  the  subject 
dropped  and  a  dispatch  of  gretiinj^  from 
the  Knights  ot  Labor,  of  St.  Louis,  was 
read.  It  stated  that  assembly  4  had 
Ltioptcd  resolutions  for  the  free  comaixe 
of  sUvcr  at  the  ratio  16  to  I.  This  was 
lereived  with  applause. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  net  bein^ 
ready  to  report,  ex-Scnator  Hill,  of  Col- 
orado, was  introduced  to  the  convention 
.ind  spoke  at  length.  He  referred  to  the 
depression  that  had  existed  in  r.j^ricul- 
t'.iral  ;>.ud  Irdjor  circles  with  short  iii'.er- 
vals  i.ince  1-S73.  ar.d  to  the  many  riots 
rind  olher  troubles  in  this  country  tlial 
had  m.irked  that  period.  Wtslern 
Kurope  rdso  was  completely  hcney- 
combed  with  revolutionary  ideas  ami 
f^ecrct  conspiracies,  the  outcome  ot  which 
could  not  well  be  foreseen.  All  prutits, 
lie  held,  had  been  wiped  out  by  the  exist- 
ing business  depression.  These  profits 
were  a  natural  stimulus  to  business,  and 
bow  could  it  otherwise  happen  than  that 
an  absence  of  profits  with  a  fall  i;i 
prices  should  result  in  stagnation  and 
unparalleled  depression? 

The  ex-senator  continued  that  the  j^old 
stand-ird  coiintnei  v.-cre  in  an  abyss  of 
industrial  misery  never  experienced  in 
a  century,  as  a  result  of  tiieir  present 
condition  of  prices,  while  the  silver 
countries  were  coniparativiiiy  prosper- 
ous. The  amount  of  money  now  locked 
up  and  hidden  away  was  more  than 
double  al!  the  g(nd  in  the  country.  The 
silver  men  with  all  cheerfulness  would 
ac(|uicsce  in  any  international  arran-^e- 
meiit  that  proniise<l  to  restore  bimetallic 
conditions  to  what  they  wore  before  1H73. 
He  criticised  the  men  who  were  incap- 
able of  selling  anyihins^  beyond  the  cim- 
tines  of  Wall  street.  A  demand  would 
be  made  lor  incontrovertible  paper 
money  that  could  not  be  resisted. 

Lx-Senator  Hill  concluded  his  speech 
amid  loud  cheers,  and  immediately  Dele- 
j,'ate  I'earse,  of  Colorado  Sprin^^s,  was  0:1 
his  feet  with  a  resolution  setting  forth 
that  "the  delegates  to  convention  do  not 
sit  here  to  approve  of  any  agreements 
affecting  the  free  coinage  of  silver  at  i 
to  16."  There  was  soinethiiig  more  to 
the  resolution,  but  Chairman  Thurman 
bi(|uelched  it  under  the  rule  by  which 
resolutions  go  to  a  committee,  and  Mr.

MORE  FAILURES  AT  CHICAGO. 

Several  Firms  Involved  by  the  Collapsed  For!; 
Deal. 

Chicago,  Aug.  2.— Three  more  fail- 
ures were  announced  on  the  board  of 
trade  at  the  opening  of  business  today  as 
a  result,  of  the  collapsed  pork  and  lard 
deal  in  which  John  Cudahy  :;nd  five 
other  iiouses  went  down.  Just  before 
tiading  began.  Secretary  Stone  came  on 
the  floor  and  announced  that  Cieorgc  G. 
Parker  vc  Co.  and  Thomas  Greig  had  in- 
structed him  to  tay  that  all  their  trades 
were  to  be  closed  out. 

The  announcement  did  not  create  any 
more  excitement  than  the  condition  of 
the  pork  market  justilied,as  it  had  been 
expected  atter  yesterdays  string  of  fail- 
ures that  r.  few  more  would  necessarily 
go  to  the  wall.  A  few  minutes  after 
trading  bad  commenced,  Secretary  Stone 
came  ia  with  the  almost  expected  an- 
nouncement that  D.  Eggleston,  Son  i: 
Co.  h.ad  failed. 

■  The  September  pork  market  was  af- 
fected at  lirst  slightly  but  rallied,  and 
the  general  opinion  is  that  there  will  be 
no  more  failures.  Of  the  failed  firms, 
Thomas  Greig  is  small.  George  Parker 
decs  not  know  exactly  hov.'  he  stands,  but 
thinks  he  is  even  on  the  market.  No 
definite  statement  can  be  made  by 
Eggleston.  This  is  the  second  time  he 
has  gone  to  pieces  financially. 

The  house  of  D.  ICgglcston  Son  5:  Co. 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  who,  wtien 
asked  if  he  could  make  some  ap[)roxi- 
maie  statement  of  the  firm's  affairs,  sa'.d: 
"I  have  nothing  whatever  to  say  to  the 
press  at  this  time."  Neither  Mr.  Eggles- 
ton nor  his  son  were  in  the  (»ftice.  They 
had  large  real  estate  interests  as  niem- 
bers  of  the  firm  of  Eggleston,  Mallette 
cK:  Ikownell, which  owned  a  thriving  sub- 
urban tr.ict  of  land  and  houses  known  as 
Eggleston,  just  south  of  Erglewood. 
Egglc-ton's  friends  say  he  couid  have 
retired  a  year  ago  with  a  fortune  of 
$1,000,000,  but  he  would  not  profit  by  his 
million  dollar  experience*  in  the  Harper 
wheat  corner  of  six  years  ago. 

No  more  failr.res  were  announced  and 
the  realization  ihat  all  the  linns  which 
had  been  talked  about  as  near  the  clan- 
ger point  had  successfully  weathered  the 
storm  and  passed  through  the  clearing 
house  resu  ted  in  a  restoration  of  confi- 
dence and  security  in  the  market.  Sec- 
retary Stone  said  today  that  he  thought 
these  f.iilures  would  end  the  trouble.  A 
feature  of  the  provision  market  was  the 
l)igj)uving  of  pork,  lard  and  ribs  by  1*.  D. 
Armour  both  openly  through  his  own 
brokers  and  by  others  for  his  account. 

Nothing  definite  can  yet  be  given  with 
regani  to  the  extent  of  the  failures  of 
yesterday,  though  close  ftstimates  are 
being  made  this  afternoon.  Liabilities 
of  the  Cudahy-Fairbank-Wright  com- 
bination as  presented  liy  closed-out 
trades  on  'change  are  estimated  at 
Si.ooo,ooo  to  81.500,000  over  and  above 
the  margin  deposits.  How  that  is  going 
to  be  divided  up  it  is  imi>ossible  to  as- 
certain. It  is  taken  for  granted,  how- 
ever, that  Charley  Wright  put  up  every 
dollar  he  could  raise  and  tliat  he  cannot 
contribute  much,  if  any  more,  to  swell 
the  sum  total  of  the  assets  of  the  cliciue. 
As  for  Cudaliy  and  Fairhank,  it  is 
known  that  they  went  around  to  several 
banks  Monday  and  tried  to  borro^v  ?ioo,- 
000  on  real  Citate  and  other  slow  assets 
appraised  at  $4,.Soo.ooo,  Fairbaul^'s  in- 
terests being  $2,000,000  and  Cudahv's 
?2,<Soo,cco.  They  could  not  get  the  de- 
sired assistance,  the  banks  not  caring  to 
have  such  a  large  sum  tied  up  for  an  in- 
definite period  of  time  in  real  estate 
collateral.  The  fact,  however,  that  the 
leading  principals  in  the  clique  were 
able  to  make  such  a  splendid  .showing 
produced  a  very  favcrable  iiin.res,ion 
on  'change  today,  and  the  opinion  pre- 
vails in  the  provision  pit  that  if  they  .are 


given  :i  little  time  :hcy  will  be  able  to  | 
work  out  of  their  embarrassments  and  i 
li:ive  handsome  fortunes  left. 

John  Cudahy  could  not  be  seen  today. 
Callers  were  referred  to  Lawyer  Levy

changed with  those  through  whom  he 
was  oijcrating,  it  is  impossible  to  state 
what  he  owes.

Washington,  Aug  2.— (Special  to 
The  Herald  I — Now  that  the  bij:  guns  of 
this  administration  are  in  Washington 
or  will  be  here  in  two  or  three  days, 
there  will  be  a  renewal  of  the  oftice"seek- 
ing  and  office  lirokerage  business.  Busi- 
ness in  this  line  is  sure  to  be  brisk,  not- 
withstanding the  important  cjuestions 
that  are  coming  before  congress  during

Monday.  Patronage  will  have  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  coming  tinancial 
tight  in  the  national   congress. 

President  Cleveland  is  aware  of  the 
fact  that  he  has  considerable  work  on 
his  hands  in  the  way  of  placing  certain 
Democratic  congressmen  who  are  offen- 
ded with  him  because  they  have  been 
turned  down  so  freiiuently,  and  in  order 
to  si'cure  their  support  he  will  have  to 
give  them  a  few  otficis  before  the  final 
vote  is  t.iken,  especially  on  the  repeal  of 
the  Sherman  law.  A  great  deal  cf  this 
work  he  will  have  to  engineer  through 
delegations  from  Southern  states. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  there  are 
members  from  the  North  who  are  not 
perfectly  sati^fied  with  Mr.  Cleveland's 
course.  This  is  especially  true  of  Repre- 
sentatives Baldwin  and  Hall  of  Minne- 
sota. Representative  Hall,  at  any  rate, 
has  always  posed  as  a  staunch  Cleveland 
man.  Representative  Baldwin,  without 
doubt,  has  always  been  an  admirer  of 
"the  man  of  destiny."  Neither  of  these 
two  gentlemen,  however,  have  felt  quite 
so  enthusiastic  over  Cleveland  since  last 
spri.ig,  when  th.y  were  seveial  times 
disappointed  in  endeavoring  to  have 
certain  appointmsnts  made  in  Minne- 
sota. Mr.  Cleveland,  however,  probably 
does  not  know  yet  that  either  of  these 
two  gentlemen  are  in  anv  way  offended.

Ni:\v  York,  Aug.  2.— The  Herald's 
special  cable  from  Buenos  .\yres  says: 
In  the  province  of  Santa  Fe  the  revolu- 
tion against  (lOvernorCaffcrata  is  rapidly 
gaining.  They  have  seized  many  towns. 
A  large  body  of  revolutionary  troops 
largely  composed  of  colonists  frtun 
Europe  is  marching  toward  the  city  of 
Santa  Fe,  which  is  the  capital  of  the  pro- 
vince. 

Notice  has  been  sent  Governor  Caffer- 
ata  that  unless  he  surrenders  the  city  by 
daybreak  Wednesday  and  agrees  to  give 
up  control  of  the  province,  a  bombard- 
ment will  be  opened.  It  is  not  doubted 
that  the  revolutionists  could  readily  take 
the  city  by  storm.  The  insurgents  are 
impeding  railroad  traffic. 

The  city  of  Rosario,  the  largest  in  the 
province  of  Santa  Fe,  is  already  in  the 
hands  of  the  revolutionary  forces.  It  is 
reported  that  160  persons  were  killed 
and  wounded  during  the  fighting  with 
the  insurgents  and  the  police  of  that 
city. 

r.ahia  IManca,  on  Bahia  Bianca  bay.  at 
the  extreme  southern  point  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Buenos  Ayres,  was  captured  yes- 
terday by  the  revolutionists.  The  police 
made  a  short  re=;istancc  but  were  forced 
to  surrender.  This  gives  the  revolution- 
ists almost  ccmjilete  control  oi  the  great 
iiouthern  railroad  which  runs  from  Bue- 
nos Ayres  city  to  I'ahia  Bianca 

The  Herald's  correspondent  in  Rio 
Janeiro  telegraphs  that  the  Santa  Cath- 
arina  has  seized  the  Argentina  steamer 
Fortuna.  They  claimed  the  right  to 
search  her  to  find  whether  arms  for  the 
Brazilian  rebels  were  aboard.  The  Ar- 
gentine consul  made  a  vigorous  protest 
against  the  seizure.

Death  Rate  For  the  Month  of  July  Was  1 2.7— 
Births  Numbered  120. 

At  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  this 
murnini;  Julm  Rossiter  sharpened  u[)  his 
pencil  and  f^'ured  out  the  report  of  that 
department  for  the  month  of  July  as  fol- 
lows: Total  number  of  deaths,  53: 
causes  of  death  were:  cholera  infantum. 
.;;  typhoid  fever,  7;  accidents  and  vio- 
lence, 6:  consumption,  5;  enteritis,  2; 
pneumonia,  2;  scarlet  fever,  2;  cerebro 
spmal  meningitis,  2.  There  was  also  i 
death  each  Irom  the  following  causes: 
Purpura  haemorragica,  old  a<ie,  inani- 
tion, puerperal  fever,  puerperal  pneu- 
monia, er>  sioelas,  valvular  disease,  acute 
alcoholism,  capillary  bronchitis,  cancer 
of  the  stomach,  cancer  ^>l  the 
throat,  cirrhusis  of  the  Itver,  laryn- 
gitis, unknown,  inflammation  of  the  bow- 
els, thrombosis,  diphtheria. 

Of  those  who  died  24  were  born  in  Du- 
luth. lc>  in  other  st?tes  and  the  rest  in 
toreign  countries.  Thirty-two  were 
males  and  21  females,  37  were  single  and 
16  v.ere  married.  Ihe  annual  death 
rate  per  1000  for  the  month  was  12.7. 

During  the  month  there  were  120 
births— 66  girls  and  54  boys.  Arcong 
those  there  was  i  pair  of  twins,  5  still- 
born and  2  illegitimate.

This  afternoon,  weather  permitting 
I'rof.  lialdwin,  the  celebrated  aeronaut 
who  has  just  come  here  from  Ouincy, 
111.,  will  make  the  first  of  a  scries  of 
balloon  ascensions  from  IJeacim  hill  ad- 
joining the  Pavilion.  This  intrepid  bal- 
loonist, who  is  ([uite  a  young  man,  has 
won  p.o  little  rcput.ation  for  bis  fearless 
aerial  work  and  la.st  season  made  a  num- 
ber of  successful  parachute  jumps  in 
Duluth.  He  has  bn)u;;lit  with  him  a  new- 
combine  balloon  which  he  has  named 
the  City  of  Duluth  and  with  f-ivorable 
atmosphere  conditions  is  conlident  that 
his  ascensions  will  be  satisfactoiy.  The 
preliminary  work  necessary  to  balloon 
ascensions  has  been  finished  in  this  case 
and  with  no  little  curiositv  have  the  peo- 
ple on  the  hill  watched  the  construction 
cf  odd  looking  trenches  at  one  end  of 
which  is  a  circular  brick  tlue  through 
which  the  hot  air  gcneiated  by  lire  at 
theother  end  is  to  be  sent  up  to  inflate 
the  cambric  tag. 

Professor  Baldwin  has  had  two  of 
these  trenches  built  in  diiTerent  portions 
of  the  ground  in  case  the  breeze  may 
prevail  to  such  an  extent  as  to  delay  the 
rise.  The  ftsceuiion  is  scheduled  to  oc- 
cur soon  after  4  o'clock,  but  it  is  probable 
that  just  before  sundown  when  the  air  is 
still  the  conditions  will  be  most  favor- 
:d>le.  The  balloon  is  sixty  feet  high  and 
has  a  diameter  of  forty  feet  while  the  at- 
tached oarachute  is  sixteen  feet  in  diam- 
eter. I  'pon  the  inthition  of  the  bag  Pro- 
fessor Baldwin  will  give  the  signal  to 
cast  off,  he  himself  seizing  hold  of  the 
bar  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the  para- 
chute. Away  sails  the  balloon  with  the 
man  hanging  on  until  almost  lost  to  view. 
People  ho!d  their  tireaths  and  when  the 
speck  is  almost  lost  to  view  the  aerialist 
cuts  the  parachute  rope  .tikI  begins  his 
downward  trip.  For  a  distance  of  150  to 
200  feet  he  falls  like  a  bullet  until  the 
parachute  opens  when  the  speed  is  some- 
what diminished. 

Professor  Baldwin,  who  has  h.itl  sev- 
eral hairbreadth  escapes  from  death, 
talks  nonchalantly  about  bis  work  and 
states  that  the  chief  danger  lies  in  get- 
ting the  balloon  free  from  trees,  wires, 
etc.,  at  the  start.  There  is,  he  says,  little 
danger  from  drowning  if  his  parachute 
takes  him  to  the  lake,  for  by  means  of 
folding  up  the  cambric  he  expl.ains  that 
he  can  tloat  himself  until  aid  comes.  The 
spot  selected  for  the  ascent  is  imme- 
diately back  of  the  Pavilion  on  Beacon 
hill,  where  spectators  can  obtain  an  ex- 
cellent view  of  the  interesting  proceed- 
ings. With  good  weather  an  ascension 
Will  be  made  every  afternoon.

An  Ultimatum  to  be  Presented  to  t!:c  Compa- 
nies.

World's  Fair  Finances. 

According  to  a  dispatch  in  yesterday's 
issue,  the  nnancial  condition  of  the 
World's  fair  is  not  as  good  as  was  ex- 
pected before  the  i^reat  exposition 
opened.  It  is  stated  that  receipts  have 
been  much  less  than  were  anticipated, 
and  the  management  does  not  expect  to 
do  more  than  pay  the  runnir.^^  expenses 
and  outstanding  debts.  The  attendance 
has  been  undoubtedly  reduced  very 
largely  by  thetiaancial  depression,  which 
extends  not  only  ihrou;;;hout  this  country 
but  throughout  the  world.  Many  people 
have  been  prevented  from  visiting  the 
fair,  owing  to  financial  troubles.  The 
railroads  have  aUo  worked  a^aii-st  tin- 
financial  success  of  the  fair  by  refusing, 
daring  the  first  half  of  the  fair,  to  reduce 
their  rates  to  one  fare  for  the  round  trip. 

The  exposition,  however,  is  neither  im- 
poverished nor  nearly  bankrupt.  While 
it  would  seem  to  be  more  than  probable 
that  the  stockholders  of  the  exposition 
and  the  city  ot  Chicago,  from  the  simpie 
standpoint  of  dollars  and  cents,  will  be 
losers  to  the  amount  of  six  or  seven  mil- 
I'ons  of  dollars  as  a  result  of  the  exposi- 
tion direct,  t3  which  should  doubtless  be 
added  at  least  as  much  more  for  losses 
and  depreciation  of  property  in  the  en- 
terprises indirectly  connected  with  the 
exposition,  it  is  also  probable  thit  more 
than  an  equal  amount  of  money  will  be 
gained  by  the  citizens,  although  not  by 
the  same  people,  as  a  rule,  who  are  the 
subscribers  to  the  stock.  Tile  gains  will 
be  largely  by  the  proprietors  of 
hotels,  boarding  houses,  restaurants, 
saloons,  newspapers  and  places  of 
amusement,  and  by  the  various  people 
and  corporations  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  transportation.  But,  as  a  Chicago 
writer  recently  remarked,  should  it  re- 
sult that  every  dollar  of  the  stock  sub- 
scriptions were  a  loss,  there  would  be 
littie  fault-finding  and  criticism  amonu 
the  stockholders.  The  large  subscribers 
as  a  class  are  men  heavily  interested  in 
the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  city, 
and  desirous  that  the  work  should  be 
done  in  a  manner  to  redound  to  its  glory 
and  honor.  \'ery  many,  too,  of  the 
smaller  stockholders,  equally  devoted  to 
the  advancement  of  the  city,  who  in  a 
general  way  could  ill  afford  to  lose  even 
the  amount  of  their  moderate  subscrip- 
tions, feel  that,  if  their  money  is  entirely 
lost,  it  is  still  a  wise  and  profitable  invest- 
ment. 

The  fair  is  the  greatest  spectacle  of 
the  age.  It  is  of  countless  benefit  to  the 
country  at  large  as  well  as  to  the  city  of 
Chicago  itself.  The  enterprise  and  re- 
sources of  the  people  of  that  wonderful 
city  have  been  exemplified  intht:crei- 
tion  and  conduct  of  this  grand  expo- 
sition in  a  manner  that  has  impressed 
the  whole  world.  Whatever  Chicago 
loses  in  stock  subscriptions  in  the 
World's  fair  company  will  be  mf)rc  than 
repaid  by  the  money  expended  by  visi- 
tors to  the  city  and  the  great  advertising 
that  she  has  received  throughout  the 
world. 


Why  So  Much  Wind? 

The  chamber  of  cotiiiiicrce  seems  to 
have  entered  upon  an  intermi.nable  dis- 
cussion of  the  silver  question,  and  the 
advocates  of  a  gold  standard  and  the 
supporters  of  bimetallism  have  locked 
horns  in  a  fierce  struggle.  Why  get  so 
excited  in  this  hot  summer  weather? 
What  good  will  result?  Is  congress 
waiting  to  hear  the  decision  of  the 
Duluth  chamber  of  commerce  before 
deciding  upon  the  measures  necessary 
to  relieve  the  financial  depression,  or 
what  is  it  that  inspires  a  few  members  of 
the  chamber  to  indulge  in  this  wordy 
warfare? 

Does  not  the  chamber  also  know  that 
all  these  questions  which  are  now  agitat- 
ing its  palpitating  collective  brain  have 


been  settled,  finally  and  conclusively,  by 
that  great  morning  oracle,  the  News 
Tribune?  has  it  not  noticed  that  con- 
gress has  been  adviseil  how  to  act  in 
oriler  to  save  the  country  from  ruin  aiul 
destruction.  ;iiid  lliat  any  more  advice 
would  be  suj'CitUioiis  .tiuI  a  waste  of  lime 
and  breath?

The  Tramp  Population. 

The  tramp  who  wandeis  up  and  down 
the  land,  apparently  contented  as  long 
as  he  can  beg  enough  to  cat  and  drink, 
belongs  to  one  of  the  strangest  types  of 
humanity,  and  it  is  not  astonishing  that 
some  attention  should  be  given  to  study- 
ing the  reasons  that  underly  his  exist- 
ence. 

I'rofcssor  J.  J.  McCook,  the  sociolo- 
gical expert,  has  given  a  careful  classifi- 
cation and  descri()tiv)n  of  Aii.erican  ami 
European  tramps  in  the  current  number 
of  the  I'orum.  The  gist  of  1349  tramp 
autobiographies  he  condenses  into  a  few 
vivid  p.iges,  showing  that  more  than  half 
of  the  tramps  questioned  have  trades; 
75  per  cent  are  under  forty;  only  8  per 
cent  are  in  "bad  health";  56  per  cent  are 
.Americans;  ne.Trly  all  can  reail  and 
write,  and  the  daily  newspapers  is  one  ci 
the  items  on  which  they  are  most  likely 
to  spend  money.  The  45,845  tramps  in 
the  United  States  Professor  Cook  esti- 
mates costs  the  community  about  S20  a 
year  each,  or  a  total  oi  $.9,169,000 — "a 
half  more  than  the  cost  of  the  Indian  de- 
partment, and  rue-half  the  cost  of  cur 
navy." 

Some  interesting  facts  were  discovered 
by  Professor  .McCook  in  his  study  o! 
these  people.  Only  ".^  per  cent  ot  the 
U39  enumerated  are  now  married,  while 
4.4  per  cent  mere  are  widowers.  Their 
total  of  children  is '215,  or  considerably 
less  than  two  to  a  marriage.  What  has 
been  well  described  as  the  bond  which  a 
man  gives  to  society  for  his  gcod  be- 
havior is  therciore  almost  wholly  lackinu 
here;  and  even  when  given  it  is  general- 
ly forfeited,  in  so  many  instances  have 
wife  and  children  drifted  out  of  the 
tramp's  sight. 

Thus,  in  only  two  cases  were  wife  and 
children  in  the  same  town  with  the  man 
questioned;  in  twenty-nine  they  were  in 
the  same  state;  in  thirty  in  anoiher  state; 
in  nine  in  a  foreign  country;  in  eight  the 
wife  was  de.ad  and  the  children  were  un- 
kno.vn;  in  sixteen  the  wife  was  dead  and 
the  children  were  in  anclher  state  or 
country.  What  a  picture  of  desolation, 
however  viewed! 


Collapse  of  a  Plunger. 

There  will  not  be  much  sympathy  be- 
stowed upon  John  Cudahy,  whose  failure 
was  announced  on  the  Chicago  boaid  ol 
trade  yesterday  as  the  result  of  the  col- 
lapse of  the  corner  in  pork,  which  he  and 
a  few  others  have  been  engineering  for 
some  time  pa^t.  He  has  wrecked  numer- 
ous legitimate  brokers  during  his  career 
in  the  Chicago  hoard  by  his  manipula- 
tion of  v;hcat  and  pork  prices,  and  now 
that  he  has  been  hoisted  by  his  own  petard, 
there  will  be  many  who  v/ill  regard  it  as 
an  act  of  retributive  justice. 

Cudahy  has  ranked  for  ten  years  as  the 
greatest  speculative  plunger  en  the 
board  of  trade.  He  has  been  an  inces- 
sant speculator  and  has  usi:a!!y  been 
successful,  though  at  times  he  has  lost  as 
high  as  $500,000  at  a  clip.  For  three 
years  he  has  been  making  tremendous 
strides  and  spreading  out  at  a  great  rate. 
He  grew  so  fast  that  at  one  time  he 
threatened  to  overthrew  Armour  as  a 
distributor  of  provisions.  Last  fall,  it  is 
said,  he  had  $2,500,000  in  surplus  cash 
as  a  result  of  his  summer  and  fall  specu- 
lative campaign  and  made  a  SSdo,ooo 
cash  offer  for  a  down-town  corner.  He 
was  one  of  the  original  "big  four"  combi- 
nation of  daring  speculators  who  cleaned 
up  $10,000,000  in  two  years  on  the  board 
of  trade.  Ream,  Jones,  Linn  and  Cud- 
ahy composed  the  combination.  They 
were  bears  on  wheat  through  two  years 
of  steady  decline.  He  has  latterly  been 
the  backbone  of  an  independent  combi- 
nation.

The  Lumbermen  Are  Sow  Preparing  to  Hold 

Over  Many  of  Their  Logs 

Until  Spring. 


One  Hundred  Million  Feet  of  Unsawed  Tim- 
ber to  be  Carried  Over  Until 
Next  Season. 


As  a  Result,  the    Loggino;  Operations  Next 

Winter  Will  be  on  a  Limited 

Scale. 


The  first  of  this  month  the  Cranberry 
Lumber  company  shut  down  its  manu- 
facture of  lumber.  It  has  on  hand 
about  2c.ooo.ccx>  feet  of  loiis  which  will 
be  c.irricd  over  until  next  season.  It 
costs  about  12  per  cent  to  carry  over 
lumber,  hence  it  is  much  cheaper  to 
carry  the  ur.sawed  lo;4S.  Tl-.is  company, 
and  it  is  probably  more  or  less  true  of 
all  others  m  this  district,  cannot  realize 
satiifacloriiy  on  its  book  account,  can- 
not sell  the  manufactured  j>roiluct  and 
the  banks  refuse  to  make  any  loans. 
( ):ic  feature,  too.  is  the  fact  that  none  of 
the  wholesale  dealers  and  manufacturers 
are  shadmi;  price?.  Pespite  the  close 
tiraes.  lumber  today  is  held  at  just  as 
high  figures  as  in  times  when  money  has 
been  plenty  enough  to  throw  at  an  oc- 
casional bird. 

The  loj;  owners  are  widening  their 
booms  ami  will  let  the  !c>:s  stay  in  ttie 
water  until  spring.  Fully  loo.oco.ooo 
feet  of  unsawed  timber,  it  is  estimataed, 
wii!  be  carried  over  until  next  season. 
Th.at  is  almost  en^mgh  to  run  the  mills 
next  season  and  as  a  result,  logirinj^ 
operations  this  winter  will  be 
extremely  limited.  That  will 
be        a       hardslMD  for  laborers, 

especially  that  l.irge  class  now  spending 
each  day  so  lavishly  all  their  earnings 
in  the  siloons  and  dive?,  expecting  to 
enter  a  iotrging  camp  m  the  fall  and  pi:li 
through  the  winter.  One  gentlerran  who 
is  the  best  of  authority  says  that  he  never 
saw  30  much  noting  in  Duluth  as  there 
is  this  summer,  and  a?  it  is  done  m  con- 
necf.on  with  no  great  carnival  ot  crime, 
popular  attenri  311  is  not  attracted.  This 
condition  is  to  be  greatly  deplored  and 
surely  will  result  in  some  hungry  stomachs 
and  cold  bodies  when  the  winter  comes. 

The  cessation  of  active  operations  of 
the  Cranberry  Lumber  company  means 
that  the  mills  of  Merrill  &  King  and  K. 
A.  Gray  will  be  compelled  to  secure  saw- 
ing elsewhere  rr  also  close  down.  At 
present  R.  A.  Grays  mill  is  sawing  lor 
Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co  ,  while  Merrill  & 
Rmg  are  working  up  hvs  of  their  own. 
The  farmer  cut  loo.ooo  feet  and  the  lat- 
ter 2rto.oy2  feet  per  day  for  the  Cran- 
berry Lumber  company,  a  total  of  300,- 
000  lee;  f  ir  each  ten  iiours'  run.  i"he 
Cranberry  company  has  reduced  its  sum- 
mer logijing  crew  trom  ::oo  to  75  men. 

Yesterday  a  report  w.ij  heard  to  the 
effect  that  Mitchell  ^  McClure  would 
soon  close  down  their  mill.  To  an  in- 
quiry by  a  Herald  reporter  Mr.  McClure 
stated  that  up  to  the  present  time  5  t<; 
company  had  not  even  thought  of  shut- 
ting down,  but  that  of  course  they  cannot 
tell  what  the  future  will  have  in  store. 
Their  dailv  output  is  now  about  250.000 
feet. 

Mr.  Merrill,  of  Merrill  &  Ring,  ad- 
mitted that  there  has  bten  a  little  reduc- 
tion in  their  operat:t)n5.  but  that  the  chitf 
reduction  is  due  to  their  ceasing  to  run 
ni;?ht5.  K.  A.Ciray  the  first  of  the  month 
made  a  uniform  reduction  of  2;  cents 
per  man.  All  accepted  the  cut  except 
four  men.    They  threw  up  their  jobs.

Stillwater,  Rcil  Wing, 
Delhi,  Duluth.  Wtst  Duluth,  1  ake  City. 
Winona,  Noithtieid,  Springtield  and 
Farinington. 

High  Chief  Ranger  Edward  W.  Buck- 
ley. M.  D ,  of  St.  Paul,  presideil,  and 
after  the  ceremony  of  conferring  the  high 
Court  degree  upon  the  representatives, 
presented  his  annual  report,  showing  the 
work  done  in  this  jurisdiction  for  the  past 
year.  The  report  states  that  there  are 
now  2;  courts  in  this  lurisdiction,  an  in- 
crease of  S  for  the  year.  The  total  mem- 
bership IS  h)07  against  50  in  iS.)0.  Dur- 
ing the  la>t  year  and  a  half  6  courts  have 
been  instituted  in  .Minneapolis.  These 
now  have  a  membership  of  654. 

High  Secretary  Milton  Garges,  of  St. 
Paul,  in  his  annual  report  showed  that

sum  of  $3000;  that  the  membership  uf 
the  entire  Older  has  increased  to  49.000 
and  the  reserve  fund   to  ;?6<kS,743.  12. 

•  .luite  a  contest  is  being  made  for  some 
i>f  ihe  offices.  For  that  of  hijth  chief 
ranger  the  mt>st  prominent  is  Joseph  C. 
O'Keefte,  cf  Minneapolis.  For  repre- 
sentatives t>>  the  supreme  court  about 
ten  candidates  are  in  the  field,  among 
them  being  Adolph  E.  Reuillard.of  .Min- 
neapolis; .Slilton  Garges,  ( ).  H.  O'Neill, 
Henrv  lohn  and  Jam-.s  Fenstermaker,  of 
St.  lUui;  H.  H.  Gillen.  of  Stillwater. 

For  place  of  meeting  next  sc5sii>n  both 
Stillwater  and  Red  Wing  are  making  a 
game  hght,  but  the  sentiment  seems  to 
be  in  favor  of  it  going  to  St.  Paul. 

The  Independent  Order  of  Foresters 
was  organized  June  It?,  l>"74.  a  branch  cf 
the  parent  stem,  the  Ancient  Order  of 
Foresters  of  the  World.  The  split  was 
due  to  different  ideas  respecting  insur- 
ance, the  new  order  establishing  a  system 
of  insurarcc  on  the  level  prcmiam  pl.\n. 
It  has  paid  out  nearly  >8.ooo,oo>'  in  pre- 
miums, and  bad,  July  i,  a  reserve  of 
$7io,502.(.x3-  The  order  is  incorporated 
by  special  act  of  the  Canadian  parlia- 
ment .and  IS  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  insurance  department  of  that 
government.  While  the  head  offices 
are  in  Toronto,  Canada,  the  ma- 
jority of  members  are  in  the 
states.  Nearly  every  state  north  of 
the  Mason  and  Dixon  line  is  represent- 
ed by  a  hi2h  court.  The  total  member- 
ship of  the  organization  is  50,920.  Its 
object  is  to  insure  members  at  actual 
cost,  to  pay  sick  and  funeral  benefits, 
total  and  permanent  disability  benefits 
and  annuities  for  old  age.  Muchis  alio 
made  of  the  social  and  fraternal  features, 
as  in  other  secret  societies. 

In  Minnesota  the  order  numbers  1900 
members,  nearly  half  of  them  having 
been  added  during  the  past  vear.  Of 
the  Minnesota  courts,  10  arc  in  St.  Paul, 
6  in  Minneapolis,  3  in  Duluth,  2  in  Wi- 
nona, West  Duluth,  Stillwater.  Delhi, 
F'armingtou,  Northtield,  Springtield,  Red 
Wing,  Lake  City  and  Howard  Lake  are 
represcntid.

Under  Sheriff  Armstrong  returned 
from  Virginia  this  morning.  Everything 
was  (juiet  when  he  left  and  the  men  were 
gladly  returning  to  work.  The  trouble 
v/as  not  with  the  miners  as  first  reported, 
but  with  the  Finn  laborers  employed  on 
the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  exten- 
sion to  one  of  the  mines  being  con- 
structed by  Danvin  cv;  Co.  The  con- 
tractors are  a  few  days  behind  on  their 
last  pay  roll  owing  to  their  inability  to 
get  currency.  There  was  considerable 
grumbling  and  finally  Friday  75  or  100 
Finns  quit  work.  Not  satisfied  with 
merely  quitting  they  went  to  a  pi)int 
where  200  or  300  of  Darwin  .S;  Co.'s  men 
were  working  and  forced  them  to  quit, 
using  sticks  and  stones  to  emphasize 
their  arguments. 

De[)uty  Sheriff  Ross  acted  fearlessly 
and  promptly  and  quickly  put  a  (juietus 
on  wnat  inight  have  developed  into  a 
serious  disturbance.  He  arrested  six  of 
the  ringleaders  and  telegraphed  Sheriff 
Sharvy. 

Under  Sheriff  Armstrong  was  accom- 
panied by  County  Attorney  Tear.  Mr. 
Tear  did  not  wish  to  put  the  county  to 
expense  and  delay  so  he  determined  to 
press  a  charge  ol  simple  assault  only 
against  the  leaders,  M.  L.  Carroll,  for 
Darwin  ^:  Co.,  swore  out  a  com[>iaii!t 
charging  the  troubic-brewers  witn  as- 
saulting John  Morgan,  M.  McMiUer  and 
others.

Judge  Ayer. 


A  Complete    Change  of  all   Office  Furniture 

and  Paraphernalia  Even  to  the  Door 

Was  Made. 


Judge  Ayer  Was  Very  Angry  but  Sheriff 
Sharvy  Only  Smiles— May  be 
Legal  Trouble. 


Sheriff  Sharvy's  oflice  has  been  moved. 
So  has  the  probate  court  office.  It  was 
done  in  the  dark  of  the  night  and  war  is 
on  at  the  court  house.  Thus  far  ro 
blood  has  been  shed,  but  both  sides  are 
firm  in  their  attitudes  and  t!;e  court 
house  crowd  is  watching  the  belligerents 
with  much  interest  and  amusement. 

For  a  long  time  Sheriff  Sharvy  has  felt 
that  the  room  alloltcd  to  his  offico  was 
entirely  loo  small  for  himself  and  various 
deputies,  to  .say  nothing  of  the  numerous 

patrons  of  the  oftice  running  in  and  out 
constantly  during  the  day.  lie  has  had 
his  eye  enviously  tlxed  on  the  more  com- 
modious room  where  Judge  Ayer  upholds 
the  dignity  of  the  probate  court.  But 
Judge  Ayer  could  not  see  it  that  way  and 
has  sternly  withstoo<l  all  overtures  look- 
ing to  an  exchange  of  offices.  Mr.  Sharvy 
confcircd  with  lac  county  commission- 
ers and  fouiut  no  objection  on  their  part 
to  an  exchange. 

Last  evening  after  Jud>;e  Ayer  had 
locked  up  for  the  night  and  leftttic  court 
house  Mr.  .Sharvy  and  his  deputies 
picked  up  the  paraiUiernali-iand  records 
of  the  sherii'i's  ofiice  and  deposited  them 
in  Judge  Ayer's  room.  In  turn  the  pro- 
l)ate  court  outtit,  bag  and  b.iggage,  was 
translerrcd  to  the  sheriff's  old  office.  To 
comply  with  a  legal  technicality  requir- 
ing the  change  of  locks  to  secure  full 
possession  within  the  law,  Mr.  Sharvy 
caused  the  tloors  to  be  taken  down  and 
rehung  in  their  new  locations.  The 
change  was  complete.  Even  a  written 
notice  urging  some  lawyer  to  return  to 
the  piobiie  court  a  volume  of  Minnesota 
reports  was  removed  from  Us  place  on 
the  dcorpoit  and  put  conspicuously 
against  the  entrance  to  the  new  court 
room. 

Of  all  tiiose  who  were  astonished  this 
morning  at  beholding  the  change  per- 
haps no  one  was  more  astonished  thnn 
the  man  most  interested,  Judge  Ayer 
himself.  And  the  dignilied  and  good- 
naluied  judge  was  tar  from  beitig 
pleased.  In  truth  he  was  very  wroth. 
Sheriff  Sh;irvy  was  bland,  pleasant  and 
imperturbable  as  ever.  Judj;e  Ayer  snw 
there  was  no  use  storming  that  citad;l 
unaide<l  and  inimedi.ttely  started  out  to 
se^  k  Icga'  advice. 

I'Or  the  lawyers  it  is  a  hard  nut  to 
crack.  Just  where  Judi;.;  A\er's  remedy 
liis,  if  h;:  has  a  remedy,  is  not  cle.ir. 
How  to  oust  the  sheriff,  who  is  now  in 


full  possession,  is  a  nuz/ler.  Mr.  Sharvy 
s.iys  he  will  not  be  ousted;  that  he  will 
h{.d)i  the  matter  through  the  courts  if 
need  be  until  both  he  and  the  judge  are 
retired  frcm  public  office.  The  law 
makes  the  iheriff  custodian  of  the  court 
house  in  tiiie  of  riot.

LdNPON,  Au^.  3 — The  yacht  race  for  ] 
ihc  Town  prize  of  £'ioo,  open  to  yachts 
nver  thirty  tons,  tnok  place  today.  The 
course  covered  a  distance  of  fifty  miles. 
The  start  was  from  Cowes,  Isle  of 
Wight,  and  the  yachts  sailed  twice  to 
and  around  the  Warner  lij;htship  and 
'nack.  When  the  starting  gun  was  fired 
ai  10  o'clock,  the  Satanita  and  Valkyrie 
were  well  under  way  and  they  practical- 
ly crossed  the  line  together. 

The  American  yacht  Navahoe  fol- 
ijwcJ  them  closely  and  she  in  turn  was 
fallowed  close  up  by  the  Calkma.  A 
stn)ng  westerly  wind  was  blowinjj  and 
Lfamcd  in  force.  Just  after  tiie  start  it 
^aineda  sudden  and  blt;w  a  whole  j;ale. 
The  Xavahoe  {;ot  the  best  position  to 
windward  and  re'.ained  this  advantage 
until  Lccp  shoal  was   reached. 

At  this  poaik  the  observers  on  shore 
saw  her  suddenly  keel  over  until  her  rail 
wa.;  well  under,  and  everybody  thought 
she  was  going  to  turn  completely  over. 
Her  mam  sheet  was  played  out  com- 
pletely and  she  soon  righted.  She  made 
a  second  attenjpt  to  catch  up  with  the 
leaders,  but  her  main  sail  fell.  It  is 
learned  that  the  breaking  of  the  jaws  of 
her  gaff  was  the  cause  of  the  main  sail 
drop[Hrg. 

After  a  little  delay  and  apparently 
much  excitement  on  board,  the  main  s.iil 
v.as  ajjain  hoisted  as  well  as  could  l)e 
(lone  under  the  circumstance  and  under 
considerable  rcjf  the  Xavahoe  headed 
for  Si)uthampton  water,  evidently  going 
to  SonthanipKni  for  repairs.  It  is  saici 
'HHi  the  Navahoe  is  at  full  liberty  to 
.titer  her  center  board  as  -Mr.  Carroll, 
her  owner,  [)leases. 

The  yachtsmen  wh(j  have  been  watch- 
ing the  performance  of  the  Navahoe  are 
LOW  emphatic  in  the  opinion  that  she  is 
useless  in  a  stiff  breeze.  The  advocates 
of  the  superiority  ot  the  Knglish-built 
racers  are  niuch  elated  at  the  poor  show- 
ing of  the  Navahoe  in  today's  gale. 

The  Calluna  also  met  with  an  a.:ci- 
dcnt.  She  fouled  the  steam  yacht  Cleo- 
patra siiortly  after  passing  the  Leep 
shoal  and  broke  her  gaff  and  split  h^r 
nuiinsail.  She  was,  tlierefore,  compelled 
to  give  up  the  contcrl.  The  Satanita 
and  \'alkyrie  sailed  well  in  the  heavy 
wind.  The  former  crossed  the  finishing 
line  eii4ht  ininutcs  ahead  of  the  \'aikyrie. 

The  Navahoe  arrived  at  Southampton 
this  mcrnnig  with  her  mainsail  split.  The 
sail  was  taken  ashore  to  be  repaired. 
The  yacht  will  be  ready  to  race  again  on 
Saturday  and  m^y  be  able  to  take  pare 
in  the  race  tomorrow. 

IN  CHINA  AWO  JAPAN. 

The  Fr.ll  in  the  Price  of  Silver  Causes  Heavy 
Loss. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  3.— The  Pacific 
mail  steamer  Rio  de  Janeiro  arrived  last 
evening  from  the  Orient.  The  Hong 
Ivong  papers  are  idled  with  long  editor- 
ials and  local  articles  on  the  deprecia- 
tion of  silver  which  has  brought  all  busi- 
ness to  a  standstill. 

Much  exciiep.i.'iit  was  caused  by  a 
cable  message  sayiiig  Mexico  was  to 
5-i!-pend  silver  coimge.  In  this  event 
China  would  establish  a  national  coinige 
as  she  has  a  mint  at  Canton  fully 
(.(uiipped  for  issuing  dollars. 

In  japan  the  result  has  been  equally 
disastrous.  The  government  has  lost 
over  S3, 500,000  on  orders  on  war  ships 
alone,  japan  produces  about  #2,500,00x3 
worth  cf^ silver  yearly  and  only  about 
>5&o,ooo  of  gold,  so  that  the  loss  to 
miners  will  be  large. 


PENSIONS  TO  BE  DELAYF.D. 

Banks  Wii[  Refuse  to  Cash  Pension  Checks  on 
Presentation. 

WA^.lliN<;T(>N,  Aug.  3.  -Owing  to  the 
ilisinclination  of  the  n.itional  banks  of 
the  country  to  part  with  th-jj^  currency 
at  this  time  it  is  probable  Ihr^  pensioners 
who  are  to  be  naid  this  month  will  ex- 
perience a  slight  delay  lif  receiving  their 
money. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  brought  about 
by  the  lauks  which  have  heretofore 
ca.shcd  all  pension  checks  presented,  but 
now  sever;d  of  the  more  prominent 
banks  in  the  West  liave  notdkd  the 
treasury  th.il  in  view  of  the  linancial 
stringency  they  do  not  feci  justified  in 
continuing  ;d  present  the  policy  pur- 
sued bv  tliciii  in  tlie  past.  All  pensions 
are  paid  bv  check:;,  drawn  at  the  nj^ency 
for  tlie  pensioners,  generally  on  t!ie  sui)- 
ticasury  at  New  York. 

The  custom  has  been  for  the  pensioner 
to  present  his  check  at  his  local  bank, 
receive  the  money  for  it,  ilie  bank  in 
turn  sending  it  tin  to  New  York  for  col- 
lection. This  requires  considerable 
reftdy  mo.-.ev,  in  some  intiances  oico.ooo 
a  day.  .\cting  Se::retary  Curtis  has  sug- 
gested to  the  banks  that  ;ire  not  inclined 
to  c  lib  these  checks  that  if  they  will  de- 
posit bonds  tiiey  will  be  given  the  neces- 
sary currency  to  pay  pension  checks  on 
presentation. 

The  b^.iiks  are  not  favorably  impressed 
with  this  idea  as  the  cashing  of  pension 
che(  ks  aL  ail  is  simply  a  matter  of  con- 
venience to  the  holders  and  to  deposit 
bonds  is  an  additional  trouble  that  they 
do  not  wish  lo  undertake.  All  of  the 
hanks  h.ive  indicated  a  jiurpose  to  re- 
ceive pension  checks  lor  collection  only, 
and  this  will  probably  be  the  outcome  of 
the  pre.-ent  hitch. 

This  will  occasion  from  seven  to  ten 
days  delay.  Tension  checks  paid  at  In- 
dianapoh.'-",  Ind.,  Knoxville,  Tcnn.,  Louis- 
vdle,  Ky.,  and  New  ^  ork  are  drawn  en 
the  sub-treasury  at  New  \'ork;  those  at 
Philadelphia,  and  those  at  lopeka,  Kas., 
on  the  sub-treasury  at  St.  Louis.

EX-SENATOR  TKURIKAN  TALKS. 

He  Discusses  the  Financial  Stringency  and  its 
Remedy. 

Kkw  Vokk,  Aug.  3. — The  Wortd  has 
a  special  from  Colum'v.is,  Oliio,  giving 
an  interview  with  cx-Scna'<>r  Ailen  G. 
Thurman  on  the  financial  stringency  and 
its  remedy. 

Mr.  Thurman  said:  "It  is  not  right  to 
say  this  distress  is  c.iused  by  the  govern- 
ment's policy.  Every  nation  in  Europe 
ahd  Asia  is  suffering  from  the  same 
caus'.s.  I  do  not  see  how  congress  is  to 
he'p  the  situ.aticn  at  all." 

"Do  you  think  congress  will  repeal  the 
Sherman  silver  purctiase  act  r" 

"li  will  not  be  done  without  a  haid 
ligiit,  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  it 
will  ultimately  be  repealed.  It  is  my 
opinion,  however,  that  luoh  legislation 
would  be  harmful  under  the  present  con- 
ditions rather  th;in  bcncticial.  I  cannot 
see  how  a  lack  of  money  can  be  immedi- 
ately relieved  by  cutting  ont  a  part  of 
that  which  we  already  have.  People  are 
net  hoarding  any  particular  kind  ot 
money  ncsw.  They  are  hoarding  all 
kinds  of  it.  There  is  no  gold  in  daily 
circulation  here  now.  I  have  not  re- 
ceived r.ny  m  change  for  many  months. 
They  want  coin  gold  to  take  the  piace  of 
silver  if  they  do  strike  silver  from  coin- 
cge. 

"Don't  you  think  it  would  be  a  dan- 
gerous policy  for  this  government  to  go 
(In  coining  silver  dollars  that  are  really 
worth  as  compared  with  the  gold  dollar 
not  much  more  than  50  cents?" 

"I  do  knoiv  that  is  the  gold  bug  cry. 
But  I  cannot  believe  that  the  danger  of 
porsdile  loss  from  this  course  seems 
threatening  enough  to  the  average  busi- 
ness man  to  cause  him  to  fear  lo  accept 
the  silver  dollar.  I  e.xpcct  to  see  the 
business  world  slowly  emerge  from  its 
financial  trouble.  Perhaps  no  one  thing 
will  bring  better  timer.,  as  no  one  thing 
has  produced  the  present  unfortunate 
condition.  No  doubt  an  enormous 
stretching  of  credits— a  thing  that  is 
likely  to  happen  to  a  prosperous  people 
—has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  witli  start- 
ing this  scare.  It  will  pass  and  the 
damage  will  not  be  great. 

"There  is  just  as  much  money  in  the 
country  as  ever,  or  practically  so.  It 
has  sirnply  gone  into  hiding.  As  soon  as 
the  uneasy  leeling  can  be  allayed  the 
financial  stringency  will  be  at  an  end  for 
the  money  wid  come  out  again.  Aftir 
the  linancial  crisis  through  which  the 
country  has  passed  in  my  recollection  it 
has  taken  usually  three  or  four  years  to 
coiiipietely  restore  contidence.  The 
present  pvnic  differs  from  these  I  have 
experience*!  in  that  it  extends  over  the 
world.  I  hope  it  will  more  quickly  sub- 
side. 1  fe.tr.  however,  that  the  reverse 
will  be  true."

j)6ooo  cash  on  hand. 

Mr.  Silverman  is  a  stockholder  in  the 
Minnesota  Iron  ci'inpany  and  also  has 
considerable  indiviciu.il  holdings  of  iron 
lands  on  the  Vermilion  range. 

Mr.  Silverman  is  in  New  York.  He 
was  informed  by  wir:  last  night  of  the 
impending  trouble  and  is  expected  lo 
r.ach  Chicago  tonight.  Not  till  then 
can  further  plans  be  formed.  I'ank- 
ers  estimate  his  deposit  account  at  ?,6oo,- 
000.  it  IS  C!  a  commercial  ii;.ture  and 
the  depoiitors  are  for  the  most  jiart 
Jewiuh  dealers,  engaged  in  small  bu;,i- 
ncss  venluies.  So  (nv  a5  is  known  no 
large  concerns  aie  involved. 

Besides  the  deposit  account,  the  lia- 
bilities will  not  exceed  $i03,(ioo  or  $200,- 
oco  r.nd  a  le*r  estimates  jdace 
the  debts  above  5^1,000,000.  They 
uill  prob.ably  f:.il  below  that 
figure.  Against  this,  liability  account 
Silverman  has  .ass.ils  bearing  a  face 
value  of  nearly  $2,003,000.  A  large  part 
ot  this  property  is  in  colhaleral  of  picb- 
lematic  value.  It  is  estimated,  however, 
that  the  banker's  real  estate  is  worth 
S70"),o<io  and  that  it  is  in  shape  to  be 
available  for  realii.ation. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Silverman  defi- 
nite information  as  lo  the  bank's  stand- 
iijg  cannot  be  obtained.  He  had  no  aa- 
sjciate  in  the  business  and  neither  Man- 
ager .Minzesheimcr  iior  Cashier  Gcrstley 
can  give  infonn-ition  beyond  that  poste<l 
on  the  door:  "Owin^  to  the  stringency 
of  the  money  marke  this  bank  hns  been 
forced  to  temporanly  suspend."  The 
Innk  has  been  diavn  upon  heavily  by 
depositors  of  late. 

Three  policemen  guard  the  bank's 
doors  and  admittance  ispeiemptorily  re- 
fused all  Comers.  Ivcr.  Silverman's  ar- 
rival is  .awaited  before  further  proceed- 
ings are  taken  in  the  intcrcitof  the  bank. 
So  far  as  i<s  c.tTicers  kno>v,  the  banker 
has  given  no  judgmtnt  notes  and  a  levy 
by  the  sheriff  on  an  execution  of  that 
kiiid  is  iiJl  feared.  Quigg  &  Bentlev, 
the  l>anker*s  attorne/s,  are  non-commit- 
tal or  as  ignorant  ot  the  details  as  the 
employes  <if  the  bank.

Chicago.  Aug.  3. — The  silver  conven- 
tion closed  at  6  o'clock  last  evenintr,  alter 
adopting  the  following:  platform,  which 
was  read  by  Ignatius  Donnelly  in  his 
usual  forcible  style: 

Whereas,  bimetallism  is  as  ancient  as 
human  history,  for  certainly  more  than 
\ooo  years,  gold  and  silver  havinij  come 
down  through  the  aijes  hand  in  band, 
their  relations  to  each  other  having 
varied  but  a  few  points  in  all  that  vast 
period  of  time,  and  then  almost  invari- 
al>ly  through  legislation;  and 

VVhcreas,  These  two  metals  are  named 
together  and  indissoluhly  united 
in  the  constitution  of  the  bnited 
States  as  the  standard  of  val- 
ues i^f  the  country,  placed  there 
by  George  Washington,  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, John  Adams,  Hamilton  and  "subse- 
quently endorsed  and  defended  by 
Amlrew  Jackson  and  Abraham  Lincoln; 
and 

Whereas,  silver,  one  of  these  metals, 
was  in  the  year  1873  without  previous 
demand  by  any  political  party,  or  by  any 
part  of  the  people,  or  even  by  any  news- 
papers, and  without  public  discussion, 
stricken  down  from  the  place  it  had  oc- 
cupied since  the  days  of  Abraham  and 
the  Pharaohs  under  circumstances  of 
such  secrecy  that  Allan  G.  Thurman, 
James  Beck,  William  M.  Stew- 
art, Daniel  W.  \oorhees,  James 
G.  Blame,  then  speaker  of  the 
house;  James  A.  Garheld,  William  D. 
Kellv  and  others,  present  and  voting  for 
the  bill  as  senators  or  representatives, 
subsequently  repeatedly  and  publicly 
declared  that  they  did  not  know  until 
long  afterwards  that  lo  grave  and  great 
a  change  had  been  made  in  the  financial 
system  founded  by  the  fathers  of  the  re- 
public; and 

Whereas.  The  "-'e'-ates  in  congress 
show  that  the  parentage  of  the  measure 
was  in  part  ascribed  by  the  friends  of 
the  l)ill  to  one  Erne>t  Seyd,  a  London 
banker,  who,  it  is  claimed,  was  sent  over 
to  Washitigtim  by  f^j  moneyed  classes 
of  the  old  wor!  1  ij  secure  its  passage  by 
secret  and  corrupt  means,  and 

Whereas,  President  Grant,  who  signed 
the  bill,  declared  long  subsequently  that 
he  did  not  know  that  it  demonetized 
silver,  and 

Whereas,  the  purpose  of  this  attack 
upon  one  of  two  ancient  precious  metals 
ot  the  world  was  by  striking  down  one- 
half  the  money  supply,  to-wit,  silver,  to 
double  the  purchasing  power  of  the  re- 
mainder, gold,  by  making  it  the  equival- 
ent of  everything  possessed  or  produced 
by  the  labor|ofmHn,thus  reducing  the  price 
of  all  commodities,  arresting  enterprise, 
impoyerishirg  the  toiler  arid  degrading 
mankind;  that  these  results  were  not 
only  inevi'able,  but  foreseen,  appears  by 
the  following  language,  used  at  that  time 
by  the  then  president  of  the  Bank  of 
France,  who  said.  "If  by  a  stroke  of  the 
pen  they  supuress  one  of  these  metals  in 
the  monetary  service,  they  double  the 
demand  for  the  other  metal  to  the   ruin 


ing      the      banks,         have      demanded 
their        ileposits    to    hoard      or      hide 
them;  mercantile  houses  are  going  to  the 
wall  by    thousands   because   the  masses 
have  not  the  means  to  buy   even  ih  e  ne- 
cessities of   life;    to    supply   the  lack  of 
currency    the    banks  of  the   great  cities 
have  issued  a   substitute    for  money,  un-

"tiold  and  silver  at  rates  fixed  by  the 
congress  constitute  the  legal  standard  ol 
value  in  this  country,  and  neither  con- 
gress or  any  state  has  authority  to  esta- 
blish any  other  standard  or  to  displace

Whereas,  The  Hon.  James  (;.  Blaine, 
(juoting  this  utterance,  said:  "On  the 
much-vexed  and  long-mooted  question 
as  to  a  bimetallic  or  monometallic  stan- 
dard, my  own  views  are  sufticiently  indi- 
cated in  the  remarks  I  have  made.

produce  widespread  disaster  in  and 
throughout  the  commercial  world.  The 
tlestruction  of  silver  as  money  and  estab- 
lishing gold  as  the  sole  unit  of  value 
must  have  a  serious  effect  on  all  forms 
of  property,  e.\cept  those  investments 
which  yield  a  fixed  return  in  money. 
These  would  be  enormously  enhanced  in 
value  and  would  gain  a  disproportionate 
and  unfair  advantage  over  every  other 
species  of  property  if,  as  the  most  reli- 
able statistics  affirm,  there  are  nearly 
$7,000,000,000  of  coin  or  bullit)n  in  the 
world  nearly  very  equally  divided  be- 
tween gold  and  silver.  It' is  impossible 
to  strike  silver  out  of  existence  as  money 
without  results  which  will  prove  distress- 
ing to  millions  and  utterly  disastrous  to 
tens  of  thousands." 

And  whereas,  the  present  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  Hon.  John    G.  Carlisle,    on 
the  floor  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
Feb.  I,    1878,   said:     "I    know    that    the 
world's  stock  of  precious    metals  is  none 
too  large  and  I  see  no  reason   to    appre- 
hend that  it  will  ever   become  so.     Man- 
kind will  be  fortunate    indeed  if  the    an- 
nual production  of  gold  and  silver    coin 
shall  keep    pace    with    the    annual    in- 
crease of  population,   commerce  and   in- 
dustry.   According  to    my  view    of    the 
subject,  the  conspiracy   which  seems    to 
have  been  formed  here  and    in   Europe, 
to  destroy  by  legislation   and    otherwise, 
from  three-sevenths    to  one-half    of    the 
nietal  money  of  the  world,    is   the    most 
gigantic  crime  of  this    or  any  other   age. 
The  consummation    of    such   a    scheme 
would    ultimately    entail    more    misery 
upon  the  human  race  than  all  the    wars, 
pestilences  and    famine    that  ever    oc- 
I  curred  in  the  history  of   the  world.    The 
absolute  and   instantaneous    destruction 
of  half  the  entire    movable  property    of 
the  world,  including  houses,    ships,  rail- 
roads and  all  other  appliances  for  carry- 
ing on  commerce,  while    it  would  be  felt 
more  sensibly  at  the   moment,  would  not 
produce  an\  thing  like  the  prolonged  dis- 
tress and  disorganization    of  society  that 
must  inevitably  result    from  the    perma- 
nent annihilation  of  one-half  of  the  metal 
money  m  the  world." 

And  whereas,  Senator  John  Sherman, 
of  Ohio,  wht)  more  than  any  other  man  is 
responsible  for  the  demonetization  of 
silver,  clearly  understood  the  evil  conse- 
quences of  such  currency  belov/  legiti- 
mate demands  of  the' business  of  the 
country  as  evidence  by  the  said  senate  in 
1869,  to-wit:  The  contraction  of  the  cui- 
rtncy  is  a  far  more  distressing  operation 
than  senators  supposed.  Our  own  and 
other  nations  had  gone  through  that  be- 
fore. It  is  not  possible  to  take  that  voy- 
ajce  without  the  sorest  distress.  To  every 
person,  except  a  capitalist  or  a  salaried 
officer  or  annuitant,  it  is  a  period  of  less, 
danger,  lassitude  of  trade,  fall  of  wages, 
suspension  of  enterprise,  bankruptcy 
and  disaster.  It  means  the  ruin  of  all 
dealers  whose  debts  are  twice  their  busi- 
ness capital,  though  one-third  less  than 
their  actual  business  property.  It  means 
the  fall  of  all  agricultural  production 
without  any  great  reduction  of  taxes. 
Would  a  man  dare  to  build  a  house,  a 
railroad,  a  factory  or  a  barn  with  this 
certain  fact  before  him?  Therefore  in 
view  of  all  thtse  facts  we  declare: 

1.  That  there  must  be  no  compromise 
of  this  (question.  All  legislation  in  de- 
monetizing and  restricting  the  coinage 
of  silver  must  be  immediately  and  com- 
Iiletely  repealed  by  an  act  restoring  the 
coinage  of  the  country  to  the  conditions 
i-stablished  by  the  soundness  of  the  ra- 
tion, and  which  continued  for  over  eighty 
years  without  complaint  from  any  part 
of  liurope.  Every  hour's  delay  in  un- 
c'oing  the  corrupt  work  of  Ernest  Seyd 
and  our  foreijjn  enemies  is  an  insult  to 
the  dignity  of  the  American  people,  a 
crushing  burden  on  their  prosperity  aiul 
an  attempt  to  place  us  ajiain  under  the 
yoke  from  which  George  Washington 
and  bis  compatriots  rescued  us.

3.  That  while  the  "Sherman  act"  of 
July  14,  i8(jo,  was  a  device  of  the  enemy 
to  prevent  the  restoration  of  free  coin- 
age, and  is  greatly  objectionable  because 
it  continues  the  practical  exclusion  of 
silver  from  the  mints  and  reduces  it  from 
a  money  metal  to  a  commercial  com- 
modity, nevertheless  its  repeal  without  the 
restoration  of  free  coinage  would  stop 
the  expansion  of  currency  required  by 
our  gniwth  in  population  and  business; 
then  still  further  widen  the  distance  be- 
tween the  two  precious  metals  thus  mak- 
ing the  return  of  l)imet;ilism  more  diffl- 
ci  it,  greatly  increasing  the  purchasing 
power  of  gold;  still  further  break  down 
the  price  of  the  products  of  the  fanner, 
laborer,  mechanic  and  tradesmen,  and 
plunge  still  farther  all  commerce,  busi- 
ness and  industry  into  such  depths  of 
wretchedness  as  to  endanger  peace,  the 
preservation  of  free  institutions  and  the 
very  maintenance  of  civilization.  We 
therefore,  in  the  name  of  the  republic 
and  of  humanity,  protest  against  the  re- 
peal of  the  said  act  of  July  14,  1890,  ex- 
cept by  an  act  restoring  free  bimetallic 
coinage  as  it  existed  prior  to  1S73.  ^Ve 
suggest  that  the  maintenance  of  bimetall- 
ism by  the  United  States  at  the  rate  of 
i(>  to  I  will  increase  our  commerce  with 
all  the  silyer-usingct)untriescf  the  world, 
containing  two-thirds  of  the  world,  with- 
out decreasing  our  commerce  with  tliose 
nations  which  buy  our  raw  material  and 
v*-:ll  more  quickly  compel  the  adoption 
o.'  bimetallism  by  the  nations  of  Europe 
than  by  any  other  means. 

4.  We  assert  that  the  unparalleled 
calamities  which  now  aitlict  the  Ameri- 
cm  people  are  not  due  to  the  so-called 
Siierman  act  of  iSi^);  and  in  proof  there- 
of we  c:ill  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
same  evil  conditions  now  prevail  over 
all  the  gold  standard  world.  We  are 
convinced  that  bad  as  is  the  state  of 
;ili"airs  in  this  country,  it  would  have 
been  still  worse,  but  for  the  Sherman  act, 
by  which  the  nation  has  obtained 
to  some  extent  an  expanding 
circulation  to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  continent  in  process  of 
colonization  and  the  business  exigencies 
of  the  most  energetic  and  industrious 
race  that  has  ever  dwelt  on  the  earth, 
and  we  insist  upon  the  execution  of  the 
law  without  evasion  so  long  as  it  is  upon 
the  statute  books  and  upon  the  purchase 
of  the  full  amount  of  silver  each  month 
that  it  provides  for,  to  the  end  that  the 
monthly  addition  to  the  circulating  me- 
dium the  law  secures  shall  be  maintained. 

5.  That  we  would  call  the  attention  of 
tlie  people  to  the  fact  that  in  the  midst 
of  all  the  trouble  of  the  time,  the  nation- 
al bond  and  the  national  legal  tender 
money  has  not  fallen  a  particle.  The 
distrust  is  not  of  the  government  or  its 
money,  but  of  the  banks  which  have  as 
we  believe  precipitated  the  present 
panic  on  the  country  in  an  ill-advised 
effort  to  control  the  action  of  congress 
on  the  silver  que-tion  and  the  issue  of 
l)onds.  We  iuvuc  the  bank'-is  to  at. end 
to  their  Ictjitimatc  business,  and  permit 
the  re.st  ot  the  people  to  have  their  full 
.-hare  in  the  control  of  the  government. 
Ir  this  way  they  will  much  sooner  re- 
store the  conlidence  which  is  so  neces- 
sary to  the  prosperity  of  the  people.  It 
must  not,  be  for.ioten  that  while  bnard

Siie  i.s  ji  fin  keel  liecaiise  she  carries  most 
of  her  ballast  in  a  le.ad  bulb  at  the  bottom 
of  a  fin,  and  yi  1  at  the  same  time  she  is  a 
cciiterboanl,  for  one  of  these  handy  .nrid 
truly  Anuric.ni  niipliancL's  for  holding  a 
ho.it  up  to  windward  dioi)s  tlirouuh  her 
ludlow  fin,  wiiile  aiiuther  and  sni.iHer  one 
drops  throi!::h  the  keel  forv.-.ird  of  the  fin. 
She  has  bivii  called  a  "ballast  fin  center- 
board,"  and  this  uaine  .seems  to  fit  her  jus 
well  a.s  any. 

Her  performances  will  be  eagerly  watch- 
ed, foryachtsiiH-nareanxious  to  learn  what 
place  conibi:;,nion  of  fin  keel  and  center- 
board  and  tlii>  attempt  to  conihine  the  ad- 
vantages of  liiith  types  will  take  in  Ameri- 
can y.ichting.

Therefore  just  as  the  big  red  circle  was 
disappearing  behintl  the  horizon 
the  signal  was  given  to  get  the 
balloon  ready.  This  operation  required 
but  a  lew  moments  ami  at  6:55'the  aerial- 
ist  appeared  Jready  for  his  task.  The 
Pavilion  was  crowded  with  spectators 
from  roof  to  basement,  each  little  hill  or 
knoll  that  afforded  the  slightest  view  of 
the  surrounding  country  was  promptly 
pre-empted,  while  the  boulevard  and 
avenues  on  the  side  of  the  hill  contained 
quite  a  number  of  people  anxious  to 
witness  the  rise  of  the  balloon  with  its 
human  freight. 

Alter  carefully  examining  the  para- 
chute ropes  Prof.  Baldwin  gave  the  word 
to  cast  her  off  and  the  huge  sixty  foot 
bag  began  to  rise  slowly  and  majesti- 
cally at  first,  anr"  then,  when  a  slight 
current  of  air  struck  her,  a  tritle  more 
rapidly.  The  b:dloon  took  an  easterly 
direction,  and  as  the  suspended  figure 
became  smaller  and  smaller  the  people 
sent  up  a  cheer  after  the  nervy  fellow 
who  had  risked  his  life  for  their  enter- 
tainment. Away  he  sailed  to  a  con- 
sider.able  altitude,  when,  straightening 
his  ropes,  he  cut  awav  the  parachute 
which  opened  out  prettily  and  he  started 
down  to  the  eaYtlu 

He  fell  about  16  feet  a  second  and 
landed  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away 
from  where  he  started,  his  balloon  com- 
ing down  near  him.  Flis  men  brought 
the  big  big  back  to  the  Pavilion,  and  the 
crowd  dispersed,  some  to  their  homes 
while  others  remained  to  hear  the  eve- 
ning concert  in  the  Pavilion.  Prof. 
Baldwin  will  make  a  second  ascent  this 
afternoon  as  soon  after  four  o'clock  as 
the  atmospheric  conditions  will    permit.

He    Discusses    the    Repeal  of    the  Sherman 
Law. 

Toi'EKA,  Kas.,  Aug.  3.  The  following 
from  Governor  Lewelling  w.as  made  pub- 
lic last  night: 

The  Sherman  law,  as  at  present  con- 
strued, is  a  vicious  measure  in  the  inter- 
ests ot  a  gold  standard.  Contrary  to  the 
wish  and  expectation  of  the  American 
people,  the  law  has  been  violated  by  re- 
deeming silver  ccrtilicatcs  immediately 
by  their  re-issue  in  gold  instead  of  silver, 
1  his  L'ives  us  more  money,  but  drains 
the  treasury  of  gold  to  store  silver  bul- 
lion. The  demand  h)r  the  unconditional 
repeal  of  the  law  is  for  the  purpose  of 
forcing  this  country  to  an  absolute  gold 
basis  in  the  interests  of  money  specu- 
lators, to  the  destruction  and  bank- 
rtiptcy  of  our  mechanical  and  agricul- 
tural classes  and  business  interests.  It 
should  be  repealed  only  uixm  the  condi- 
tion of  restoring  silver  to  its  standing 
prior  to  1873.  If  not  repealed,  it  should 
be  amended  making  certiticates  full 
legal  tender  and  redeemable  in  silver 
only.  Any  other  course  will  continue 
the  present  and  bring  further  dis.aster.

The  Chicago  Convention. 
The  News  Tribune  says  tb^  silver 
convention  at  Chica^ro  was  a  great  fail- 
ure and  that  it  will  not  aid  the  cause  of 
the  silver  men.  Tills  is  not  true.  It  is 
not  fair  journalism  to  so  misrepresent 
the  facts.  A  newspaper,  above  and  be- 
yond all  other  things,  should  Icll  the 
trath  about  the  news  of  ths  day.  That 
the  News  Tribune  has  not  don^  io  in 
this  instance  does  net    attract    much  at- 


tlie  appiopriiUions  conitiiittec,  Init  no  in- 
dication has  been  jjiven  as  to  his  succes- 
sor. The  country  is  to  be  congratulat- 
ed, ho\vc\cr,  upon  Itis  removal  from  the 
appropriatioMS  coinniiltec  and  the  end 
of  the  nic'-^arilly,  cheese- paring  policy 
which  characterized  his  presence  there. 
The  country  is  opposed  to  extravagance, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  docs  not  believe 
in  tl'.e  Holman  style  t>f  econotny.  Con- 
gress can  act  generously  in  the  matter 
of  appropriations,  without  beintj  extr.i- 
v.igant,  ar.d  th:it  is  what  the  country 
wants. 

No  General  Panic. 

Comptroller  of  the  Currency  Eckels 
draws  attention  in  an  article  on  the  finan- 
cial crisis,  to  a  fact  which  has  attracted 
the  atttnlion  of  other  observers.  It  is  that 
the  present  financial  depression  differs 
materially  from  any  that  has  heretofore 
occurred  in  out  history.  The  strain  has 
been  of  unprecedented  length  and  great 
seveiity,  but  there  has  been  nothing  ap- 
proachutg  a  panic,  such  as  characterized 
other  years  under  similar  circumstances. 
More  significant  is  the  fact  that  thr»)ugh- 
out  it  all  there  has  been  manifiest  no 
unusual  excitement,  despite  the  general 
distrust  in  the  stability  of  our  moneyed 
institutions  evidenced  in  every  portion  of 
the  country;  the  ilaily  failure  of  banks, 
national,  state  and  private;  of  great 
commercial  enterprises,  trust  companies 
and  corporations  and  manufacturing 
establishments. 

No  stronger  proof  than  this  could  be 
had  of  the  vast  resources  of  the  country 
and  the  available  wealth  of  the  people. 
It  demonstrates,  says  Mr.  Eckels,  that 
no  matter  how  bad  the  outlook  there  can 
be  no  general  bankruptcy  and  distress 
as  that  of  1837,  1857  and  1873.  In  all  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  present 
siau.tion  it  is  tiiually  at  variance  with 
other  periods  of  liquidation.  It  has  de- 
veloped at  a  time  when  there  is  an 
abundance  of  agricultural  produce  and 
of  nianuf.actu.ed  product  on  every  hand. 
Ordinary  business  in  mercantile  lines  is 
up  to,  and  in  some  trades  above,  the 
standard  of  the  same  months  in  times  of 
marked  prosperity,  while  the  actual 
amount  of  money  in  circulation  per 
capita  is  as  great  as  that  of  recent  years. 
Not  less  worthy  of  note  is  it  that,  in  a  ma- 
jority of  the  failures  that  have  occurred 
in  legitimate  lines  thus  far,  the  assets 
reported  of    the    failed    concerns  have 


Worthy  of  Note- 

The  builvling  in.peclor's  report  for 
July  is  deserving  of  thoughtful  consider- 
ation. It  is  a  matter  upon  which  the 
people  o!  Duluth  can  properly  felicitate 
themselves.  That  the  recorils  show  an 
increase  in  building  for  the  month  over 
June,  when  stagnatitm  in  the  building 
trades  is  the  gtineral  report  from  other 
cities,  is  a  gratiliying  indication  ol  the 
faith  that  investors  have  in  Duluth. 
There  is  no  distrust  in  the  solidity  antl 
coniinued  growtli  of  Duluth,  when  such 
things  are  possible.

The  Herald  tias  no  sympathy  with  the 
ideas  expressed  at  this  convention.  It 
believes  that  these  men  are  advocating  a 
wrong  and  mischievous  policy,  which 
would  be  disastrous  to  the  country.  At 
the  same  time  it  concedes  the  great 
ability  and  high  standing  of  inany  of  the 
men  on  the  silver  side,  and  regarding 
the  question  from  their  point  of  view  it 
is  not  astonished  that  they  groiv  ex- 
tremely earnest  and  approach  the  limits 
of  violent  and  inilimmatory  language 
when  advocating  the  placin;^  of  silver  on 
a  parity  with  gold.  Far  hi  it  from  The 
Kcrald.  however,  to  denounce  the^e  men 
as  rabid  or  wild  and  fanatical,  when  on 
the  other  side  of  the  cjucstion  are  found 
men  who  are  equally  extreme  and 
equally  vigorous  in  expressing  their 
sentiments. 

It  is  well  that  this  ciucstlon  should  be 
thoroughly  discussed,  and  that  the  views 
of  those  who  have  carefully  studied  ihe 
subject  should  be  submitted  for  consid- 
eration at  the  coming  extra  session  of 
congress.  Tne  Herald  is  convinced  that 
the  repeal  of  the  silver  pu'-cbas;:  clause 


and  of  such  a  character  as  to  causj  com- 
ment that  institutions  holding  them 
should  have  been  forced  to  suspend. 

In  a  recent  article  dwelling  on  the 
same  fact-,  the  Kansas  City  Star  pointed 
out  that  the  experience  through  which 
the  country  is  passing  docs  not  re-emble 
in  any  degree  the  memorable  panic  of 
1S73.  i^  is  a  period  of  liq.iidat'on  rather 
than  of  collapse.  The  financial  cata- 
clysm cf  1S73  foUov.ed  an  era  of  general 
and  rockleis  speculation,  which  S;t  in 
shortly  after  the  close  of  the  v/ar  in  1865. 

The  present  dislurbance  is  not  attri- 
butable to  causes  at  all  similar  to  those 
which  produced  the  panic  of  '73.  Rail- 
road building  has  been  remarkably  light 
withm  the  last  five  years.  The  spirit  of 
speculation  has  nut  been  notably  active.  { 
The  tendency  has  been  to  contract 
rather  than  to  expand.  The  popular 
dii-position  has  been  to  piy  up  rather 
than  to  go  into  debt.  More  or  less  new 
territory  has  bien  developed  in  the 
West,  but  even  this  has  been  accom- 
plished on  a.  safe  and  prudent  plan. 

The  situation  is  wholly  unlike  that  in 
which  the  coiintry  tound  itself  in  1873. 
No  sober  minded  man  has  been  able  to 
find  a  logical  reason  for  the  feeling  of

of  the  Shurman  law  is  a  necessity.    That  I -'^^"J' ^'^•'1  hide  itself.    The   scare  which 


must  be  wiped  off  the  statute  book. 
What  legislation  should  follow  is  less 
certain.  One  thing  seems  certain,  how- 
ever: To  coin  silver  dollars  without 
limit  and  to  force  people  to  take  them 
by  an  act  of  legal  tender  would  be  dis- 
astrous. It  has  been  well  said  that  bad 
money  which  is  a  legal  tender  drives 
good  money  out  of  circulation.  Bad 
legal  tender  money  is  now  driv- 
ing good  money  made  of  gold 
out  of  circulation.  Result: 

Trade  is  restricted,  distrust  prevails 
generally,  men  are  failing  and  banks 
have  been  brought  to  ruin.  The  silvtr- 
ite  program  would  increase  the  amount 
of  this  bad  money,  and  consequently 
more  gold  would  be  driven  out  of  circu- 
lation and  the  existing  adverse  condi- 
tions accentuated.  That  it  would  in- 
evitably result  in  a  universal  panic.  The 
Herald  is  convinced.  At  the  same  time 
the  viev/s  of  those  wiio  hold  to  the  con- 
trary are  entitled  to  consideration  and 
respect.  These  men  are  not  lunatics  or 
fanatics  any  more  than  are  thoiic  who 
vigorously  oppose  them. 

The  Chicago  convention  was  a  very 
large  gathering  and  contained  many  able 
men.  Their  earnestness  and  determi- 
nation must  impress  all  who  read  the 
resolutions  that  they  adopted,  even  if 
their  conclusions  cannot  be  conceded.

If  last  evening's  meeting  at  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  called  to  discuss  the 
monetary  situation  was  not  a  "hov/ling 
farce,"  it  came  so  near  it  that  the  differ- 
ence would  be  difficult  to  define.  It  was 
simply  a  rambling  discussion,  each  man 
presenting  some  phase  that  occurred  to 
him  and  it  was  apparent  from  the  start 
that  no  one  would  be  convinced  or  very 
much  enlightened,  for  that  matter.  It  is 
but  fair  to  jay  that  all  who  spoke  were 
hone;-t  in  their  opinions  and  were  very 
earnest,  but  the  larger  ele.^lent  of  the 
crowd  was  more  taken  by  funny  speeches 
and  sharp  sa'lies  than  cilm.  deliberate 
argument.  C.  A.  Towne  could  combine 
bo"h  and  was  probably  therefore  heard 
with  the  greatest  interest. 

The  meeting  was  launched  under  diffi- 
culties.    There    seemed    to  be  a  misun- 


derstanding  as  to  whether  it  was  an  ac 
journed  meeting  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce or  a  citizens'  mass  meeting.  There 
v/as  not  a  quorum  of  the  chamber  pres- 
ent although  the  room  was  full  and  it 
was  finally  decided  to  go  ahead.  There 
was  a  notable  absence  of  the  very  men 
that  would  be  expected  to  be  there- 
financial  men  and  tho<e  mo'^t  intejes'.ed 
in  the  outcome  of  the  financial    situation 

E.  C.  Gridley's  resolution  v.as  read.  At 
the  meeting  Tuesday  morning  it  was 
moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  Then  the 
discussion  commenced  and  continued. 
The  chimber  members  pre-ent  last 
evening  seeme'l  to  think  that  tlicv  wtri 
still  debating  on  that  motion.  Nobod\ 
suggested  that  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  is  nndebatable. 

E.  C.  Gridley    started    the    discus 


come  at  once  to  free  coinage.  Ke  de- 
clared himself  as  leaning  to  the  former 
of  the  propositions. 

Judge  McCiindley  was  primed  for  the 
occasion  and  at  this  Doint  arose,  fie 
v.arned  evervoi;e  in  a  solemn  tone  that 
ihere  is  a  con-piracy  on  hand  to  destroy 
the  West  in  the  interest  of  the  p'.u'.ociats 
of  the  East.  He  declared  that  the 
loyalty  of  the  men  who  would  strike 
ilown  silver  might  be  seriously  ques- 
tioned. 

There  was  a  call  for  J.  W.  I'.uli  at  this 
point.  He  responded  and  made  a  good 
silver  argument,  but  toward  the  last  got 
a  little  rattled  at  the  fire  of  (juestions 
sent  in.  He  declared  his  belief  that  this 
country  and  Euro[ie  can  never  agree  on 
a  common  basis.  England  wants  cheap 
money  to  pay  her  debts  in  the  colonies. 
America  wants  to  use  silver  bec.uise  it 
'  is  an  American  commodity.  If 
'  free  silver  coinage  were  inaugurated, 
!  silver  would  go  at  once  to  par.  There  is 
not  gold  enough  to  pay  even  the  interest 
on  the  world's  debt.  Mr.  Hull  made  the 
statement  that  every  secretary  of  the 
treasury  violates  his  oath  of  office  be- 
cause he  refuses  to  pay  out  silver  on 
treasury  notes  and  i)a\s    gold. 

Dr.  IJarrett  was  called  lor  and  spoke  a 
few  moments.  He  went  for  Mr.  Bull  at 
a  pretty  lively  rate  on  some  of  his  state- 
ments. He  commenced  by  saying  that 
he  did  not  pretend  to  know  much  about 
the  money  question  but  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  after  hearing  the  talk  that  he 
knew  as  much  about  it  as  anyone  who 
IkuI  spoken  yet.  He  charged  Mr.  Bull 
with  inconsistency  in  admitting  that  the 
government  will  not  back  the  sliver  dol- 
lar and  then  accusing  the  secretary  of 
the  treasury  of  violating  his  oath  of 
office  in  refusing  to  pay  out  the  dollar 
the  government  wilt  not  back.  The  sil- 
ver dollar  will  not  go  to  Europe  he  said 
because  it  is  not  a  dollar.  He  made  a 
plea  for  an  honest  dollar  one  worth  a 
lull  dollar.

and  this  alone  should  suffice.  When 
this  is  done  there  is  time  enough  to  talk 
of  other  things  to  be  accomplished. 

C.  E.  Loveti  oft'ercd  a  substitute  reso- 
lution for  that  of  Col.  Gridley.  This 
was  the  Chicago  board  of  trade  set — 
favoring  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  act, 
authoTizing  the  issue  cf  gold  bonds  and 
recf'.mm2ndiiig  the  amendment  of  the 
banking  laws  so  as  to  allow  r.ational 
banks  to  issue  notes  to  the  full  amount 
of  their  bonds.  This  cry  for  cheap 
money,  he  said,  is  a  fallacy,  what  is 
wanted  is  good  money. 

Judge  McCiindley  wanted  resolutions 
adopted  favoring  the  repeal  of  ttie  pur- 
chasing clauses  of  the  Slierman  act  and 
alsD  the  demonetization  act  of  1873. 

Eoud  cries  for  Townc  were  then  heard 
and  he  came  forward.  He  favored  a 
simple  resolution  recommending  the  re- 
peal of  the  purchasing  clauses  of  the 
.Sherman  act.  He  was  not  in  favor  of 
adopting  the  resolutions  proposed  by 
.Mr.  Lovettat  this  time.  The  proposi- 
tion frr  this  government  to  sustain  sil- 
ver alone  and  unaided  against  the  world 
he  declared  to  be  financial  lunacy.  A 
double  standard  is  an  impossible  thing. 
One  must  be  the  real  standard  and  the 
other  used  upon  the  basis  of  its  convert- 
ibility into  the  first.  Mr.  Townc  was 
frequently  interrui)ted,  but  always 
proved  himself  equal  to  the  occasion  and 
furnished  considerable  merriment. 

There  was  a  loud  call  for  "question" 
here,  although  a  half  dozen  men  were 
struggling  to  be  heard.  Judge  McGind- 
ley  was  among  these  and  got  an  idea 
that  "gae  law"  was  to  be  enforced.  This 
made  him  very  wrathy  and  he  character- 
ized the  meeting  as  "a  disgrace  to  the 
city  of  Duluth."  The  crowd  only 
laughed. 

J^.  C.  Gridley  wanted  the  chamber 
members  to  vote  en  his  resolution,  and 
then  a  vote  of  the  meetintr  taken  to  learn 
its  pleasure.  Dr.  liarrett  thought  this 
woultl  be  like  "hanging  a  man  and  try- 
ing him  afterward." 

Great  confusion  tfien  ensued.  Col. 
Graves,  mounted  on  a  stool,  secured  the 
recognition  of  the  chair  after  two  or  three 
minutes  and  brought  matters  to  a  head. 
He  moved  that  the  meeting  recommend 
the  chamber  of  commerce  to  table  the 
resolutions.  The  ayes  were  in  the  ma- 
jority and  everybody  lUshcd  downstairs.

PiTTSi;uKC,Kas.,Aug.  4-— The  miners' 
strike  is  assuming  a  different  phase  as 
the  result  of  the  delegate  convention 
held  at  Kansas  City  Aug.  i  and  2,  where- 
in the  Missouri  miners  determined  to 
discontinue  work  at  the  call  of  the  Kan- 
sas executive  board.  President  Walters 
returned  from  ih.it  meetiiii,^  yesterday 
aiul  has  held  conferences  with  the  lead- 
ers here.  In  consequence,  there  is  a 
dererraination  to  make  a  fight  to  a  finish. 

A  prominent  miner  stated  yesterday 
that  telegrams  signed  by  the  executive 
board  were  sent  yesterday  to  various 
pouUs  m  Missouri  and  Arkansas  callini^ 
u[.on  the  miners  of  those  states  to  sus- 
pend work  Saturday,  Aug.  5,  until  the 
ddhculty  IS  settled  with  the  Kansas 
miners.  The  strikers  assert  th.at  when 
they  get  the  above  stales  and  Indian 
lerritory,  they  will  proceed  to  organize 
Iowa  and  other  states. 

Sev-nty-five  striking  miners  this  morn- 
ing lay  in  wait  tor  the  rnen  nt  work  in 
shift  Xo.  17  of  the  Kansas  &  Te-xasCoal 
company  and  m.-:de  an  assault  upon  them 
as  they  were  going  to  work.  One  man 
was  brutally  assHulterl.but  finally  got  out 
of  the  mob  and  made  his  way  to  his  heme 
and  procured  a  revolver  and  started  for 
the  HMre. 

In  the  meantime  a  few  deputy  sheri'^s 
h;id  put  in  an  appearance  and  the  mob 
dispsrsod.  The  mine  is  being  operated 
with  a  full  force.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  company  to  enjoin  ail  the  striking 
ni;ners  in  the  neighbtjrhood  of  the  mines 
in  the  federal  courr.  At  last  night's 
mer^tirg  of  the  miners'  and  citizens'  com- 
mittee it  was  fotmd  impossible  to  come 
to  any  agreement. 

The  operators  consider  the  strike  at  an 
end  and  will  not  consider  any  proposi- 
tion for  a  compromise  or  arbitration. 
N'ew  men  are  coining  in  daily,  and  but 
few  of  the  strikers  would  be  'v;iven  em- 
ployment even  if  the  strike  was  declared 
olf.

Davenport,  Iowa,  Aug.  4.— A    letter 
was  published  last  evening  which  clear- 
ly defines  the  position  of  Cioveriior  Boies 
and  sets  at    rest  the    candidacy    stories 

that  have  been  published  about  him  dur- 
ing the  past  week. 

The  letter  is  dated  Des  Moines,  Aug. 
2,  and  addressed  to  Hon.  Chas.  D.  Full- 
er, chairman  of  the  Iowa  Democratic 
state  committee.  In  it  the  governor 
says  that  anything  else  than  a  formal 
declaration  of  his  views  would  be  taken 
as  tacit  consent  that  he  is  a  candidate 
lor  nomination  befcire  the  state  conven- 
tion which  meets  Aug.  23.  lie  says  he 
would  be  f.ilse  to  his  own  convictions  of 
duty  if  he  did  not  speak  frankly  now. 
His  words  on  this  point  arc  as  follows: 

"I  am  conscientiously  opposed  to  third 
terms  in  an  olilice  so  important  as  that  of 
governor  of  a  great  state,  and  in  this 
view  the  unbroken  precedents  of  all  po- 
litical parties  in  our  state  teach  that  my 
vievtTs  arc  in  substantial  accord  with 
those  of  the  masses  of  all  our  people. 
To  ignore  these  precedents  and  violate 
this  almost  universal  sentiment  would, 
in  my  judgment,  be  seriously  detrimental 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Democratic 
party.  I  cannot,  therefore,  even  tacitly 
consent  to  the  further  use  of  my  name  in 
connection  with  this  oftice." 

On  the  question  of  his  nomination  for 
United  States  senator  by  the  coming 
conventi(Jii.  Governor  Boies  is  equally 
explicit.     He  says: 

"1  belie/e  the  party  should  stand 
squarely  by  the  position  it  has  takeji  in 
favor  of  tiie  election  of  United  States 
senators  by  a  direct  vole  of  the  people;

World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
Aug.  4.— Theodore  Thomas  is  in  the 
mood  to  resign  his  position  of  musical 
director  at  the  exposition,  and  there  are 
many  influences  at  work  to  bring  about 
his  resignation.  It  is.said  that  the  or- 
chestra leader  has  asked  the  committee  on 
liberal  arts,  which  has  charge  of  the  expo- 
sition music,  to  relieve  him  for  several 
reasons,  but  Mr.  Thomas  will  not  say  if 
he  has  resigned. 

The  committee  on  liberal  arts  is  com- 
posed of  Mr.  Thomas'  staunch  friends 
who  will  not  :iUow  him  to  sever  his  4|on- 
neciion  v.ith  the  fair  without  .•'.  fi^t. 
The  old  trouble  about  the  musical  di- 
rector's preferences  in  the  piano  line  and 
the  Ciuisequent  clash  with  Director  Gen- 
eral Davis  has  much  to  do  with  aggra- 
vating the  situation.  Mr.  Thomas'  chief 
complaint  is  that  vouchers  for  his  in- 
creased salary  are  held  in  the  othce  of 
Col.  Davis  and  President  Higinbotham. 
who  demur  to  signing  thein  on  the 
ground  that  Mr.  Thomas'  salary  is  an 
extravagant  one  and  that  the  original 
salary  of  $5003  a  year  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  directory  and  the  leader  is 
enoLigh,  considering  that  the  bureau  of 
music  has  been  an  unprofitable  and 
costly  luxury. 

Mr.  Thomas  has  taken  the  criticism 
of  hi.s  m.usical  work  at  the  fair  and  the 
bureau  much  to  heart.  The  economic 
business  men  on  the  directory  want  to 
disp.^nsewith  the  scrvicesof  Mr. Thomas 
or  split  up  the  orchestra,  having  the 
musicians  play  in  different  parts  of  the 
park,  but  the  conductor  would  not  listen 
to  tins  scheme.  The  orchestra  is  of  his 
creation  and  the  musicians  would  follow 
him  out  of  the  fair  grounds,  if  he  did  re- 
sign to  seek  fields  more  lucrative  and 
where  he  would  he  more  appreciated. 

AN  EXCELLENT  SHOEING. 

The  Condition  of  the    State  Banks  In  Chicago 
is  Good. 

Springfield,  11!.,  Aug.  4.— Auditor 
Gore  has  prepared  a  statement  showing 
the  condition  of  twenty-six  banks  lo- 
cated at  Chicago  and  organized  under 
the  state  law.  It  is  based  on  reports 
made  by  the  banks  to  him,  showing  the 
condition  of  each  on  July  25. 

The  aggregate  of  deposits  is  shown  to 
be  857,884,06;^  and  cash  on  hand  .and  in 
sight  exchange  i;i9,62Q,i8i.  f  rom  this 
it  appe.irs  that  the  banks  have  a  reserve 
of  about  44' ,  per  cent,  with  over  SS.ooo,- 
000  in  stocks  and  bonds  that  can  be  con- 
verted in  case  of  necessity.  Deposits 
and  loans  have  each  decreased  about 
Sio,0(t(),ooo  since  June  5,  when  the  re- 
serve was  about  28' per  cent  of  the  de- 
posits. 


BELL  DREW  A  PENSION. 

The  Deputy  Commissioner   Drew  a   Disability 
Pension  But  Resigned  It. 

Washington,  Aug.  4.  -It  has  just 
leaked  out  from  the  archives  of  the  pen- 
sion bureau  that  Deputy  Commissioner 
Bell,  who  has  made  numerous  public 
statements  severely  condemning  the  dis- 
ability pension  of  Judge  Long  and  others 
was  himself  in  the  same  boat  with  the 
pensioners  who  are  now  hauled  up  for 
his  scrutiny.  Up  tc  May  31  last  he  drew 
a  disability  pension  of  Si  2  a  month  for 
"loss  of  teeth,  indigestion  and  heart  dis- 
ease" alleged  to  be  ;hc  result  of  his  mili- 
tary service. 

After  the  decision  of  Assistant  Secre- 
tary Reynolds,  which  placed  the  able 
bodied  veterans  beyond  the  pale  of  the 
pensionable,  war  rendered  on  May  31, 
Mr.  Bell  addressed  i  letter  to  the  com- 
mission in  which  he  resigned  his  pension, 
declaring  that  he  had  considered  himself 
entitled  to  it  under  iormer  decisions,  but 
thought  under  the  lieynoldi'  ruling  he 
was  no  longer  entitled  to  draw  the 
amount. 

Deputy  Commissioner  Bell,  being 
asked  if  the  statemeiit  about  his  having 
drawn  a  disability  pension  for  himself 
was  true,  replied:  "I  supposed  thrit 
thing  would  come  out  sooner  or  later.

Nelson  Van   Kirk,   a  Well  Known 
Board  of  Trade  Man,  Committed 
Suicide  Thii!  Afternoon. 
Chicago,  Aug.  4.--Drivcn   to  a  condi- 
tion of  irresponsibility  by  the  swallowing 
up  of  his  resources,  with   the  frosts  of 
sixty  years  upon    his    head  and  no  pros- 
pects for  the  future,  Nelson  Van  Kirk,  a 
w;ell-knovvn  operator  in  grain  and  provi- 
sions, shot  and  instantly  killed  himself 
today. 

Shortly  before  i  o':lock  the  occupants 
of  the  officf  s  on  tl  e  fourth  floor  of  the 
Rialto  building  we-e  startled  by  a  re- 
volver report,  whic  1  seemed  to  come 
from  nwai  411  in  the  southwest  corner 
occupied  by  \an  Kiik  and  ten  or  twelve 
other  operators.  A  rush  was  made  for 
the  ofiice  and  the  first  of  those  who  en- 
tered found  the  unfotunate  man  sitting 
at  his  desk  with  his  1  ead  upon  his  breas"t 
and  a  stream  of  b  ood  trickling  down 
upon  his  shirt  sleeves  from  an  ugly  bole 
in  the  right  temple. 

Underneath  the  chair  was  the  revolv- 
er, still  smoking.  H.;  was  still  breathing 
:dthough  unconsciojs,  but  before  the 
doctor  who  had  been  summoned  reached 
the  ctiice  he  gave  a  gasj)  and  expired. 
The  deed  was  evideniiv  premeditated, 
as  upon  his  desk  was  a  sealed  letter  ad- 
dressed 10  one  of  his  daughters  who  has 
b:en  living  with  him  at  Evanston  since 
the  beginning  of  sun  mer. 

At  the  time  of  the  jhooting,  the  other 
occupant':  of  the  oftke  were  at  the  board 
of  trade  across  the  alley,  and  the  intend- 
nig  suicide  had  sent  his  office  boy  a  few 
blocks  away  on  a  trivial  errand.  Tbe 
boy  had  scarcely  'cached  the  street 
when  the  report  of  the  weapon  was 
heard,  but  not  imagining  that  it  came 
from  his  employer's  lOom  he  knew  noth- 
ing <if  the  tragedy  until  his  return. 

The  deceased  came  from  Milwaukee 
about  ten  years  ago  :  nd  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  trade.  His,  oper- 
ations, however,  wtre  small  and  con- 
servative, simply  suflicient  toafTord  him 
a  comfortable  living.  About  two  weeks 
a.Ljo  he  was  caught  111  the  slump  in  wheat 
and  ccmpelied  to  announce  his  failure. 
For  the  past  two  or  three  days  his  friends 
have  noticed  that  be  was  considerably 
depressed  in  spirits,  but  this  was  attri- 
buted to  his  poor  health. 

L^p  to  ten  minutes  before  shooting 
himself,  he  seemed  to  those  in  the  room 
to  be  in  his  usual  spirits.  The  deceased 
was  a  widower  and  leaves  several  mar- 
ried children  and  ore  single  daughter, 
the  latter  having  att.iined  considerable 
reputation  as  a  singer. 

RUN  AT   FUIL  SPEED. 

Trains  at  Denver  Almost  Overrun  by   Miners 
and  Otiers. 

ToPKKA,  Kas.,  Auy.  4.— The  railroads 
are  experiencing  ccnsiderable  trouble 
from  the  large  exodus  of  miners  and 
laboring  men  from  tho  West.  At  Den- 
ver the  crowds  are  so  great  that  the  first 
class  passenger  trains  fre<iuently  back 
aw.iy  from  the  dcfot  and  then  run 
through  the  station  at  full  speed,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  men  fram  jumping  on  the 
train. 

Trains  that  refuse  to  stop  are  pelted 
with  stones  and  clubs.  In  some  instan- 
ces the  trams  have  been  accompanied 
through  Kansas  by  guards  in  order  to 
protect  the  regular  passengers.  The 
Kansas  farmers  are  feeding  them  along 
the  route  v/henever  they  arc  able  to  do 
so,  and  many  of  the  nen  liavc  accepted 
work  on  farms.

Commissioner  Lochren  Has  Written  a  Letter 

Telling  How  He  is  Investigating  the 

Fraudulent  Cases. 


He  Does  Not  Regard  Old  Soldiers  as  Scoun- 
drels or  All  Pension  Attorneys  as 
Dishonest. 


But  at  the  Same  Time  There  Are  Certain  to 

be  Black  Sheep  in  the 

Flock. 


Wasiungtox,  Aug.  4.— Commissioner 
Lochren  has  addressed  the  following 
letter  to  the  editor  of  the  National  Tri- 
bune: 

Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of 
Pensions,  Washington.  D.  C,  Aug.  i, 
iSq3.— Sir:  I  have  not  complied  with 
your  repeated  request  that  I  should 
cause  a  test  to  be  made  to  show  the 
number  of  fraudulent  pensions  by  having 
looo  cases  drawn  from  the  admitted 
tiles  and  examined.  I  have  not  done  this 
for  several  reasons: 

1.  Fraudulent  cases,  if  any  exist,  can- 
not be  discovered  in  that  way.  A  fraud- 
ulent pension  must  ordinarily  have  been 

*  obtained  upon  false  or  forged  testimony. 
On  the  face  of  the  papers  sucli  a  case 
would  probably  appear  to  be  well  es- 
tablished and  incontestable. 

2.  No  one  whose  opinion  is  entitled  to 
consideration  has,  as  I  think,  had  the 
hardihood  to  claim  that  the  gre.it  mass 
of  adjudicated  pension  cases  is  per- 
meated with  fraud,  open  and  plain  on 
the  papers,  so  that  the  examination  of 
looo  cases  would  disclose  an  instance. 
And  I  certainly  have  too  high  an  opinion 
of  my  old  comrades  to  believe  that  any 
large  number  of  them  are  scoundrels 
who  have  sought  and  obtained  pensions 
dishonestly.  Especially  I  believe  that 
the  pensions  granted  to  soldiers  who  did 
actual  service  in  the  field,  on  account  of 
disabilities  ot  service  origin,  are  welt 
deserved.  No  iloubt  rests  on  this  class 
of  cases  and  no  examinations  of  them 
are  being  made,  except  where  evidence 
is  received  tending  to  show  that  some 
particular  case  is  fraudulent  or  was  im- 
properly   decided. 

Even  among  the  twelve  apostles  there 
was  one  who  wa^;  un'vorthy,  and  among 
the  brave  av.'^.  nae  soldiers  of  the  I'nion 
army  it  cannot  be  denied  that  there  were 
a  few  bountv  jumpers  and  men  whowere 
of  no  credit  to  us  and  little  deserving; 
and  who  have  beer,  perhaps,  most  eager 
for  a  high  rati-..,.  It  would  be  far  from 
fair  to  conclude  from  such  cases  that 
pension  attorneys  are  generally  unscrup- 
ulous or  dishonest.  I  think,  on  the  con- 
trary, they  are  ordinarily  honest,  pains- 
taking and  as  careful  as  other  business 
men.  A  case  of  alleged  fraud  is  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  bureau  by  informa- 
tion from  some  source.  If  the  informa- 
tion is  indefinite,  or  appears  to  be 
prompted  by  malice,  it  is  disregarded.  If 
It  seems  to  be  trustworthy,  the  case  is 
investigated,  the  pension  being  suspen- 
ded during  the  investigation,  according 
to  the  uniform  practice  of  the  bureau 
from  the  beginning.  If  the  pension  is 
improper  it  should  not  be  p.iid;  if  not 
shown  to  be  improper  the  suspended 
pension  is  reinstated. 

3.  The  examiration  of  the  June  27, 
i8qo.  Crises  IS  made  not  because  of  anv 
fraud  on  the  f)3rt  of  the  claimants  but 
because  it  was  discovered  that  this  bu- 
reau had  by  the  adoption  of  an  erroneous 
rule  for  adjudication  allowed  manv  pen- 
sions not  authorized  by  law.  Under 
prior  laws  pensions  were  only  granted  on 
account  of  disabilities  of  service  origin. 
And  the  acts  of  congress  had  in  many 
cases  fixed  spccitic  rates  of  pensions  for 
designated  injuries  or  disabiiiiie§  and 
provided  generally  that  lor  inferior  disa- 
bilities of  a  permauent  character  pro- 
portionate ratings  should  be  allowed  and 
under  this  general  provision  the  com- 
missioner, with  the  approval  of  the  sec- 
retary, had  fixed  schedule  rates  for  such 
inferior  disabilities  of  service  origin. 

As  I  said  before,  all  pensions  granted 
under  these  former  laws  are  presumed 
to  have  been  properly  granted  and  they 
are  not  being  examined  except  on  in- 
formation showing  fraud  in  some  par- 
ticular case  as  has  always  been  the  prac-

tice.  Tnit  the  act  of  June  27.  1890, 
grAnted  pensions  to  persons  who  had 
served  ninety  days  or  more  if  sulfcring 
from  a  mental  or  physical  disability  ol  a 
permanent  character,  not  the  result  of 
their  own  vicious  h;ibits  incapacitating 
;  them  from  the  performance  i>f  manu.il 
labor  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them 
unable  to  earn  a  support  such  pensions 
lU't  to  exceed  $1J  nor  be  less  than  $60  per 
uionth.  proportioned  to  the  disability  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  I'lidcr 
this  act  the  disability  need  not  be  of  ser- 
vice origin;  but  to  be  pensionable 
at  all  the  disability  must  incapacitate  the 
pension  from  manual  labor  so  as  to  ren- 
der him  unable  to  earn  a  support.  liy 
order  164  issued  in  i8cp  the  commis- 
sioner, with  the  apinoval  of  the  assistant 
secretary,  ordered  that  specific  disabili- 
ties should  be  rated  ■  under  this  act  the 
same  as  they  would  have  been  rated 
uodei^prior  laws  had  the  disabilities  been 
of  service  origin,  up  to  ;?iJ  per  month. 

Tiie  effect  of  this  order  was  shown  in 
the  Henuett  case  which  called  attention 
to  it.  The  claimant  applying  under  this 
act  was  allowed  a  pension  of  i^i^  for 
sli)»ht  ileafness  not  of  service  origin  and 
which  manifestly  would  scarcely  inter- 
fere with  his  capacity  to  perform  manual 
labor.  On  inijuiry  the  medical  referee 
reported  that  acting  under  this  order  164 
the  capacity  of  a  claimant  un- 
der the  act  of  June  27,  iStjo. 
to  perform  manual  labor  was 
not  considered  in  adjudicating  the  claim. 
It  was  clear,  therefore,  that  under  that 
order  the  law  was  disregarded  with  the 
necessary  result  of  granting  some  pen- 
sions like  that  to  Bennett  which  were  not 
authorized  by  any  law.  A  board  of  re- 
vision was  therefore  constituted  of  the 
ablest  anvl  most  experienced  men  of  the 
bureau  to  re-examine  these  cases  and 
cull  out  such  as  had  no  legal  basis  to 
rest  upon;  and  with  instructions  to  inter- 
fere with  no  case  where,  by  the  most  lib- 
eral construction,  a  right  to  the  pension 
could  be  made  to  appear  and  in  other 
cases  where  the  pension  could  not  be 
sustained  under  any  law.  to  give  sixty 
days  notice,  according  to  the  previous 
practice,  within  which  the  pensioner  may 
furnish  additional  evidence  and  show 
himself  entitled. 

It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  every  official 
having  charge  of  the  administration  of 
the  pension  laws  to  enforce  those  laws 
fairly,  and  to  stop  such  pensions  as  clear- 
ly appear  to  have  been  granted  without 
authority  of  any  law.  This  is  all  that  is 
being  done  here.  No  one  disputes  the 
correctness  of  the  decision  in  the  Ben- 
nett case.  It  now  appears  that  the  as- 
sistant secretary,  Bussey,  in  January  last, 
rendered  a  decision  in  the  case  of  Henry 
H.  Weike,  announcing  precisely  the 
same  interpretation  of  the  act  of  June 
27,  i8ip,  and  condemning  the  construc- 
tion given  by  the  bureau  to  order  164  as 
contrary  to  his  understanding  when  he 
approved  that  order  and  as  contrary  to 
the  law.  Partisan  leaders  may  try  to 
arouse  feeling  for  partisan  ends.  But 
the  execution  of  a  law  upon  the  con- 
struction given  to  it  by  two 
heads  of  the  same  deplrt- 
ment  of  opposite  politics,  which  con- 
struction is  admitted  by  everybody  to  be 
correct,  has  no  political  character  and  I 
did  not  hesitate  to  commit  the  work  to  a 
board  of  revision  whose  ability  fitted 
them  for  it,  though  most  of  them  are  Re- 
publicans. They  are  able  and  fair  men 
and  select  from  day  to  day  from  the 
cases  examined  such  cases  as  they  deem 
unlawfully  allowed.  If  that  was  the 
class  of  cases  you  wished  drawn  and  ex- 
amined, the  work  is  done  every  day  by 
this  board.  None  of  the  pensions  in 
those  cases  are  suspended  until  after 
condemnation  by  this  board.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  in  very  many  of  such  cases 
the  pensioners  will  be  able  to  produce 
testimony  showing  th->m  to  be  entitled  to 
pensiors  under  the  law,  in  which  cases 
ihe  suspensions  -ill  be  removed.

The  National  German-American  Bank  at  St. 
Paul  Olosed, 

St,  Paul,  Aug.  4.— The  National  Ger- 
main-American bank  with  a  capital  of 
#2,000,000  was  forced  to  temporarily  sus- 
pend yesterday  afternoon.  President 
Lockey  issued  tlie   following  statement: 

"The  National  German-American  bank 
will  not  open  for  business  tomorrow 
morning.  The  ])i-olonged  drain  upon 
assets,  which  has  been  steady  and  un- 
cc;ising  for  many  niontlis  past  at  a 
period  of  the  year  when  our  agricultural 
iind  business  community  .ire  aw;iiting 
the  gathering  of  the  crops,  and  incrc;ising 
just  when  the  liiiancial  skies  are  apiiar- 
ently  brightening,  has  forced  this  step 
upon  the  officers  and  directors.  This 
bank  has  felt  a  steady  drain  by  its  <le- 
posiiors  and  has  lost  ?i,;'^):;,ooo  since 
lanuary.  The  temper  of  these  depositors 
is  so  unreasonable  and  unrelenting  no 
other  course  but  a  temporary  suspension 
IS  possible." 

County  Treasurer  Nelson  stated  last 
night  tliat  the  county  of  Ramsey  had  in 
the  German  American  at  the  time  of  its 
failure  $109,628.80.  The  county  is  in- 
demnified by  a  bond  for  :S4oo,ooo,  Presi- 
dent Lockey  last  night  said  the  bank  has 
?4,ooo,ooo  in  bills  receivable  and  j>2,40D,- 
000  in  deposits. 

It  is  believed  that  one  of  the  causes  of 
the  suspension  of  the  National  GeriTian 
American  was  owing  to  the  f.act  that  the 
association  of  banks  failed  to  stand  by 
the  Seven  Corners  bank  according  to 
;igreement.  Another  theory  for  the 
failure  is  the  fact  that  the  St.  Paul  news- 
papers sujjpresscd  the  news  of  the  fail- 
ure of  the  Seven  Corners  instead  of  tell- 
ing the  facts,  thus  increasing  the  general 
distrust. 

The  bank  olTicials  announce  that  every 
liability  will  b^  made  good  dollar  for 
dollar,  but  they  need  time  to  realize  on 
their  securities.  St:ite,  county  and  city 
funds  are  secured  by  bonds  given  by  va- 
rious wealthy  business  men  outside  of 
the  bank.  No  statement  of  li:ib;litie^ 
and  assets  is  vet  obtainable.  Hy  way  of 
comparison  with  the  last  jiublishsd  state- 
ment of  the  bank  made  July  i-',  the  pres- 
ent footings  of  individu.il  deposits  show 
a  tot;il  of  $631,000,  as  compared  with  >!,- 
2i;K,:;^o. 

There  is  no  excitement  at  the  other 
banks,  and  although  some  depositors 
arc  drawing  out  their  money  from  some 
of  the  other  institutions  there  is  no  gen- 
eral action  of  that  kind  noticeable. 

An  approximate  estimateof  the  figures 
showing  the  condition  of  the  National 
Genniin  American  bink  gives  the  assets 
at  <,  1,577,702.50  :md  the  liabilities  $2,5.}(v 
66|,  l);iniel  \V,  Lawler  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  assume  ^charfje  of  the  affairs 
of  the  bank. 

The  Peopie's  bank  |of  St.  Paul,  which 
closed  its  doors  at  noon,  has  a  capital 
stock  of  ?200,ooo.  No  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  this  bank  can  be 
obtained  before  tomorrow.  Ihe  same 
answer  was  given  to  the  L'nited  Press 
reporter  when  a  statement  of  its  aff  lirs 
was  asked  of  the  officers  of  the  West 
Side  bank  which  latter  has  a  capital 
stock  of  ? 1 00,000  a;ul  which  closed  its 
doors  at  I  o'clock.  There  are  a  f<;w 
loafers  hanging  around  some  of  the 
other  banks,  but  no  general  run  on  any 
of  them.

Unfair  Treatment. 
The  News  Tribune  squirms  umlerThe 
Herald's  criticism  of  its  unfair  treatment 
of  the  silver  convention  at  Chicago  and 
reasserts  that  it  was  a  failure.  "Does 
The  HenilJ,"  it  asks,  "believing  that  free 
coinage  is  not  a  good  thing  and  that  the 
Sherman  law  should  be  repealed,  see  any 
evidences  that  the  convention  has  turned 
public  sentiment  against  the  views  it 
purports  to  bold?"  Owing  to  the  pe- 
culiar grammatical  construction  of  this 
query,  it  is  not  very  clear  w^hat  the  News 
"Tribune  means,  but  it  is  presumed  that 
the  tinal  "it"'  refers  to  The  Herald  and 
not  to  the  convention.  If  this  be  a  cor- 
rect interpretation,  it  may  be  answered 
that  it  is  very  unlikely  that  public  senti- 
ment would  be  changed  within  two 
days  by  a  convention.  The  Herald  docs 
ni)t  expect  that  it  will  be  changed  to  any 
great  extent,  but  it  presumes  that  some 
people  will  be  misled  by  the  platform 
adopted  by  the  convention. 

The  Herald  has  no  sympathy  whatever 
with  the  views  entertained  by  the  silver- 
ites;  neither  have  any  "free  silver 
editorials"  appeared  in  its  columns,  nor 
has  the  editor  of  The  Herald  ever  been 
afillcted  by  the  "free  silver  craze."  Fair 
treatment,  however,  is  due  every  man  or 
set  of  men,  no  matter  what  views  they 
may  entertain  on  public  questions,  and  it 
is  unfair  and  unjust  to  call  the  silver  ad- 
vocates lunatics.  The  Kansas  City  Star 
a  few  days  ago  expressed  the  following 
sensible  views  on  this  very  point: 

"In  this  big  free  country  of  ours  there 
is  always  room  for  an  honest  difference 
of  judgment  on  all  questions  which  con- 
cern the  public.  There  is,  practically 
speakm;^,  no  limit  to  free  speech.  People 
are  not  persecuted  or  ostracised  on  ac- 
count of  their  opinions.  This  spirit  of 
toleration  and  liberality  on  thj  part  of 
the  government  is  believed  to  be  the 
chief  element  of  strength  in  our  republi- 
can institutions.  There  is  no  opportunity 
for  conspiracies  such  as  foment  in  coun- 
tries where  the  liberties  of  the  masses 
are  abridged  and  speech  is  suppressed, 
in  America  every  man  can  have  his  say. 
The  right  of  free  speech  is  a  safety  valve 
which  affords  protection  to  our  political 
machinery  and  prevents  disaster.  In 
many  cases  it  is  carried  to  an  extreme 
degree,  but  the  average  of  intelligence 
in  this  country  is  so  high  that  when  this 
privilege  of  unrestricted  utterance  is 
abused  society  frowns  upon  the  trans- 
gressor and  repudiates  his  doctrines. 
That  plan  of  regulation  is  more  effective 
than  the  censorship  of  the  press  and 
otiier  arbitrary  methods  which  are  em- 
ployed under  despotic  governments."

The  Pine  Land  Frauds. 

About  a  week  ago,  the  organs  of  the 
])ine  land  ring  in  this  state  published  a 
series  of  Washington  dispatches,  evi- 
dently inspired  by  some  representative 
of  the  ring,  that  the  sapient  editor  of  the 
Grand  Rapids  Magnet  says  has  no  ex- 
istence, in  which  it  was  asserted  that  the 
Chippewa  pine  land  commissioners  liad 
made  their  reports  and  that  it  was  shown 
the  stories  about  improper  valuations 
were  false.i 

The  fact  is  that  these  dispatches  were 
manufactured  for  a  purjiose.  A  Wash- 
ington dispatch  of  yesterday  gives  the 
lie  to  all  the  previous  statements,  as  fol- 
lows: Land  Commissioner  L.imoreaux 
has  returned  from  Wisconsin  and  is  at 
his  desk.  Discussing  newspaper  state-

The    Power  of    the  Boss. 

Congressman  BaMwin  had  a  lively 
intcr\  icw  wuh  Postmaster  (itMu^ral 
Risst'il  yesterday,  ncconliug  to  a  dis- 
patch to  The  Herald.  It  was  over  the 
appointment  of  Robert  Barclay  of  Mon- 
tana to  be  superintei'dent  of  the  tenth 
division  of  the  railway  mail  service. 
Maj.  Baldwin  and  nearly  every  other 
prominent  Democrat  in  the  Northwest 
endorsed  Thomas  Jefferson  McDcrmolt 
for  the  position.  Barclay  was  endorsed 
by  Michael  Doran    and  P.  H.  Kelly. 

Of  course  Barclay  was  appointed,  and 
Maj.  Baldwin  and  the  rest  of  McDer- 
mott's  friends  arc  hot,  and  after  Mr.  Bis- 
sell's  remarks  yesterday  they  will  be 
htUter.  He  said  Barclay  was  promoted 
in  regular  oriler  and  was  not  appointed 
on  account  of  politics.  In  pompous 
tones,  Mr.  Bissell  declared  th.at  he  would 
not  allow  the  introduction  ot  politics 
Into  the  railway  mail  service— except, 
he  might  have  added,  when  Kelly  and 
Doran  reijuest  it. 

In  this  connection,  the  indignant  pro- 
test of  the  Minneapolis  Times  against 
the  appointment  of  Barclay  is  worth  re- 
peating, as  showing  the  sentiment  of  a 
large  section  i^f  the  Democratic  party  en 
this  question:  "Whai  was  it  these  lead- 
ers, whose  opinions  and  wishes  command 
the  respect  of  all  loyal  Democrats,  have 
asked  of  the  boss  and  the  administration 
at  Washington?  Simply  the  advance- 
ment ot  a  Minnesota  official,  who  by 
faithful  public  service  has  earned  his 
promotion  and  won  the  contidencc  and 
the  hearty  commendations  of  his  super- 
ors  and  the  unanimous  endorsemep.t  of  his 
fellow  Democrats.

Judge  Lochren's  Letter. 

On  the  ser.ond  page  of  this  issue  will 
be  found  a  letter  from  Commissioner 
Lochren  in  reference  to  the  investigation 
that  is  being  made  by  thepension  bureau 
into  cases  of  fraudulent  pensioners. 
Judge  Lochren  shows  very  clearly  that 
he  is  proceeding  in  the  only  proper  way 
to  discover  frauds,  if  any  exist,  and  t'nat 
he  is  making  his  inquiries  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  least  distress  the  deserving  vet- 
erans. 

It  is  manifestly  impossible,  however, 
to  root  out  the  fra::dulent  cases  without 
in  some  way  coming  in  contact  with  vet- 
erans who  are  entitled  to  the  pensions 
that  they  receive.  It  is  perhaps  natural 
that  some  of  the  veterans  who  are  of 
sensitive  dispositions  should  feel  offend- 
ed, but  it  is  manifestlyunjust  to  condemn 
the  pension  bureau  because  these  Jvcter- 
ans' nerves  are  so  highly  strung.  The 
newspapers  that  seize  upon  these  cases 
and  endeavor  to  make  capital  against  an 
administration  that  is  fulfilling  its 
pledges  to  the  people  to  root  out  the 
pension  frauds  have  a  strange  concep- 
tion of  their  duty  as  public  journals.  In 
taking  this  action  they  proclaim  them- 
selves partisan  organs  and  not  independ- 
ent public  journals  representing  the  sen- 
timents of  the  people.       , 

Judge  Lochren  is  an  old  soldier  and  a 
warm  friend  of  the  deserving  veteran 
and  he  will  see  that  no  man  honestly 
drawing  a  pension  is  deprived  of  it,  but 
it  is  of  course  impossible  that  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  investigation  some  cases 
may  not  be  placed  on  the  suspended  liit. 
which  will  later  turn  out  to  be  all   ri<:ht. 


Relieving  the  Situation. 

Ten  million  dollars  in  gold  arc  on  tlie 
way  across  the  Atlantic  and  all  will  be 
in  New  York  before  Sunday.  The  gold 
reserve  in  the  treasury  is  again  above 
$100,000,000  for  the  first  time  in  nianv 
weeks,  and  with  gold  returning  from 
Europe  will  continue  to  increase.

Baldwin  Again  Took  His  Great  Aerial 
Flight  Last  Evening. 

Undaunted  even  by  the  high,  strong 
winds  which  prevailed  all  day,  Professor 
Baldwin  successfully  accomplished  the 
second  of  his  balloon  ascensions  yester- 
day in  the  presence  of  a  large  number 
of  mierested  spectatorf.  The  winds 
which  had  fanned  into  a  fury  the  forest 
fircs  which  had  raged  during  the  morn- 
ing threatened  to  delay  the  ascent,  but 
late  in  the  atternoon  there  were  indica- 
tion.s  that  the  zephyrs  would  let  up,  and 
at  8  o'clork  the  aeronaut  appeared  readv 
for  his  task.  .The  big  bag  had  been  sus'- 
pended  in  front  of  the  Pavilion,  where 
the  structure  served  to  break  the  force 
of  the  wind,  and  when  it  was  almost  dusk 
Professor  Baldwin  commenced  his  aerial 
flight. 

The  score  of  men  who  tugged  at  the 
muslin  until  the  signal  was  given  had  all 
they  could  do,  and  when  the  volumes  of 
heat  were  forced  into  the  bag  through 
the  trench  the  balloon  appeired  like  a 
monster  ball  of  fire.  Once  started  the 
bailco.T  witfi  iVjidwin  hanging  onto  the 
parachute  bar  soared  off  in  the  direction 
of  Woodland  shooting  swiftly  into  the 
heavc'is  at  the  same  time.  The  aerialist 
said  thi.s  m.ornr.ig  that  he  never  went  up 
before  in  such  a  stiff  breeze  as  that  which 
vesterday  blew  him  about  as  if  he  were  a 
feather. 

The  balloon  rose  steadily  to  an  altitude 
of  at  least  looo  feet  when  it  took  an 
easterly  direction,  and  Baldwin  cut  '.he 
parachute  rope  and  began  his  descent. 
Down  and  down  hecainc,  his  movements 
being  watched  by  the  excited  throng 
which  had  collected  in  the  streets  fa7 
below  the  aeronaut.  He  bore  down  and 
reached  the  earth  at  tlie  iron  bridge  on 
Piedmont  avenue  iie:ir  Si.xth  street  while 
his  balioon  fell  about  two  blocks  distant 
the  corner  ot  Fourth  avenue  east  and 
Fourth  street. 

Five  hundred  people  had  collected  to 
see  the  nun  come  down  and  he  was 
cheered  to  the  echo  as  he  picked  up  his 
parachute  and  started  to  return  to  the 
Pavilion.  This  afternoon,  v.eather  per- 
mitting. Professor  Baldwin  will  make 
anoth.;r  ascent  and  if  the  conditions  are 
at  all  favorable  will  attempt  to  rise 
higher  in  the  air  than  at  any  other  time 
during  his  previous  efforts.

THE  WRECK  OF  THE  GILCHER. 


Report  That  it  Has  Been  Found   Near  Hay 
island. 

Chicago  papers  s'.ate    that  a  story  has 

been  current  in  the   marine  circles  there 

for  several  days  past  to  the  effect  that 
the  wreck  of  the  steel  steamer  W.  H. 
Gilcher,  which  was  lost  on  the  night  of 
October  26  last  with  all  hands,  has  been 
discovered  near  Hay  Island,  a  small 
island  not  far  distant  from    the  Beavers. 

The  report  has  not  been  verified  thus 
far,  although  a  relative  of  one  of  the 
crew  of  the  ill-fated  steamer  is  now  at 
Hay  island  investigating  the  matter.  At 
Cleveland  the  rumor  locates  the  wreck 
near  the  Manitou  islands.  The  island- 
ers, it  is  claimed,  have  refrained  from 
saying  anything  about  the  discovery  be- 
cause they  are  obtaining  a  good  supply 
of  hard     coal  from  the  wreck. 

It  is  said  that  J.C.  Gilchrist,  one  of  the 
principal  owners  of  the  Gilcher,  was  re- 
cently approached  by  a  man  who  said  he 
could  locate  the  wreck  if  he  were  paid 
for  it.  Mr.  Gilchrist  referred  him  to  the 
underwriters,  to  whom  the  Gilcher  be- 
longs, wherever  she  may  be.

EIGHT  PERSONS  L.IOV.WED. 


Sinl<ing  of    an  Excursion    Steamer    in  Lake 
George. 

Alr.\ny,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  4.— A  Times- 
Union  special  says  the  name  of  the 
steamer  which  struck  a  rock  and  sank 
this  morning  at  Pearl  Point  landinp^. 
Lake  George,  was  the  Rachacl  Sherman, 
She  had  an  e.vcursion  party  of  twenty- 
nine   persons  aboard. 

The  names  of  those  drowned  are  as 
follows:  Miss  Bennett,  Miss  Ovatt, 
Miss  Burke,  Miss  Hall,  Miss  Worden, 
Mrs.  Mitchell  and  son  and  an  unknown 
lady.  They  were  all  from  Troy,  Brook- 
lyn aiid  Hoboken.  Twenty-one  persons 
were  saved. 

Later. — The  little  vessel  was  turned 
towards  the  One  Hundred  Mile  Island 
house  and  was  nearing  the  landing  when 
the  passengers  were  thrown  forward  by 
a  sudden  shock.  In  the  dark  the  vessel 
had  run  upon  a  sunken  pier,  and  before 
assistance  arrived  from  the  shore  it  sank 
with  all  on  board.  It  was  only  a  few 
moments  after  the  shock  when  the  yacht 
careened  to  one  side  and  went  down  in 
eighteen  feet  of    water. 

The  shrieking,  struggling  passengers 
battled  for  life  in  the  darkness.  Women 
threw  up  their  arms  and  sunk  beneath 
the  surf.ice.  and  when  brought  abhore  life 
had  fled.  Deeds  of  heroism  were  per- 
formed by  the  men.  It  was  soon  learned 
that  eight  or  ten  persons,  all  women  ex- 
cept a  youth,  had  sank. 

As  soon  as  possible  an  attempt  to  get 
the  bodies  was  made.  After  strenuous 
efforts  all  the  bodies  were  brought  to 
the  surface.  Those  who  lost  their  lives 
reside  in  Troy,  Brooklyn,  Hoboken  and 
Warrensburg.  The  porter  of  the  One 
Hundred  Mile  Island  house  was  acting 
as  pilot  when  the  boat  struck.
